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Consumers rushing to form co-ops to reduce food costs 


Team-buying organizations gain popularity as inflation-weary stoppers look for strength in numbers

A major backlash by shoppers opposed 


to paying higher prices (or store-bought 
food probably will result in the fonnaton 
of several new food cooperative organi- 
zations In the Northwest suburbs. 


Responding in large numbers to a sto- 


ry In Monday's edition of The Herald de- 
tailing the activities of the Dos Plalncs- 
based Good People's co-op, area con- 
sumers have expressed a willingness to 
organize against the high cost of eating. 


And the coordinators of the GP Co-op, 


boasting of saving their members 20 per 
cent In food bills, said Wednesday they 
would meet the apparent demand to set 
up other co-ops patterned after their 
own. 


CO-OP OFFICIALS have received 


more than 100 telephone queries since 
Monday morning from Individuals and 
representatives of smaller cooperatives 
asking how they can Join their organiza- 
tion or form new ones. 


Same of the callers — representing 


dozens and even hundreds more persons 
In groups such as women's clubs and 
teacher's organizations — had to wait 
several hours to get through to GP mem- 
bership chairman Fran Lapldes or co- 
coordinators Tonya Keaton and Arlene 
Margowsky. 


The groundswell of support for the food 


cooperative venture began with the as- 
sertion that the GP Co-Op was saving its 
members money by bypassing-the food 
stores and going directly to-the supply 
house. Its members also claimed they arc 
purchasing better quality meat, cheese 
and produce than they could get at the 
supermarket. 


"Ninety per cent of the calls I took 


were from people who.said they were so 
happy to hear somebody Is doing some- 
thing positive about the cost of food," said 
Mrs. Keaton. "They said, 'Oh, my God, 
I'm so happy something like this is going 
on.'" 


THE GP CO-OP leaders have been 


asked to appear before various organiza- 
tions to explain their operation and how ' 
the format .can result in a savings in the , 
pocketbook. They're even going on a lo- 
cal radio show to tell of their success. 


"We're capable of starting unlimited 


numbers of co-ops," said Mrs. Mar- 
gowsky, who added that the response to 
their organized efforts to save money is 
"snowballing." She said five or six large 
member organizations have expressed 
the desire to unite. "These people are 
dissatisfied," she said. 


The GP Co-op was begun in March. All 


OS-member families have at least one 
representative working once a month as 
part of a team effort.' 


To get the products at the best possible 


price, a member buyer calls directly to a 
supplier on South Water Market Street 
and elsewhere in Chicago. An order tak- 
er relays the prices to the families, calls 
in their orders to a central order taker 


who passes the information to a central 


. buyer whd-makes the purchases (the co- 
op spends about $7,000 a month on food). 
The food is delivered every Friday to a 
kitchen area the co-op maintains at 
Maryvllle Academy' in Des Plaines 
where the families pick up their orders. 


SINCE THE GP Co-op is seeking only 


six new members (just enough people to 
handle all the Jobs necessary to keep the 
organization functioning smoothly) per- 
sons Inquiring about joining will have to 
look to a new co-op for salvation. That's 
where the GP officials come In. 


Though organizing other co-ops was 


not their original intent they are willing 
to help organizations 'and individual con- 
sumers get started for what they call a 
small fee, probably about $10 per family. 


Mrs. Keaton said the success of any 


co-op depends on all members pitching in 
to do. a job, whether it's taking orders, 
. unloading trucks/keeping books or baby-

Drive on to locate those responsible 
Village officials seeking 
to plug 'leaks' to press

A proposal to ban monitoring of police 


radio broadcasts In Wheeling is appar- 
ently the latest move In a campaign by 
key village officials to prevent informa- 
tion from getting out of village hall and 
the police department. 


Leaks resulting In newspaper stories in 


recent weeks have enraged Village Mgr. 
George Passoll and Police Chief Peter 
Guttllla, prompting a drive to locate the 
persons In village government who arc 
passing along Information to the press. 


Though they deny it, the officials 


apparently believe that preventing out- 
siders from listening to police radio

b r o a d c a s t s would help reduce the 
amount of Inside information about po- 
lice activities that becomes public. 


The proposal, made by Trustee Wil- 


liam Hcln, Is of questionable legality and 
may not bo enacted. But the thinking be- 
hind it has taken firm hold at village 
hall. 


THE FLAP OVER news leaks was set 


off two weeks ago when The Herald dis- 
closed that Patrolman Larry Parks had 
filed a departmental grievance because 
he was passed over as a candidate for 
police traffic school. 


Instead of Parks, Gultlllo chose a po- 


liceman with less seniority and a record 
of recent suspension to attend the school.

Under village rules, Parks could push his 
grievance by demanding a public hear- 
ing at which Guttllla presumably would 
be asked to explain why Parks was not 
chosen. 


Parks has refused to comment on the 


dispute. Passolt also will not comment 
but has vowed to fire anyone In the po- 
lice department who is leaking informa- 
tion. 


Also apparently contributing to the of- 


ficial anti-leak campaign was a Herald 
disclosure Sept. 20 that Guttilla's name 
and telephone number were listed in a 
hoodlum's address book seized in a 1961 
Franklin Park gambling raid. 


GUTTILLA, A detective for Sheriff 


Frank Sain at the time, has refused to 
provide an explanation for his name 
being listed along with those of several 
powerful politicians and crime syndicate 
figures. 


But both Guttllla and Passolt say they 


have discussed the matter and that the 
police chief has provided Passolt with an 
explanation. 


The disclosure may have added to con- 


cern over leaks because some members 
of the village administration had infor- 
mation about the .address book — in the 
form of a 1961 newspaper story naming 
Guttllla as one of those listed — before 
the Herald story appeared. 


After the Parks disclosure, Passolt re- 


fused to talk to Herald reporters and be- 
gan an effort to end news leaks. Since 
then, police department members have 
been reminded of a police rule prohibit- 
ing them from discussing official matters 
with newsmen. 


One patrolman believed by police 


brass to be leaking information to the 
press, according to department sources, 
has been charged with harassing a vil- 
lage resident as a result of a meeting 
among the resident, Guttllla and Lt. 
Thomas Contc. . 


The patrolman, Bruce Batka, had 


charged the resident in a traffic citation 
with displaying fictitious license plates 
on his auto after warning him several

Village to crack down 
on signs violating law 


Wheeling officials Wednesday said they 


have begun making routine sip in- 
spections throughout the village and plan 
to crack down on signs found in violation 
of ordinances. 


Robert Kaminski, acting building^di- 


rector, said inspections conducted so. far, 
have disclosed numerous violations. An 
inspector said the owners of the signs 
have been informed and most have coop- 
erated with the village in eliminating the 
violations. 


Kaminski said inspectors check the 


size, height and distance .of signs from 
the street, as well as making sure the 
proper permits were obtained before the 
sign was erected. Setback and height re- 
strictions, he said, are different under 
the various zoning classifications. 


The acting building director said some 


signs that are in violation were erected ' 
before he assumed his present position. 


He said he plans to take steps to prevent 
further violations from occurring. 


Anyone with a sign in violation of ordi- 


nances will be given the opportunity to 
correct it before being issued a citation, 
he said.

Commuter 
bus service 
to be weighed

Wheeling officials Wednesday said the 


village will study the feasibility of a 
commuter bus service to transport resi- 
dents to and from area railroad stations. 


In a survey last spring, 52 residents 


indicated they would be interested in the 
service, but the village has not acted to 
expand bus service to that area. 


Trustee William Hein this week pro- 


posed that M. 0. Horcher, village admin- 
istrative assistant, begin looking into tlio 
commuter bus service with an eye to- 
ward adopting it sometime next year. 


Hein said he would like to see the vil- 


lage establish the commuter service and 
retain Its present service. 


THE VILLAGE NOW has two buses 


which operate within its corporate limits. 
The larger of the two follows a desig- 
nated route and schedule, while a shuttle 
bus with no set route or schedule, trans- 
ports residents to their homes from 
points in the village. 


Officials have sold the village cannot 


operate a commuter bus service with its 
present equipment. 


Hein has asked Horcher to study the 


feasibility of eliminating the village's 
large bus and replacing it with a smaller 
vehicle. Hein said going to a smaller bus 
would be more economical and might en- 
able the village to purchase additional 
buses for the commuter service. 


The large bus seats.54 passengers and 


Hein said it might be better for the vil- 
lage to switch to buses that seat about 20 
to 25 riders. Horcher said smaller buses 
would be easier-to maneuver on narrow 
village streets. 


HEIN SAID WHEN the study is com- 


pleted the village board will consider it 
and decide whether to adopt it. If the 
study is favorable, he said he would like 
to Include funds for its operation in the 
1975-76 fiscal budget. 


Last January, Hein proposed bringing 


Mctron Systems Corp. to Wheeling to op- 
erate the commuter bus service. Village 
officials, however, said they were reluc- 
tant to bring the company into Wheeling 
after its Arlington Heights commuter bus 
service was discontinued last May be- 
cause of a large operating deficit. 


The village bus service lost $28,400 in 


1973 and officials said the deficit prob- 
ably would be greater this year. The IIU- 
nols Department of Transportation, 
recently awarded Wheeling .an $18,329 
grant to help reduce the deficit. 


Hein said if the village continues to ex-. 


pand its transportation system, it ftight 
be able to get additional grants from the 
state and federal governments. 


As the village continues to grow, Hein 


said he feels the transportation system 
will have to be expanded. "I'd like to see

Revenue-sharing survey 


Maine Township officials arc being questioned as part of a 


nationwide survey into the use of federal revenue-sharing 
funds. "We hope to get a reliable picture of the revenue- 
sharing situation and the problems involved with adminis- 
tering the program," said Thomas Justcr, who is running the 
survey for the National Science Foundation. Township Super- 
visor James J. Dowd and Auditor Margaret Wirscn recently 
were interviewed for the survey. 


Prospect residents 'satisfied? 


Mount Prospect residents say they're generally satisfied 


with village services and sec few problems with local govern- 
ment. That's what the preliminary findings of a survey of 
village residents by the Community Action Plan Indicate. 
Other findings: respondents, by a 3 to 1 margin, endorse 
subsidized housing for the elderly but by an even greater 
margin oppose subsidized housing for low-income families; 
half say prices arc high and half say they're competitive; 80 
per cent rate the police department excellent; and 60 per cent 
claim dogs as pets, while only S per cent have cats.

Elderly and disabled residents In Arlington Heights who 


neither need nor can afford twice-weekly garbage pickup may 
be given a break. A village board committee has suggested 
giving the village manager authority to permit less frequent 
pickups where no health hazard exists, and with the approval 
of the scavenger company, Lasckc Disposal Co., to alter rates 
to alleviate hardship. The loss In Income to Lascko may have 
to be made up by raising rates for other customers, but it 
was estimated the increase would amount to "pennies."

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Ford defends pennies-a-day 
surtax as inflation tool 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - 
President 


Ford defended his proposed Income tax 
surcharge Wednesday as costing middle- 
Income Americans only pennies a day, 
ami predicted It would help bring a 
"meaningful reduction" in the rate of In- 
flation by early next year. 


Responding to criticism from both 


Democrats and Republicans in Congress 


that his request for a one-year, 5 per 
cent surtax was too harsh and Inequi- 
table, Ford told a news conference the 
carefully considered proposal would af- 
fect only 28 per cent of all individual tax- 
payers and would not cut significantly 
into their buying power. 


Nor, he said, would it be extended be- 


yond the calendar year 1075. If Congress

Refuse to order U.S. marshals to Boston 
A federal judge refused to order U.S. marshals Into Boston

Clearly mindful of congressional unrest 


over the surtax proposal, Ford rattled off 
figures Intended to assure taxpayers that 
the surtax bite would be minimal. 


For a family of four with annual gross 


Income of $20,000, he said, the extra cost 
of the proposed tax-on-lncome-tox would 
be $42 or 12 cents a day. The same fami- 
ly with a $15,000 income would pay no 
surtax, he said, and it would cost only $3 
for the entire year — only a penny a day 
— for those earning $16,000 a year. 


Ford's figures differed from those Is- 


sued Tuesday by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, which estimated the one-year cost 
for a $20,000 family would be $128 rather 
than the $42 mentioned by Ford. 


However, Ford was using "adjusted 


gross Income." In his example, the fami- 
ly of four would have four exemptions of 
$750 each totalling $3,000 plus deductions 
worth $3,400. This leaves taxable income 
of $13,600 on which a 5 per cent sur- 
charge of $42 would be paid. The govern- 
ment's earlier example assumed a tax- 
able income of $20,000.

Surtax unfair: Dems, GOP 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Republicans 


and Democrats alike opposed President 
Ford's 5 per cent surtax 
proposal 


Wednesday as an unfair blow to middle- 
income Americans that cuts too deep 
down the wage scale. 


House and Senate committees opened 


hastily called hearings on various as- 
pects of Ford's anti-inflation proposals 
Wednesday, with cabinet members sum- 
moned to defend the surtax idea, unem- 
ployment benefit projects and other 
requests put forth by Ford Tuesday.

Army release 


of draftees 
by Nov. 28 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Army an- 


nounced Wednesday it will allow all re- 
maining draftees to leave the service by 
Thanksgiving — making the Army an all 
volunteer force for the first time since 
1940. 


The Army said about 2,500 draftees 


would be able to leave before completing 
the normal two year tour of duty. 


The last man to be drafted was Pvt. 


Dwight E. Stone of Sacramento, Calif., 
who was inducted less than 10 hours be- 
fore the draft law expired June 30,1973. 


The draftees in the Army are only an 


insignificant part of the entire force, 
comprising just 0.3 per cent of the total 
strength of 780,000 soldiers. 


Army Secretary Howard H. Callaway,

"We are proud of these soldiers who 


were drafted into the Army ... I am 
confident that if the need for induction 
arises in the future — which may be the 
case In the event of major war — other 
young Americans like these will once 
again serve with distinction.

Britons hear final campaign 
pitches-Another Watergate? 


LONDON (UPI) - Britain's political 


parties Wednesday made their final 
pitches to the country's 41 million voters 
at the end of an increasingly bitter gen- 
eral election campaign marked by an 
eleventh hour break-in at Liberal party 
headquarters. 


An excited Liberal party official, sur- 


veying a mass of scattered papers, said 
"This looks like another Watergate." But 
police said it looked more like a plain 
case of burglary. 


Britons go to the polls today for the 


second time this year in an election 
dominated almost entirely by the coun- 
try's inflation-fueled economic crisis, the 
threat of mass unemployment and busi- 
ness bankruptcies and a question mark 
over its continued membership of the Eu- 
ropean Common Market. 


Opinion polls, including three Wednes- 


day, gave Prime Minister Harold Wil- 
son's ruling Labor party a lead of be- 
tween 9 and 14 per cent over Edward 
Heath's Conservatives. 


Political commentators said this could 


sweep Wilson back to power with a land- 
slide majority to carry out sweeping 
S o c i a l i s t policies, including nation- 
alization of large sections of industry still 
in private ownership. However, they re- 
called that in the last election Feb. 28 all 
polls predicted a victory for the Con- 
servatives, yet Labor ended up on top 
with the largest single group in parlia- 
ment although without an overall major- 
ity.

Two public meetings to explain the 


purpose of the proposed referendum af- 
fecting flro service In the Lake County 
section of Buffalo Grove have been re- 
scheduled for successive Thursdays next 
month, fire officials announced Wednes- 
day. 


A session scheduled for tonight has 


been canceled. Instead, fire officials said 
tho meetings will be Nov. 7 at Willow 
Grove School, 777 Checker Dr., and Nov. 
14 at the Twin Groves School, Ivy Hall 
and Penny lanes. Both will start at 8 
p.m. 


According to tentative plans, another 


meeting will be next Thursday at Cooper 
Junior High School, 1050 Plum Grove 
Rd., and the referendum may bo dis- 
cussed at a Nov. 13 meeting of the Buf- 
falo Grove Jaycecs, said Flro Chief 
Wayne Winter. 


The change in plans was made after it 


was learned tho election date will prob- 
ably bo set for mid or late November 
rather than later this month, as officials 
had been hoping. 


TRUSTEE EDWARD Ostnem, chairman 


of the special village committee on the 
referendum, said ho Is hopeful of a Nov. 
16 election date. 


The vote will decide whether the Lake 


County section of Buffalo Grove will bo 
transferred to the Wheeling Township 
Rural Fire Protection District. The 4,000 
to 5,000 residents currently are served by 
the Long Grove Flro Protection District 


Winter and Osmon said they were 


seeking the change in tho meeting sched- 
ule after expressing concern about the 
time lapse between the dote of the last 
session and the election. 


A hearing has been scheduled for Oct. 


23 in Cook County Circuit Court to pre- 
sent the referendum request, but a 20- 
day period will follow to allow for filing 
of objections according to Village Atty. 
Richard Raysa.

called off after only three persons be- 
sides Osmon and representatives of the 
two (ire departments appeared.

Walker too free a spender, Harris insists

State Senate Pros. William Harris, 


R-Pontlnc. said today the Illinois budget 
has Increased by more than $1 billion be- 
tween 1072 and 1974, and he called Gov. 
Daniel Walker "the biggest spending 
governor In Illinois history." 


Harris said In 1072, the last full year of 


former Gov. Richard Ogllvie's admin- 
istration, the stale budget was $4.9 bil- 
lion, a figure that Walker said he could 


reduce by $500 million. 


"Today, at the conclusion of Governor 


Walker's first full fiscal year, the figure 
exceeds |6 billion, an Increase of more 
than a billion dollars," Harris told a 
news conference. 


HARRIS SAID he was not quarreling 


cither with the way WaUcr spent the 
money or the fact that it had been spent. 


"I just want the facts on the record," 


he said. 


Harris planned to fly to Champaign, 


Carbondale, Pontiac, Peoria and Rock- 
ford to deliver the message. He said 
Walker had been campaigning in several 
legislative districts where Republicans 
are up for reelection, and has called the 
GOP members "big spenders." 


HARRIS SAID HE is confident Re- 


publicans will retain their control of the 
Senate, and thinks there Is a chance they 
will pick up one seat either at Centralla, 


Rockford or Carbondale. 


Harris said Walker has been cam- 


paigning actively against Sens. Stanley 
Weaver In the Champaign area, and Ed- 
ward McBroom in the Kankakee area. 


Harris said although the legislature 


has appropriated even larger amounts 
than Walker has approved, it does not 
make the members big spenders. 


"The legislature doesn't spend," he 


said. "It assigns priorities."

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - State 


Schools Supt. Michael J. Bakalis said a 
new state low allowing counties to 
charge fees far collecting local taxes will 
place a financial strain on already mon- 
ey-troubled Illinois schools. 


Bakalis urged Atty. Gen. William J. 


School to challenge the new law in the 
courts on grounds that it Is "in serious, if 
not blatant, conflict" with the state con- 
stitution. 


Under the law, passed by the General 


Assembly last spring and signed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker in August, county collec- 
tors may charge local taxing districts a 
percentage fee to help defray the costs of 
collections. The fee system would be sub- 
ject to approval of county boards. 


"IT IS MY OPINION that the law Is 


unjust and unnecessary," Bakalis said In 
a letter to local school officials. "It means 
that school districts will have to divert 
funds intended for educational use to pay 
for a normal function of county govern- 
ment." 


He said the fees would be particularly 


punitive to schools because school dis- 
trict levies arc generally larger than 
those of other taxing bodies. 


"Even in a laymen's view, the new law 


Is In serious, If not blatant, conflict with 
both the letter and the Intent of the local 
government article of the state con- 
stitution," Bakalis said. 


That article states: "Fees shall not bo 


based upon funds distributed or collected 
nor upon the levy or extension of taxes." 


Bakalis urged school officials through- 


out the state to "render whatever assis- 
tance is appropriate in our efforts to nul- 
lify the effects of this law."

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Whipple hearing raises new queries 


Tlic hearing involving school psy- 


chologist John Wlilpplc seems to go on 
;mcl on, with about 22 hours of testimony 
so far iibout Dwyor School (or emotional- 
ly disturbed children and Whipple. 


On Oct. 23 In Springfield, the Illinois 


Teacher Certification Board again will 
start hearing the case with as many as 
l.'i witnesses scheduled to testify In 
Whipple's defense. 


Whlpplo hits been charged by Cook 


County School Supt. Richard Martwlck 
with permitting child abuse at Dwycr. 
MarUvlck also has said Whipple acted as 
nn administrator without the proper cre- 
dentials and that he harassed teachers in 
tho program. 


After all the testimony, it's hard to 


know what the outcome will be. Wit- 
nesses for tho two sides have directly 
contradicted each other and at some 
point the certification board will have to 
make the decisions about who they be- 
lieve. If they choose to believe the wit- 
nesses called by Martwlck, they will re- 
voke Whipple's school psychologist cer- 
tificate and he will nn longer be able to 
work in Illinois schools. 


THE ULTIMATE outcome of the hear- 


ing will be n human drama as Whipple, 
who Is -to nnd has spent most of his adult 
life working In schools, fights for his ca- 
reer. 


But this week, during the course of the 


hearings, another Issuo came up — one 
t h a t may be less dramatic than 
Whipple's plight, but which may bo of 
more Importance to the Northwest subur- 
ban community. 


Martwick's officials called an expert 


witness to testify about programs for 
emotionally disturbed children. She was 
Margaret Qunne, director of special cdu- 
c.itlon for Evnnston Township High 
School. She Is an older, whltc-halrcd and 
Kcntlc-Iooklng lady with degrees In social 
w o r k and a background In psy- 
choanalysis. 


Miss Quanc, In part of her testimony, 


renewed the disagreement about whether 
psychologists arc qualified to give thera- 
py to disturbed persons. That conflict, 
between psychologists on one side and 
social workers and psychiatrists on tho 
other, Is as old as the professions. Psy- 
chologists always have claimed to bo 
competent In fields the other two groups 
of professionals have claimed for their 
own. 


BLT MISS QUANE, in testifying about 


the program for troubled children In 
Evanston, made several other points that 
need examination. She said that at 
Evanston "severely disturbed" children 
are referred to hospitals for psychiatric 
care. She said that she docs not believe 
th;it children who are disruptive or de- 
structive because of their disturbance be- 
long In a public school. She said that be- 
lief "is not ;i matter of preference; It's a 
mutter of caution." 


Caution, In fact, came up several times 


In tho course of her testimony. She said 
th.it a severely disturbed child, such as 
the boy treated by Whipple who believed 
he was a dog. "probably docs not belong 
lit a school setting." She criticized the 
idea that the child should be allowed to 
act out his fantasies In hopes of putting 
him In touch with reality because "I 
guess I'd rather err on the side of cau- 
tion than go beyond my limitations as a 
therapist." 


If there were errors made In working 


with disturbed children at Dwycr School, 
they were not made on the "side of cau- 
tion." 


The philosophy at Dwycr. a philosophy 


that has been accepted to one degree or 
another by officials In the ten Northwest 
suburban school districts, is a highly ris- 
ky one. 


In setting up Dwycr, the school offi- 


cials made Iho conscious decision to try 
to keep disturbed children out of hospi- 
tals and Institutions If possible. Children 
who were severely disturbed, like the. 
boy who believed he was a dog. were 
accepted into the program, even though 
more conventional schools would have 
given up on them. 


PERHAPS, UECAUSE of the risks

they were taking, Whipple and the staff 
at Dwycr got out of their depth. Maybe 
they took on children they really couldn't 
handle in a public school. 


However, it is also possible that Miss 


Quanc's "caution" has been as deep ah 
error as one made by people who try to 
do too much. Perhaps a "cautious" ther- 
apist gives up on children too quickly. 
Perhaps there are clilldrcn who have 
been put out of school who could have 
been helped by a program that was will- 
ing to take risks. 


There are parents who have had chil- 


dren In the program who have said, and 
who will tell the certification board, that 


their children have been helped Im- 
measurably by the Dwyer staff. 


But the 
philosophical 
question of 


whether the program is appropriate in 
public schools is one that must be de- 
cided by our community and the school 
officials. And the decision should prob- 
ably be consciously made regardless of 
the fate of John Whipple. 


The issue Is real. We in the Northwest 


suburbs have to decide how cautious we 
are.

Mayor's business ties 


a questionable practice 


It is not illegal for the mayor of 


Rolling Meadows to go into the 
garbage consulting business and 
use his city's equipment as a sales 
tool, but it sure looks funny. 


A Herald inquiry into Mayor Ro- 


land Meyer's business enterprises 
disclosed last week that Meyer has 
created a company called Midwest 
Environmental 
Systems, 
Inc., 


hired the former public works di- 
rector of Rolling Meadows, and is 
selling equipment and know-how to 
other municipalities around the 
country. 


Meyer has the franchise for 


trucks similar to those used by the 
City of Rolling Meadows, although 
Meyer obtained his franchise after 
the city had purchased its equip- 
ment. Meyer's firm has not and 
docs not intend to sell equipment to 
the City of Rolling Meadows. An- 
other outfit Meyer runs, a scrap 
paper brokerage firm, has no city 
sales or purchase contracts. 


But even though Meyer main- 


tains the minimum proprieties of 
not doing business with his own 
city, there remains something dis- 
turbing about these revelations. 


It is disturbing to discover that a 


man like Meyer is In reality cash- 
ing In on the expertise in municipal

matters that comes with his role as 
mayor. It is as if he ran'for mayor 
to acquire a livelihood and we are 
left with the feeling that his high 
public office is somehow 
de- 


meaned. 


Meyer is not reticent to talk 


about his business enterprises and 
freely owns up to the fact that yes, 
he is selling to other cities what he 
has learned in his job as mayor. 
But Meyer would not talk about the 
details of his business, otlier than 
to admit, "I didn't go into business 
to lose money." 


James McFeggan, the farmer 


public works director who takes 
prospective clients through the 
city's garage on tours o£ the equip- 
ment, also capitalized nicely on his 
years on the public payroll. Meyer

says that, when he or McFeggan 
tour city offices with their clients, 
they are treated no different than 
any other drummers., 


That strains credulity and should 


be dismissed a's public rhetoric; 
that is simply not the way things 
work politically in Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


This whole business with Meyer 


casts shadows on a lot of things in 
Rolling Meadows. The proposed 
city incinerator, for example. Is it 
really needed in this area, or will it 
be built so Meyer and McFeggan 
have another sales tool at their dis- 
posal? Why will it be' built when 
the city is out of money? 


It is a harsh judgment to make of 


the man, that he and his corpo- 
ration would invest millions of pub- 
lic funds for their own garbage 
company, but Meyer brings this on 
himself. 


He must realize starting a busi- 


ness so closely aligned with his 
own official functions is bound to 
raise some eyebrows. 


Sadly, there is little that can be 


done about this situation. Meyer is 
within the law and moral in- 
dignation voiced here won't turn 
his head. We hope the aldermen of 
the city look hard and long at the 
way their mayor is conducting 
himself and express the natural 
misgivings anyone would have 
over his endeavors. 


At the risk of sounding too pessi- 


mistic, we must point out that 
Meyer's actions are not too far out 
of line with the antics of other sub- 
urban mayors and which make us 
sometimes weep at the quality of 
suburban leadership. 


Of the dozen- or so suburban 


mayors in the Northwest suburbs, 
several have no visible means of 
support other than their public of- 
fice and more than a few seem to 
regard running for village presi- 
dent or mayor as a nice way to 
avoid going to work.

PIERRE. S.D. (UPf) - The last time 


George McGovern ran it was against 
Richard M. Nixon. 


Now he is running against Leo Thors- 


ness. and ho probably will fare better 
thlt November. 


When Thorsncss won tho Republican 


senatorial primary In June, the contrast 
between him and McGovern was strik- 
ing. 


Thorsncss, a retired lieutenant colonel 


who spent six years as a prisoner of war 
In Vietnam, has never run (or political 
office. 


McGovern won national attention by 


his early and outspoken opposition to the 
Vietnam War and Is now seeking his 
third term In the U.S. Senate and per- 
haps — some suspect — n third try at 
tho presidency. 


Despite their differences over the war, 


the major Issue emanating from Republi- 
cans since June has been money. 


Republicans charge that McGovern has 


spent more than $3 million thus far, or 
about J7 per voter In this state of 670,000. 


McGovcrn's people contend the price 


tag Is $1.2 million. They also say their 
campaign Is financially broke, and they 
arc seeking additional campaign funds. 


Whatever the figure, McGovern used 


the money to build a campaign orgonlza-

tion that one Democrat said was "the 
best this state will ever sec." 


The party source said the McGovern 


machine will canvass every town in 
South Dakota by election day — a feat, 
he said, that should be physically Impos- 
sible. It was reminiscent of the mid-1950s 
when McGovern rebuilt the Democratic 
party in South Dakota by visiting cafes, 
sales barns and main streets in every 
town and hamlet In the state. 


James Prlbyl, a state Democratic par- 


ty official, said the money Issue Is a dis- 
advantage for McGovern "because it Is 
tho most in the state's history. But It's a 
stupid Issue, and perhaps it belongs 
there, but it won't be turned Into votes 
for Thorsness." 


Charles Tyson, a state Republican offi- 


cial, said that for Thorsncss to win, he 
must be successful "In communicating 
what's going on in UM campaign with 


McGovern money and its abuses on tho 
South Dakota political system." 


He said Thorsncss is "his own greatest 


asset because he's something fresh and 
something new at a time when people 
nre just beginning to find out that what 
they had In George McGovern Is not 
what they thought they hod." 


A R e p u b l i c a n , who contended 


McGovern is "absolutely lustful for the 
presidency," said Thorsncss suffers from 
amateurism In his organization. He said 
Thorsness "stubbed his toe on several is- 
sues during August and lost the momen- 
tum he had going Into the primary." 


But he added, "He's a fresh face with 


no political debts or liabilities and has 
built quickly a good organization, mostly 
out of volunteer help." 


For the first time in his 'political ca- 


reer, McGovern has a strong Democratic 
governor sitting in Pierre at election 
time, Richard F. Kneip, who is seeking 
an unprecedented third term in office. 


Tyson discounted the Kncip 'support, 


however. 


"McGovern's first on the ballot, sitting 


out there all alone where there aren't 
any coattails," be said. 


Kneip, 41, faces opposition from Re- 


publican John Olson, who at 56 also is 
making his first run for political office. 
Tyson sold the race "hasn't opened up 
very much at this point, but there's no 
question that Kneip is pretty solidly 
ahead." 


Republicans and Democrats agree on 


one point: an-incumbent In South Dakota 
is difficult to beat based on the state's 
past history in U.S. Senate races.

Apathy perils government

If political candidates share a common 


nightmare, it must be of an election day 
on which no voters show up. 


Judging from the gloomy forecasts of 


many candidates for county, state and 
national offices In the current election 
campaign, that nightmare could be half 
true on Nov. 5. 


For candidates who labor from dawn 


until midnight and beyond for months on 
end in an effort to shake people out of 
their apathy toward politics, and to give 
voters some reason to like them, a 55 per 
cent "good turnout" Is a discouraging 
figure. 


This year at least, there Is dis- 


agreement 
between Republicans and 


Democrats as to which party would bene- 
fit from a low voter turnout. 


Democrats cite statistics showing that 


although their Republican opposition is 
In the minority, higher percentages of 
Republicans are apt to vote. Republicans 
fear this year, however, that more of 
their numbers, disillusioned by the fail- 
ure of the Nixon administration and the 
absence of party leadership, will stay at 
home. 


And both are eying with discomfiture 


the growing number of "independents." 
To many who remain faithful to the con- 
cept of supporting one party, the declara- 
tion, "I'm an independent," translates, 
"I don't give a damn." 


Party concerns aside, however, there 


is a deeper fear among members of both 
parties that the deepening apathy of 
American voters is a very real and very 
threatening symptom of a political can- 
cer. 


Sen. Joseph Blden, D-Delaware, in a 


recent visit here, put It succinctly when 
he pointed out that this nation of diver- 
gent races, faiths and nationalities has 
been held together in spite of our differ- 


ences by one thing: our political system. 


As he put it, "If France reverted to a 


monarchy tomorrow, it would have very 
little effect on the country, because they 
are largely one people with a common 
heritage." We are not one people; our 
heritages are legion. Yet we have mold- 
ed all our peoples and all those heritages 
— indeed with certain inequities — into 
one nation. 


Ultimately each oppressed minority in 


this nation's history has finally gained 
relief at the ballot box. 


If only half the people vote, little 


more than one-quarter of the people con- 
trol our political decisions. In Cook Coun- 
ty that would mean, roughly, that about 
650,000 people can choose the candidates 
who represent some 2.6 million voters 


and their families. 


The manner in which voter apathy can 


be exploited is well-known to political ac- 
tivists who have captured control of mu- 
nicipal, township and county govern- 
ments throughout Illinois. 


The best expert on passing public ref- 


erenda had a formula for the ideal cam- 
paign. "Put a legal ad in the paper and 
forget it. Then you can pass it with a 
handful of "votes." It worked for him on 
more than one occasion. 


There 'is no denying that the dis- 


couragement of voters with public offi- 
cials is justly felt. 


But whatever the reason for your dis- 


couragement, you are nothing short of a 
fool if you abandon your efforts against 
those who offend you. 


P.E. 'review9 welcome 


I am writing in response to your edito- 


rial of Oct. 1, "P.E. Needs State Re- 
view." As a physical educator, I do 
agree with your stated premise, that the 
state should review the physical educa- 
tion requirements as written. 


I do not agree with your implied con- 


clusion that physical education will be 
found wanting in such a review. 


It is, I believe, unrealistic to equate a 


good P.E. program with "walking to and 
from school every day." It is also er- 
roneous to imply that any student, bright 
or otherwise, would have their grade 
point average penalized by a physical 
education grade. P.E. grades are not in- 
cluded in a student's grade point aver- 
age. 


I take particular offense to your car- 


toon caption that says "Check between 
the ears." I find this unnecessary and 
certainly below the ethical standards I 
would expect from your publication. 


The interest your paper takes in educa- 


tion is commendable. I hope the state 
takes your recommendatlQn. I think re- 
view of any program is healthy and can 
only produce a better program for all 
concerned.

"You've gat to watch out." said aiplr-

Dean, "because when the wind's blowing 
thli hard. It'll curve on the way down 
and that makes It klnda tricky." 


Proving himself a fine prophet, Mal- 


colm drew a bead on tho big olive which 
deftly evaded his grasp, caromed (tost 
the north goal lino and came to rest in 
some weeds. 


But Flro punter Chuck Ramsey had al- 


ready booted another, equally as high, 
and probably n bit farther. 


"I've got It," offered the reporter 


whoso football prowess is less than nil.

And when the ball pounded against his

He's lived there six years and 
worked as a Fire "go-tor" since sum- 
mer.

Malcolm Dean is IB years old. He

Just look on the Fire's practice field 
most any weekday. They'll be out there, 
running after loose balls or doing what- 
ever else the field bosses decree. 


"It's one of the best things to happen 


around here in a long time," said Mal- 
colm, admitting morale was running 
near new depths before the promised 
Fire truly arrived. 


"Our grade school football team had 


dropped out of one league. They hadn't 
been getting enough kids to form football 
or basketball teams. 


"Now, it's a lot better. Kids are pick- 


ing up things like what Virg Carter 
(since Injured) does on passes. I think 
football is coming back for our grade 
school," Malcolm predicted. 


"Names like Lcroy Kelly and Cyril 


Finder being around here; those ere big 
names." 


Malcolm is a neat kid. His head seems 


squarely attached to the neck and his 
nock to tho shoulders. Ho has good ideas 
about his future, especially college. And 
while Malcolm remains outspoken, you 
don't get the impression he'd force those 
ideas upon anyone else. 


Malcolm came to Maryville six years 


ago from Chicago's deep south side 
where the family stilt resides. He was 
scared. "Getting In the groove is kinda 
hard." he says. 


Looking back now, his situation seems, 


"fairly easy. Most kids here, their par- 
ents are divorced and always fighting. 
That didn't happen to me. It was all my 
fault. Some of these other kids have been 
through tough times." 


The word on 12-year-old Malcolm Dean 


was potential trouble. "Giving teachers a

hard time," is how he phrases the prob- 
lem. It was mostly minor stuff like cut- 
ting school, but with a youngster, «ho 
knows what the next day will hold? Es- 
pecially in a dty. 


"My parents thought before I really 


turned bad they'd send me somewhwe 
that I'd get some discipline," Malcolm 
said. "I'm glad for Maryvllle; I really 
am." With unmistakable pride, he says, 
"I never ran away." 


Had he remained in Chicago, "I'd 


probably be dead right now or In a gang. 
I could have left here years ago. But that 
free high school education, you can't turn 
that down nowadays." 


Two years ago, Maryville invited con- 


struction magnate Tom Origer to the 
Academy's annual sports banquet. He's 
an ardent Maryville fan and financial 
contributor who's deeply respected by di- 
rector Father John Smyth, a former bas- 
ketball great at Notre Dame. 


Origer told the youngsters he longed to 


own a professional football franchise. 
"When they started the WFL, I figured 
he'd buy in," Malcolm said. 


And, of course, Origer did. 
But It was hard to believe the World 


Football League. Here today and gone 
tomorrow? Who could say? Even now, 
we don't know. 


In January, Father Smyth approached 


Malcolm about working with the team .. 
. if there was a team. "It sounded nice." 
Had the Fire never risen, Malcolm could 
have returned to his clerk job with the 
federal Law Enforcement Administration 
in DCS Plalnes. 


But then this new Chicago football 


team ran hundreds of would-be heroes 
t h r o u g h Maryville's gymnasium in 
tryouts. And by May, there was a real 
pro quarterback named Virg Carter 
who'd come, around and throw passes 
with the kids.

Yes, those Bison are for real 


At one tlmo — believe it or not — the 


"big" news coming out of Buffalo Grove 
High School was whether to nickname its 
athletic teams the Bison or the Bisons. 


Legend has It an English instructor 


helped decide the controversy. You sec, 
the plural of Bison is Bison. 


The top story emanating from the Bi- 


son these days is really a biggie — the 
football team. Last year the Grove's ju- 
nior varsity team registered one win 
against no losses in varsity action. This 
season you've got to use the plural — 
wins. The Bison have ripped off five of 
'em. 


If you hatcn't checked the Mid-Subur- 


ban League grid standings recently, you 
might not realize that Buffalo Grove's 
tlic only leant with a perfect record. It's

almost unheard of for a new school to 
perform (Ike on established power, but 
the Bison arc seemingly playing beyond 
their years. 


"I'm klnda hopln' they don't know how 


to lose," said their head coach, Grant 
Blaney, while relaxing In tho school's 
spacious faculty lounge earlier this week. 


And maybe he's right. Going into their 


biggest game In the two-year history of 
tho school this Friday against awesome 
Hcrscy, the Bison carry a perfect (com- 
bined jayvce-vnrslty) 13-0 record. 


Cynics might suggest that the Bison 


haven't played any talented teams. Still, 
this year's five foes have a combined 
record of 10-13. 


Kersey's opponents are 11-11. Five of 


those wins arc In St. Viator's column. 
The Linns — one of the best teams In the 
state and the only one to beat Ilersey — 
are the only other area team with a per- 
fect recent. Aside from this parochial 
powerhouse, the rest of the Huskies' 
schedule Is quite comparable. 


I'd bo tho first to admit that I didn't 


figure the Bison for such a super start 
No area school since Prospect opened 
has had such a sudden success. The first 
Knight team in 1959 was 5-1. Blaney also 
admits he's been pleasantly surprised. 


"Realistically, wo thought we could 


finish tho season at .500," ho said. "I 
wmild ha wo juiUl Hint would b»v» 


decent season. I thought that if we got 
the breaks, we could be 6-2." 


Last Saturday's impressive victory 


over the oldest and most tradition-mind- 
ed school In the league — Arlington — 
was the clincher for me. It proved the 
Bison are no fluke. They could easily 
have been looking ahead to this up- 
coming matchup of unbeaten North Divi- 
sion contenders, but they didn't. Instead 
of being in awe of this usually perennial 
grid power, they went out and whipped 
'cm. 


Blaney placed some of credit to his 


team's success on the 16-8 victory over 
Prospect — the only varsity team his 
youngsters played In '73. "Our kids real- 
ized that they could compete at the var- 
sity level. It was Important." 


Although Prospect wasn't formidable, 


it gave the majority of the Bison team 
something somewhat foreign to them in 
the past — victory. Coming from Wheel- 
ing like most of them did, winning had 
been a oncc-ln-a-llfctlmc thing. For tho 
seniors, the only triumph came as soph- 
omores against Hcrscy. 


Those seven junior varsity wins also 


helped. Despite what Blaney called a 
"mediocre" schedule, his boys developed 
a winning attitude. 


Besides having a good group of kids to 


work with, ho also cited the school ad- 
ministration, his staff, a strong summer 
program and few Injuries as helping the 
program succeed. 


Staying healthy Is vital to the Bison 


because eight boys play both offense and 
defense. Blaney wished he could have 
two platoons as Hcrscy does, but num- 
bers prohibits that this year. With so 
many fresh athletes, the Huskies can 
wear down tho opposition. 


"We have not played a game yet that I 


could say wo were out of gas at the 
end," said Blaney. The reason why — 
Buffalo Grove's "fourth practice." 


"Tho 'fourth practice' Is our practicing 


of fourth quarter drills, basically condi- 
tioning drills. We say that if we're cither 
tied or behind (In that final period), we'll 
win ... 
because of the amount of time 


put In on drills." 


Despite their conditioning, confidence 


and winning streak, Blaney admits his 
team "is going to have to play our best 
game offensively and defensively. But 
we don't have to play way over our 
heads." 


"They have to be the favorite. They've 


got a good program going and the staff 
has been together for a long time." 


If that all sounds like a cop-out, look 


again. 


"My main philosophy is If you don't 


think you can win, why even show up." 


This MSL showdown will take place at 


Hcrscy about 8 p.m. Friday. Blaney's Bi- 
son will h« there. 


As promised, the Fire returned from 


its Lake Forest College training camp to 
Maryville where the club holds aH week- 
day practice sessions. Malcolm, Richard 
and Wally began duties under equipment 
manager Pat Marcucclllo. "There's tots 
of kids dying to do this," Malcolm ad- 
mits. 


This is where the picture gets cloudy. 


Like most kids, Malcolm idolized athlet- 
ics. You know, glory and the heavy 
shave cream scene typified by Joe Nam- 
ath. Malcolm has been re-educated. 


Joe Womack became a good friend. 


And then Joe was gone as a purge hit the 
Fire's defensive secondary. 


"It's tough for me because Joe was the 


most popular person on the team, very 
well mannered," Malcolm began. "It 
was a shame. I think he's a good ballpla- 
yer, I really do. 


"The girls all loved Joe. When they'd 


play on TV, they'd always be asking me, 
"Where's Joe? Where's Joe?' When I 
was young, I thought it was all glory. 
Now I've seen many guys come and go, 
many guys." 


The main man for Malcolm has been 


running back Finder who's told him now 
it is "out in the world," past the well 
clipped lawns of Maryville. 


Finder and Malcolm both smile a lot. 


It's easy to see how they are buddies. 
"He's like a father, tells me what to do 
and what not to do," Malcolm said. "He 
helps me a lot. He's a good man who's 
had rought spots, too." 


Because people can be creepy, and the 


Fire has swooned after its 7-2 start, Mal- 
colm has drawn his share of gripers, 
spineless persons who want to beat their 
hairless chests and expect to hear some 
great sound. 


"I say don't tell me they stink, tell 


them because they're right here," Mal- 
colm said. "It's not too far, just go over 
and tell them. That really bugs me. They 
can take it out on somebody else, but 
they can't say it to the players." 


Malcolm can't think of a single prob- 


lem created by having the Fire at Mary- 
ville. Walt, there's one. "The boys are 
jealous because the girls all love the 
football players. But that's about it," he 
said. 


However, Malcolm's game plan for 


young ladles Is running smooth. "I'm not 
having problems. I don't worry. It's 
cool."

Blazers explode 
in second half; 
douse Fire 45-17

SOLDIER FIELD — Four intercepted 


passes, Leroy Kelly's absence after half- 
time and the presence of Florida half- 
back Tommy Reamon, once cut after a 
brief Fire tryout, all steered Chicago to- 
ward a sixth straight loss here Wednes- 
day night. 


Chicago trailed the Eastern division 


leading Blazers, 37-10, with about four 
minutes remaining, ruining a defensive 
effort that had been excellent for three 
quarters. The Fire lost, 45-17. 


The Flro led, 3-0 midway through the 


first period on Allen Watson's 42-yard 
field goal and trailed only 8-3 at half- 
time. Florida scored its first touchdown 
on a one-yard keep by quarterback Bob 
Davis. 


But the big play of that drive occurred 


when Florida reached fourth and one at 
Chicago's 15. Reamon swept right and 
got 14 easy yards. 


Richard James swept around right end 


for two yards and the only third quarter 
points, giving Florida a 15-3 lead. In fivo 
plays, the Blazers went 49 yards. Davis 
completed a 21-yard pass to Huble 
Bryant on third and nine to keep the 
drive alive. 


They made it 22-3 when Reamon 


passed 60 yards to Matt Maslowskl. That 
signalled an onslaught in which six 
fourth quarter touchdowns were scored. 


Chicago quarterback Bill Cappelman 


tightened the margin to 22-10 when he 
threw a 14-yard touchdown pass to Reg- 
gie Sanderson, the replacement for Kelly 
who went out after halftlme with a pulled 
hamstring muscle. 


Davis followed with a 41-yard TD 


strike to Maslowskl, substitute quarter- 
back Buddy Palazzo ran 15 yards and A. 
D. Whitfield scored rushing from 29 
yards out as the game became ridiculous 
and Florida led, 45-10. 


Chicago starting quarterback Cappel- 


man, who tossed four interceptions, was 
replaced by Leo Hart, the latter throwing 
a 40-yard touchdown score to Jim Sey- 
mour for the game's last points. 


Until the wild fourth quarter, which 


brought out the boo-birds in a paid at- 
tendance crowd of 23,298, this was a tight 
game that Chicago seemingly could have 
won. 


The Fire got pass interceptions by 


Ralph Anderson, Randy Richardson and 
Tommy Roussel. Mick Heinrich and Ron 
Porter picked up Blazer fumbles during 
the first half. 


But Cappelman couldn't resist giving 


away the ball. Blllie Hayes intercepted 
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Malcolm Dean of the Chicago Fire.

"I've changed my thinking on that," 


Dark xaid. "All managers and general 
managers work very closely. I came Into 
the Job with this thought: he Is the gener- 
al manager and owner combined In one. 
I don't have a 'middle man* the way oth. 
cr managers do. It's Ills job to do what 
he's doing." 


Dark paused again. 
"For some reason, whenever Charlie 


Finley comes Into the dugout or the club- 
house everybody makes something of It," 
ho went on. "I don't think what he docs 
is wrong. As a matter of fact, I've gone 


to him and said, 'Hey, Charlie, give me 
your thoughts on It.'

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Challenging job but Nolan loves it 


Coaching a cross country team can of- 


fer its problems, and at times, Bob No- 
lan's job as coach at Harper Junior Col- 
lege can be extra tough. 


But nobody Is holding a gun to Nolan's 


head. He loves his work. 


"It can be a problem," he admitted, 


"the way things are here — the nature of 
things at Harper, a two-year college. You 
might have a couple good freshmen and 
you expect to get them back the next 
season, but they might not come back. 


"Kids come to Harper for any number 


of reasons," Nolan continued, "for finan- 
cial reasons or because their grades 
aren't too good, but eventually they all 
want to go to a four-year school." 


Nolan faces the fact that most of the 


kids who come to Harper don't come to 
run cross country or track. This year, 
especially, the Hawk coach is working 
with a skeleton crew of runners. 


The Harper head man has no scholar- 


ships to offer. He knows that the really 
good runners will go to four-year schools 
with reputations, and he realizes that he 
has to constantly battle the image of 
Harper as an extension of high school. 


Yet, Harper for years has been the 


best in the Skyway Conference, a league 
they will be leaving after this season. 


The Hawks just returned from the Mo- 


line Invite where they ran eighth in an 
11-school field. Mark Kimmet was 17th 
for Harper, well ahead of teammates 
Rick Rcithal, Bob Borucki, Phil Plore, 
Rick Fortman, and Dennis Pagan.

"This was only the second time they've 


run five miles," said Nolan. "All our 
times improved, so I'm really encour- 
aged." 


This year's Harper squad is loaded 


with young runners who have never com- 
peted In college cross country before. 
Five of them are freshmen. 


The Hawks' No. 1 harrier Is Klmmct, 


a freshman from Elgin High, who came 
to Harper primarily because of the 
school's journalism department. 


"Mark doesn't have an outstanding 


background," said the coach. "He came 
here as a student, not as a runner. He 
ran a good mile as a soph, but he broke 
his leg the next year and he only ran 
track as a senior. So he's been away 
from competition for a year and a half." 


Kimmet Is just one example of the 


kind of athlete Nolan works with. The 
others come to Harper to improve their 
grades or while they earn enough money 
in a part-time job to pay for a four-year 
education. If they ran in high school, No- 


lan might be able to persuade them to 
run for him — if they can afford time off 
from their job. 


Nolan has had his share of quality har- 


riers at Harper, though, including Jim 
Macnider, who now coaches at Schaum- 
burg, and Mike DeLaBruere, the two- 
time Skyway Conference CC champ. This 
season, the coach is pinning his hopes on 
freshman Kimmet. 


"I think Mark has the potential to 


qualify for the Nationals," Nolan said. 
"Of course he'll have to' run a good race 
that day. You know, it takes a freshman 
some time to get used to a five-mile 
course. They never ran more than three 
in high school. He has to worry about his 
pace and he has to adjust to the really 
hilly courses in college." 


Nolan will be devoting more and more 


of his time to preparations for the Re- 
gion IV qualifying meet which Harper 
will host Oct. 26 at Palatine Hills Golf 
Course. 


"I've been thinking about that meet 


since July," said Nolan. "I want it to be 


a good course since it qualifies for the 
Nationals. I want It to be as perfect as 
possible." 


Concern for the team comes first, 


though, and Nolan thinks his young men 
can bring home some laurels before the 
season ends. 


"In the meets ne have left, we hope to 


come up with a decent team perform- 
ance." the coach said. "In the confer- 
ence meet, we hope to run well and I 
think we can win It. We know that Oak- 
ton Is a good team — the best they've 
ever had — and we know that Triton Is 
good. But we'll try to win the title. We've 
won It, or part of It, every year." 


Nolan came back from Moline last 


week with a healthy respect for Golden 
Valley Lutheran College of Minnesota, 
the meet winner with eight runners in 
the top 12. 


"They certainly have a tough team," 


Nolan said. "They're maybe one of the 
top three teams in the nation." 


But Golden Valley is one of those 


schools that benefits from a good reputa- 
tion for running and an aggressive re- 
cruiting policy. 


Nolan can put Golden Valley out of his 


mind. He can forget about Southwestern 
Michigan, another junior college with 
a great tradition for cross country 
and track. Nolan must get his squad 
ready for the DuPage Invite Oct. 19. 


"The DuPage meet is like a preview of 


the Region IV meet," said the coach. "A 
lot of strong teams will be there." 


Harper hopes to be one of the -strong 


ones.

Neither rain nor snow nor n broken el- 


bow shall prevent the nvld motorcycle 
enthusiast from smoking Into gear, oven 
during the winter season. 


Tho question Is. how docs one enjoy the 


pleasures of biking to the fullest and yet 
play safe with hlmsclt nnd others? 


Ono bike enthusiast was ovcrhcnrtl to 


comment (hat the machine has a mind of 
Its own and keeps reminding its owner to 
drlvo with respect. As long as one biker 
has this attitude, the possibilities of acci- 
dent will be reduced to the minimum. 


Just remember that Evcl Knlcvcl Is 


walking today not only because medical 
science has provided numerous pins in 
his Joints to keep him going but also be- 
causa he admittedly has a concern for 
safety at all times. Although Evcl tnkes 
chances, he does so with careful deliber- 
ation, not with reckless abandon. 


TUB ILLINOIS State Bar Assn. has 


some safety tips for cyclists that may 
not give you the Image of a member of 
"Hell's Angels" but surely will prevent 
you from becoming another type of angel 
so fast. 


Unfortunately, when you purchase a 


mtorcyclc, you may not have had any 
previous experience on a motorized bike. 
Thus, It is imperative that you work with 
your machine before you begin to travel 
the open highways or country roadways. 
Become familiar with the bike, not only 
as to how It handles, but also how It Is 
built, what the controls do ami why. Talk 
with a person who is experienced in mo- 
torcycle driving. In other words, know 
your machine and what it can and can- 
not do. 


Don't forget — what goes up must 


come down and what just might come 
down is your cycle on you, or you on the 
road. A motorcycle driver should always 
wear safety gear such ns n helmet, 
heavy boots and a thick jacket. You may 
havo thought that that person you saw 
wearing such equipment wns just trying 
to look "tough" but actually he was 
being safety-conscious. 


You and your passenger must wear 


handgrips on the seat or saddle and has 
adjustable footrests. 


IT SHOULD BE stressed that mo- 


torcyclists must obey all traffic rules and 
regulations with which automobile driv- 
ers must also comply. 


Bikers cannot pass between two other 


vehicles going in the same direction un- 
less there is an unobstructed traffic lane 
available and they cannot pass on the 
right unless there is unobstructed pave- 
ment at least eight feet wide to the right 
of the vehicle they are passing. 


You cannot drive a motorcycle unless 


you are at least 16 years old. At age 16 
you may purchase an Instruction permit 
which gives you the right to drive during 
daylight hours only and only In the pres- 


ence of a licensed motorcycle driver. 


I£ you currently drive another vehicle, 


you must pass a motorcycle test. Every 
cycle is required to have a license plate 
on it at all times. 


IT ALSO IS advisable that a motorcy- 


clist apply both brakes at the same time, 
watch for slick or loose surfaces, be alert 
at intersections, do not park where there 
is grease or oil, stay off expressways un- 
less the cycle is equipped for such travel, 
keep feet on footrests at all times, when 
crossing or changing lanes never make a 
move until all nearby traffic is checked, 
and cross railroad tracks at a 90-degrec 
angle to avoid skidding or catching the 
•wheels.

safety rules and state laws are closely 
complled with by cycle operators. There

• Ono red brake light visible at a 500- 


foot distance. 


• A properly maintained muffler. 
• Brakes on both wheels. 
• Handlebars not more than 15 Inches 


in height above the driver's scat. 


• A rearvlcw mirror that reflects a 


view of 200 feet. 


• A horn which can be heard at least 


200 feel away. 


• A scat capable of holding passengers 


if the driver wishes to transport persons; 
no passengers can be carried except In a 
sidecar or enclosed cab, unless the ma- 
chine is equipped for passengers with 


Bruce M. Porinoy, Opfomdrisf 


announces (lie opening of His office 


af 1074 -A Mount Prosped Plaja 


in Mount Prospect, 


for (lie practice of Opfomefry.

Economist compares Mate tax burdens 


\\ 


Comparisons of tax loads between 


the states Ignore variations within 
states and disregard how the'load is 
distributed among taxpayers, an Illi- 
nois Business Review writer noted. 


Methods of comparing tax burdens 


between states is analyzed in the cur- 
rent issue of the Review by econom- 
ics Prof. Richard F. Fryman of 
Southern Illinois University at Car- 
bondale. The review is published by 


the Bureau of Economic and Busi- 
ness Research in the University of 
Illinois. 


"For any taxpayer to believe — on 


the basis of a comparison between 
states of state-local taxes as a per- 
centage of personal income — that 
his particular tax burden would be 
heavier in one state than in others 
would be an extremely dangerous 
conclusion," Fryman said. 


"Differences in local tax burdens 


within a given state may vary sdg- 
nificantly," he said. "For example) it 
is estimated that the effective prop- 
erty tax rate in 1971 was about 4.43 
per cent of market value in Mark- 
ham, 111., and about 1.97 per cent in 
Shelbyvllle." 


Also, Fryman said, the types of 


taxes levied and their specific provj- 
sions affect taxpayers differently, de- 
pending on their incomes and other 
characteristics.

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Professional transfers a field that's on the move 


by LcROY POPE 


NEW YORK - If moving people 


around is any Indication, It appears 
many companies arc not buying tbo 
Cloudy picture of a coming depression 
being spread by some economists. 
•It's expensive for the average com- 
pany to move an executive, a technical 
employe or even a skilled craftsman 
these days and it's a fair assumption 
companies won't spend such money if 
they think business is going to the dogs. 


Professional relocation companies and 


home-buying agencies are finding corpo- 
rations In general arc making executive 
and employe transfers this year at about 
the same high rate as In 1073. 


OP COURSE, SOME transfers are 


economy measures. A branch office or a 


plant is closed because of slow business 
and some of the more valuable employes 
have to be absorbed by the company's 
other operations. But it would appear 
only about 5 per cent of the employes 
being moved this year are being trans- 
ferred for that reason. 


Most transfers arc the result of ex- 


pansion or restructuring moves to take 
advantage of higher business volume, ac- 
cording to Ticor Relocation Management 
Co., which has offices in New York and 
on the West Coast. 


Dun & Bradstrect has completed for 


Ticor a second annual, survey of corpo- 
rate transfer trends. About 750 com- 
panies wore queried and a somewhat 
surprising 666 or 89 per cent answered. 
Eighty-three per cent said they had 


Government spending, taxes 
top ivorries of businesses 


Inflation, government spending and 


taxation are the top worries of Illinois 
businessmen and women, according to a 
recent survey taken by the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce. 


The organization surveyed Its 10,000 


members to find out what's bothering 
them about the present state of the econ- 
omy and other national concerns. "All 
three of our members' top concerns arc 
tied Into one vlllion — government 
spending," State Chamber Prcs. Lester 
\V. Brann Jr. said. 


Other priority concerns voiced by ISCC 


members were power of labor unions, 
profitability and economic survival, pro- 
ductivity, material shortages, modern- 
ization of government, ethics in govern- 
ment, anti-business attitudes, political 


action of businessmen and consumer is- 
sues. 


Energy-related questions drew a strong 


response from surveyed firms. A major- 
ity agreed that pollution control regu- 
lations result In a reduction of jobs, and 
two-thirds recognized a need to reduce 
the consumption of fuels.

ONE OF TICOR'S competitors, Execu- 


trans, Inc.,-of.Greenwich, Conn., sold its 
experience this year has followed the 
trends noted in the Dun & Bradstreet 
suryey. 


"Transfers are dropping seasonally 


right now," the Executrans spokesman 
said, "but no more than at this time last 
year. For the months when transfers ore 
normally most brisk, the number this 
year has been almost exactly equal to 
last year's." 


The Dun & Bradstreet survey showed 


most transfers have been made this year 


by retail and wholesale merchandising 
companies, industrial machinery manu- 
facturers, public utility firms and chem- 
ical companies — the fewest by mining 
and rubber companies. 


However, inflation and tight money 


have created problems for business in 
moving people. "It's tough to sell 
homes," Ticor's Chairman Weston Ed- 
wards said, "because of the tight mort- 
gage sitaution. Some companies have to 
take over a valued employe's home, pay 
him for it and gamble on selling it later 
on." 


On the other band, the study showed 


transferred executives and other workers 


have had surprisingly good luck buying 
or renting homes this year hi their new 
locations. Only 15 per cent of the trans- 
ferred persons had difficulty in finding a 
new place to live. 


In the matter of selling homes, a varie- 


ty of measures were reported. A few 
companies simply instructed the trans- 
ferred worker to sell bis home at a sacri- 
fice, then paid him a lump sum to offset 
the loss. But many firms engage the ser- 
vice of a professional home-buying ser- 
vice both in selling the transferred old 
house and finding him one at the new job 
site.

Guarantee: two plans for the home buyer

These arc some things that new homes 


should not bo made of: walls that wiggle, 
fllnuy doorways, cracked foundations 
and toilets that totter at the first flush. 


Yet shoddy construction continues to 


plague a number of new home buyers in , 
the Northwest suburbs and elsewhere in 
Illinois, says State Rep. Eugene Schllck- 
man, R-Arllngton Heights. 


Persistent home buyers problems signal 


the need for relief, sold Schllckman. Ei- 
ther the homo building industry will got 
a homo owner warranty program off the 
ground, or the stnto will eventually step 
In to regulate the market, he said, nd- 
ding "If they do put their program into 
effect I will withhold any further at- 
tempts at legislative action to see how 
tho program works out. 


"I HAVE VISITED with people In the 


village of Wheeling, in DuPago County, 
and I'vo heard complaints In the Hoff- 
man Estates area. It (complaints) can 
be Isolated with regard to particular 
builders, which In some cases arc notion- 
al firms," Schllckman said. 


Commenting on this year's proposals 


by homo builders for a statewide home 
buyer warranty plan, Schllckman sold, 
"Tho problem Is of sufficient size that 
home builders have reacted by coming 
up with their own program." 


Somebody has to pay for protection, 


Schllckman concedes. "The home buyers 
I have talked to say they would bo 
pleased to pay $23 to $63 for a home war- 
ranty," ho sold.

What the home builders have come up 


with Is a proposal for an alternative, pri- 
vately administered Home'Owners War- 
ranty program (HOW) which should of- 
fer protection to new home'buyers. The 
plan, drawn up by HBAGC and the Home 
Builders Assn. of Illinois, has been sub- 
mitted for consideration to the State 
Dcpt. of Insurance. 


THE STATEWIDE program, if ap- 


proved, would be administered by newly 
established Home Owner Registration 
Corporations. "When we get approval, 
we can put a dwelling on the rolls and 
then may give a purchaser a certificate 
of insurance which provides a 10 year 
warranty," Wlddicombe said. 


The proposal compares with the present 


one year guarantee on materials 'and 
workmanship which is offered by many 


area home builders. Single family de- 
tached homes as well and condominium 
units would be covered by the program. 


"It will add to the cost of a house, of 


course," Widdlcombe said of the HOW 
proposal. A .2 per cent surcharge will 
cover the cost. On a $30,000 house, the 
charge would be $60. 


Requirements for builders which may 


voluntarily offer the program should be a 
good selling tool, Widdlcombe contends: 


good reputation, satisfactory credit rat- 
ing and handling of consumer com- 
plaints. 


THIS IS INSURANCE as opposed to 


bonding, Widdlcombe said of the HOW 
proposal. Builders would be responsible 
for settling complaints the first' two 
years of the warranty. The insurance 
company would assume the responsi- 
bility the remaining eight years of the 
warranty.

If a home buyer believes additional ne- 


gotiation is needed beyond contact with 
the home builder, the complaint will be 
dealt with by the HOW management or 
the American Arbitration Assn. 


"An important part of the program 


will be to provide the home purchaser 
with a precise statement of what to ex- 
pect from the home builder," said Widdi- 
combe. The builders' proposed warranty 
booklet has one page of warranties and 
16 pages of things not warrantced, Widdi- 
combe said. 


THE HOW PROPOSALS in Illinois arc 


similar to plans already in existence in 
10 other states. Some 70,000 living units 
nationwide could be covered by June, 
1975 if acceptance of the plans moves on 
schedule. 


James Huber, deputy director of the 


Illinois Insurance Dept., said a decision 
may be announced by Friday on the 
HOW proposal. There are questions on 
the type of insurance offered by the plan, 
and whether it is a mixture of insurance 
and non insurance, he said. 


Failure to successfully launch the pro- 


gram will mean additional legislative ef- 
forts to protect home buyers from shod-

Schllckman. His home buyers' claim 
fund which would offer buyers relief for 
breaches of warranty.

The bill provides 
that information on land conditions, adja- 
cent zoning and nearby schqols would be 
available to purchasers in advance of a 
sale. 


For existing homes, there are no com- 


parable legislative efforts at buyer pro- 
tection, although at least two real estate 
firms in the Northwest suburbs offer a 
private buyer warranty program. 


Warranty: a new plan by Chrysler

Chrysler Corp. believes it has pulled1 


off an automotive coup with its new un- 
limited mileage warranty and Owner 
Core program brought out from tight 
wraps lost week. 


According to a Chrysler spokesman in 


Detroit, no other U.S. auto manufacturer 
comes close to matching the consumer 
benefits of the new Chrysler program, in- 
cluding American Motors Corp. with Its 
Buyer Protection plan. 


Meanwhile, Chrysler dealers in the 


Northwest Suburbs are trying to learn 
more about the new plan. Some had no 
advance knowledge of the carefully 
guarded secret, learning of it from the 
newspapers when it was publicly an- 
nounced. Some dealers said they still 
haven't received any information from 
the company. 


THE WARRANTY, effective for all 


1975 model Chrysler, Dodge, and 
Plymouth-' cars, covers all factory-in- 
stalled parts except tires for one year, 
with no mileage limitations. Chrysler's 
previous warranty, and tho present war- 
ranties of the other major U.S. auto 
makers, impose a 12,000 mile limitation. 
.. The Chrysler warranty also covers re- 
placement of such parts as brake linings, 
mufflers, tail pipes and shock absorbers 
if they wear out during the first 12 
months. These items traditionally have 
not been covered by warranties unless 
they fail because of a manufacturing de- 
fect. 


In addition, Chrysler is providing 90- 


day warranty coverage for adjustments, 
such as carburetor and transmission, 
wheel balancing and front end align- 
ment, as well as a free loaner car from 
the dealer If warranty work can't be 
done in one day. 


The warranty only excepts recom- 


mended maintenance, such as oil and fil- 
ter replacement. It contains no dis- 
claimers of implied warranties, a stan- 
dard feature of most warranties and a 
clause that would be prohibited by the 
proposed Product Warranty Act in Con- 
gress. 


The actual warranty'contains only 37 


words and is written in plan English, an- 
other provision in the proposed federal 
warranty law. 


THE SECOND PART of the new pack- 


age is a 12-point Owner Care program 
designed to eliminate some of the com- 
mon problems car owners have com- 
plained of in getting their cars serviced, 
particularly after their warranty has ex- 
pired. 


The 12 policies arc only recommended, 


not required, by Chrysler of its dealer 
franchises. But, according to a company 
spokesman, a high percentage of dealers 
across the country have already signed

up to participate in the program, and the 
company expects 100 per cent participa- 
tion ultimately. 


THE PROGRAM CALLS for: 
• Certified pricing — a policy of 


charging no more for repairs than the 
estimate; customer must be notified if 
the cost will be more. 


• Publication of the prices for com- 


mon services. 


• Certification of mechanics. 
• Provisions for express service while 


customer waits. 


• More convenient hours, and a sys- 


tem for customers to leave locked cars 
at dealerships outside of regular hours, 
put key in a locked depository, and dis- 
cuss service requirements on the phone 
when dealership opens. 


• Quick approval of personal checks 


and acceptance of credit cards for ser- 
vice work. 


• Rental cars at a minimum rate dur- 


ing service on non-warranty cars. 


• Guarantees on all warranty work 


and parts, and return of replaced parts 
to customer if car is beyond warranty. 


At Fireside Chrysler-Plymouth in 


Schaumburg, "we're already doing most 
of these things," said Fred Jacobson of 
the sales department. Tom Hank, man- 
ager of Northwest Dodge in Des Plaines, 
and Rick Durgin of Mark Motors Chrys- 
ler in Arlington Heights agreed, although 
Durgin said he hadn't received any word 
from Chrysler yet about the Owner Care 
plan. 


The dealerships indicated they have 


been in the process of getting their me- 
chanics 
certified 
through Chrysler's 


year-old testing program, and that they 
have for some time offered loaners and 
low-rate rental cars to customers, pro- 
vided "express" service when possible, 
guaranteed warranty work, and notified 
customers when charges would exceed 
estimates. 


Nevertheless,' Hank sees the new 


Chrysler plan as "a radical change. 
Chrysler is out to sell cars, and they 
can't sell them if the customers can't get 
service." 


"I'VE BEEN WITH Chrysler for 13 


years," Hank confided, "and this is the 
first time in 13 years that I've seen any 
inkling of change in the service depart- 
ment - it's just what AMC did." 


Hank said-his dealership endorses the 


plan "100 per cent," but added that in 
recent meetings between dealers and 
Chrysler representatives to study the 
new policies, the point about estimates 
"didn't go over too big," and the certifi- 
cation of mechanics also "seemed to be 
controversial." 


According to the Chrysler spokesman, 


the new program was based on a year's 
research of Chrysler car owners, deal- 
ers, and competitor-car owners. Besides 
addressing some of the most common 
complaints of car owners, the warranty 
reflects the basic intent of the warranty 
legislation which consumerists have been 
trying to push through Congress — that 
Is, minimal limitations in warranty cov- 
erage. 


Warranty . . . 


or guarantee? 


The terms warranty and guarantee are 


used interchangeably in sales situations, 
as well as in the proposed Product War- 
ranty Act in Congress. Both words refer 
to an assurance of product quality and 
any promises by the guarantor to make 
repairs. 


The word warranty carries two legal 


connotations — implied warranty, a 
guarantee ensured by law that a product 
will be fit for its intended use; and writ- 
ten or express warranty offered by the 
manufacturer. The word "guaranty" car- 
ries the connotation of a co-signer or 
guarantor in a financial transaction.

Like the couple who wanted to sublet 
their studio apartment with a garage and 
horse stall included. They did through 
Rente*. 


Once the landlord has his apartment 


rented, he can simply call Rentex and 
take it off the market the same day, thus 
avoiding a lot of nuisance calls for the 
rest of the week. Rentex also takes the 
inlative by calling each landlord daily to 
make sure his apartment is still for rent. 


A landlord can list his apartment sev- 


eral months In advance to avoid last-min- 
uto-rcnter situations. There is no limit to 
the length of time he 'can list with the 
service either. 


According to Borden, apartment hunt- 


ers using Rentex have a special phone 
number to call for new listings daily to 
save them extra trips into the office. In 
Illinois, the service also offers out-of- 
town landlords a toll-free number to call 
to list apartments anywhere in the state. 
A landlord may obtain this number by 
calling his local Rentex office. 


"We have found," says Borden, "that 


many of our landlords are able to rent 
their apartments in the first few days 
after listing with us. I think that's the 
best indication of what our service does 
for the landlord."

Ways and Means vote 
effects housing finance 


"It appears that tho Homo Ways and 


Means Committee is determined to strike 
a death blow to housing finance." 


That was the reaction today by Joseph 


B. Doherty, president of the National As- 
sociation of Realtors, to recommenda- 
tions of tho committee that would make 
investment In real estate and saving 
through thrift institutions less attractive. 


By a 14-11 vote, tho House Ways and 


Means Committee reversed an earlier 
decision and recommended applying tho 
Limitation on Accounting Losses (LAD 
rule to real estate. And, by an 11-9 vote, 
It rejected a proposal to permit savers to 
exclude $900 of Interest from their tax- 
able income. 


Tho Andover, Mass., Realtor urged 


House rejection of tho LAL provision be- 
cause It: 


Permits all other Industries to deduct 


Interest as an expense, while prohibiting 
this for real estate. 


Would materially reduce tho antici- 


pated yield on real estate investment, 
putting pressure on rents, encouraging 
conversion to condominiums and creat- 
ing difficulty In attracting equity capital 
for new development. 


Falls to Include other major In- 


vestment Incentives such as municipal 
bond Interest and capital gains. 


Would have n disastrous effect on 


middle-income Investors and many small 
firms which make up the bulk of tho real 
estate Industry. 


Decorative colors 


For an unusual and decorative effect, 


consider adding a sheer wash of color to 
the hardwood floor In a bedroom or fami- 
ly room. Penetrating floor sealers come 
in red, blue, green and other hues that 
allow tho oak grain to show. 


Favors the established real estate in- 


vestor and would Inflict "unfair and sev- 
ere penalties on beginners attempting to 
establish themselves In tho Industry." 


Favors corporate Investors over indi- 


viduals. 


Doherty added, "It is painfully ironic 


that the Committee's action on LAL 
came almost simultaneously with Its re- 
jection of the exclusion of $500 In Interest 
from taxable income. 


"This proposal could have attracted an 


additional $20 billion to savings In- 
stitutions for their use In making mort- 
gage loans," he noted. 


Realtors have suggested an alternative 


to tho LAL provision, which prohibits de- 
duction of accelerated depreciation and 
construction period Interest and taxes 
against non-real estate income. 


"Wo have urged that this interest and 


taxes be made a tax preference item and 
Included under the minimum tax provi- 
sion. 


"They then could continue to bo deduc- 


ted against non-real estate Income, un- 
less the taxpayer has a high income and 
largo tax preference deductions. Wo are 
not opposed to a reasonable minimum 
tax proposal that would require all tax- 
payers to pay their fair share," he 
added. 


In other action, Doherty urged support 


of H.R. 11221, soon to be considered by a 
J o i n t House-Senate conference com- 
mittee. The bill would Increase the feder- 
al deposit insurance ceiling on oavings 
accounts from $20,000 to $50,000 and pro- 
vide Insurance of accounts by govern- 
mental bodies regardless of the amount 
of the deposit. 


"Wo estimate that this bill could in- 


crease deposits in thrift Institutions by 
several billion dollars, money which Is 
badly needed for mortgage lending," he 
added.

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Baird & Warner survey indicates 
9.4% increase in used home prices 


Tho average price of existing homes 


sold in the Chicago area between July 
1073 and July 1074 Increased 0.4 per cent, 
according to results of a survey just 
completed by Balrd & Warner, Inc. 


The poll of 30 Chicago and suburban 


branch real estate offices operated by 
the 119-year-old company, headquartered 
at 10 S. La Sallo St., showed that the 
price of used homes actually climbed 
less than they did a year earlier, when 
used home prices rose 0.0 per cent, the 
average price rise two years ago was 7.7 
per cent. 


"Measured against the cost of newly- 


built homes, which are expected to rise 
11 to 13 per cent for the year, the rate of 
Increase makes an existing homo even 
more attractive," suggested Robert G. 
Walters, vice president and general man- 
ager of tho company's residential sales 
division. 


In contrast with the survey of a year 


ago, when tho price Increases In the Chi- 
cago area ranged from 3 to 20 per cent, 
most offices reported increases within a 
range of 7 to 10 per cent. Suburban 
Downers Grove reported this year's big- 
gest Jump of IS per cent while the aver- 
age price of an existing home sold in the 
Rogers Park area on the far North Side 
of Chicago gained only 3 per cent. 


Tho figures are based on 3,672 sales 


transactions with a total volume of more 
than 1200 million In tho 12 months ended 
Juno 30,1074. 


According to tho Balrd & Warner sales 


managers, tho Increase was triggered 
equally by tho rising costs of new con- 
struction and declining supply of homes 
being offered for sale. 


A year ago supply and demand factors 


outpolled rising costs of new home con- 
struction as the main reason for higher 
prices of used homes by nearly 3 to 1. 
This year tho difference was much 
smaller: 12 managers cited short supply 
and II selected homcbuildlng costs as the 
leading cause. Seven managers felt that 
inflationary psychology — the longer you 
wait, the more you'll have to pay for a 
home — was the biggest reason prices 
went up. 


"Actually. It's a combination of fact- 


ors." said Walters. "A restricted supply 
boosts prices. While this may be advan- 
tageous to the seller, the benefit of price 
appreciation can be negated If he himself 
re-enters tho market as a buyer. Prob- 
ably If more people who have homes to 
sell would put them on tho market, 
prices would become more stabilized and 
it could make both selling and buying 
easier." 


There seems to have been considerably 


more hesitation to put homes on the mar- 
ket this past year, probably because of 
tighter money and higher costs of credit, 
than there was a year ago, he said. Last 
year twice as many managers reported 


Course scheduled

For further detailed Information, 
the Institute publishes a free brochure 
which can be obtained by calling 3W-MOO 
froh 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday thru 
Friday. 


an Increase In listings as those who said 
listings were down from the prior year. 
This year 14 sold they had fewer listings, 
10 had more, and the others reported no 
significant change. 


One of the ironies revealed by the sur- 


vey Is that while fewer homes are being 
put on the market, a vast number of tho 
homes that have been sold in the Chicago 
area during tho year wore to transferees 
who often have more leverage In buying. 


"Our survey shows that transferred 


employees bought 38 per cent of all the 
homes sold by Balrd & Warner. The fig- 
ures run as high as 80 to 90 per cent in 
some communities." 


Walters explained that transferred em- 


ployees are able to secure financial as- 
sistance from their employers or finan- 
cial Institutions that do business with 
thoso employers. 


"Unfortunately, many people who 


would like to sell their homes don't real- 
ize this," he sold. "They read about the 
mortgage crunch and keep their house 
off tho market. They may not only be 
missing the boat on making a sale, but 
their Inaction can bo forcing prices up so 
that it gets tougher and tougher to turn 
over a home." 


The price of used homes across a span 


of three and five years also moved high- 
er than the figures reported last year. 
This year's Balrd & Warner survey in- 
dicates that homo prices have increased 
an average of 22.7 per cent over the post 
three years. Tho figure last year was 21 
per cent. And tho average appreciation 
of Chicago area homes over a span of 
five years Is now a shade over 37 per 
cent compared to 32.3 per cent for the 
previous survey. 


Walters reported that except for the 


distortion created by the small price in- 
crease in the Rogers Park office, the 


one-year rise registered by other Chicago 
offices and in the suburbs on a regional 
basis was quite close. 


Other Chicago offices In Edgebrook, 


Hyde Park, and Lake Shore averaged 7 
per cent. 


Tho North and northwest suburbs reg- 


istered an average rise of 9.2 per-cent. 
This group Includes offices in Arlington. 
Heights, Harrington, Crystal Lake, DCS 
Plalncs, Evanston. Glenvlcw. Lake For- 
est, Ldbertyvllle, Mount Prospect, North- 
brook, Park Ridge, Skokie and Winnetka, 
all serving surrounding communities, 
too. 


Two south suburban offices In Palos 


Heights and Flossmoor averaged 9 per 
cent increases for the year. A third office 
in Oak Lawn opened last year and had 
no comparison. 


The biggest regional jump was In the 


western suburbs, gaining 10 per cent. 
This group includes offices in Downers 
Grove, Elmhurst, Geneva, Glen Ellyn, 
La Grange, Hinsdalc, Naperville, Oak 
Park and Whcaton. Downers Grove at 15 
per cent and Oak Park at 6 per cent 
bracketed all other offices which report- 
ed prices up 10 per cent. 


In five years home prices In tho west 


suburbs went up 43 per cent; north and 
northwest were up 38 per cent; south 
suburbs rose 30 per cent; and city homes 
increased 20 per cent. 


In three years homes in both west and 


north/northwest suburbs were up 25 per 
cent; south suburbs homes rose 15.5 per 
cent; and city homes Increased up to 11.7 
per cent. 


Walters noted that real estate price 


trends arc Influenced by such factors as 
location, age of a community, the sizes 
of lots and homes, quality of construc- 
tion, distance and transportation. 


"For example, it's quite possible that 


while home values have gained at a 
slower rate in the south suburbs, the 
pendulum could swing so that they might 
outgain other parts of the metropolitan 
area when the chemistry is right." 


Walters continued: "In our judgment, 


the most important lesson we can learn 
from these statistics Is to realize that a 
homo Is a sound Investment that grows 
in value from year to year. The statistics 
also confirm that now is the cheapest 
time to buy because costs appear to be 
rising steadily." 


Other highlights of the Baird & Warner 


survey show that: 


Single-family home buyers, despite ris- 


ing costs, still prefer big homes.Two out 
of three managers said their customers 
want homes with four or more bedrooms, 
and the rest will settle for nothing less 
than three bedrooms. 


There are no strong, clear-cut stylo 


preferences. In some markets, dual-level 
homes have a slight edge over split-level 
and two-story colonial styles with a few 
scattered votes for Georgian, ranch and 
even the venerable bungalow. And in 
some markets, the reverse Is true. 


Mortgages carry higher Interest rates 


and require bigger down payments. Be- 
fore Illinois raised the mortgage interest 
rate maximum to 9.5 per cent, interest 
rates on an average 80 per cent loan, 
were running from 7% to a maximum 
then of 7.9 per cent. (Managers report 
that most mortgages are now running 
from 9 to 9.5 per cent and downpayments 
required have climbed to 30 per cent or 
more.') 


It takes longer to sell a house. The av- 


erage selling time the past year was 48 
days, compared to 43 days the year be- 
fore and 39.5 days three years ago. The 
fastest turnover rate is 15 days. The 
slowest is 120.

They're relaxed, and I can learn more 
about them by observing their present 
home." 


Where the first step — the interview — 


generally takes an hour or more to com- 
plete, the next step — a look at listings 
available — generally takes less time, 
most Realtors said. 


"People don't get a feel for the home 


until they sec it, so the listings serve 
merely as a screening of the likes and 
dislikes of the buyer," Davis said. "They 
also get an Idea of what can be obtained 
for the money they want to pay." 


Most 
Realtors contacted 
indicated 


that they then choose about three homes 
for viewing that "seem to fit the fami- 
ly." However, Dorothea L. Clark of Lex- 
ington, Kentucky, prefers showing only 
one house to a family the first lime out 
of the office. "I then get their reactions, 
and 1 soon know the type of house we 
should be looking »t." 


Realtors agreed 
that one of the 


most difficutl problems to handle Is con- 
vincing the buyer that he cannot have 
the things he wants in a home at the 
price he is able to pay. 


"Buying a home for the first time is an 


emotional experience. 
Young couples

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Although in 


American homes most rooms customar- 
ily havo a function that mokes them 
unique, doubling or tripling on this (unc- 
tion can add to llvabllity in event of a 
space iqueoze. 


The classic example of a multifunction 


room Is the "family room" which has 
gained wide popularity In recent yean. 


At Its best it is a room for all things — 


a playroom for the youngsters and a 
workshop for mother during the day, per- 
haps containing a desk for household ac- 
counts, facilities for laundry and sowing. 
It's a place for Informal meals and en- 
tertaining by teenagers or grownups. It's 
a spot where the family can gather 
'round the fireplace or television set, 
watch home movies or slides, read or 
study or work on hobbles; It may even, 


with careful provision for .privacy, 
double as guest room on occasion. 


In the limited space of an apartment,- 


condominium or small home, however, 
such a family room seldom is possible. 
There are, however, a variety of possi- 
bilities for multi-purpose use of rooms. 


The master bedroom often can serve 


as a sitting room where parents can get 
away for quiet conversation, reading or 
TV watching. A desk can make it a good 
spot for tetter writing or household ac- 
counts. In a good sized room, a little 
planning can create a,nook for sewing or 
other hobby whoro work in progress need 
not be constantly Interrupted. 


Children's bedrooms can serve for play 


and study as well, with proper furniture 
and decoration. The traditional bedroom 
"Sets" seldom work well for a multipur- 
pose room. Bunk, trundle or studio beds

Chicago's recently completed 10-story 


Kcnnedy-O'Haro Office Center at 8101

Consldine noted 
that this location is partlculaly con- 
venient because of their operating 74 
plants in the United States and world- 
wide. Occupancy is planned for about 
November 1. 


The nil-electric building has a heating,

The system re- 
captures heat generated by occupants, 
heat producing office equipment, and 
heat produced by the lighting, all of 
which is reclrculotcd through the build-" 
ing to supplement energy requirements. 
The building has both underground and 
grade parking and has access to and 
from the Kennedy Expressway by both 
the Cumberland Avenue interchange just 
west of the slto and the Canfleld inter- 
change on the cast.

as the location is suitable for water con- 
nection. 


Even bathrooms can be multi-pur- 


pose. Consider duplicate wash basins, 
partitioning of facilities. Often ingenuity 
will provide extra needed storage space 
— enclosing the lavatory, perhaps, or 
building shelves above the toilet, or 
around a window, or above the bathtub. 


One of the best places for "con- 


vertibility," is the separate dining room. 
Although life styles differ, in many 
homes the dining room may be used 
chiefly for Sunday dinner and special oc- 
casions. Again, proper attention to fur- 
nishings will allow this room to serve its 
primary function but work also as a li- 
brary or study, a recreation-music cen- 
ter. 


If you're cramped for space and can't 


move — think multipurpose.

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Condominiums: one answer to ownership 


As the prim of new single-family 


homes climbs up and up — increasing SO 
per cent since 1970 — more people arc 
considering tho condominium form of 
ownership as an alternative. 


Tho condominium can be an apartment 


In a high-rise or low-rise building, a 
townhouso. or even a single-family homo 
in a development where tho common 
area Is owned Jointly by all tho residents. 


Condominium ownership offers many 


of tho same advantages of single-family 
ownership, Including tho advantages of 
being able to deduct real estate taxes 
and mortgage Interest when figuring 
your income taxes. 


And there arc advantages unique to 


condominiums, such as tho shored facil- 
ities like swimming pools, tennis courts, 
and club houses which many condo de- 
velopments have. Nearly all of them, too, 
provide exterior maintenance service, in- 
cluding lawn mowing and snow removal, 
paid for through a monthly assessment. 


Attractive as condominiums arc, they 


arc not everyone's answer to housing, 
cautions William D. Sally, vice president 
of Bairtl & Warner, Inc., and general 
manager of the company's property 
management division. 


Echoing the words of the September 


issue of Money magazine, Solly points 
out that when you buy a condominium, 
you're buying more-than a place to live; 
you're buying n style of life that will bo 
shaped by your fellow residents, all of 
whom have a say in how the con- 
dominium community will be run. 


According to tho magazine, the design 


of most condominiums to date has tended 
to attract single people 'and childless 
couples. These people make the rules 
through tho condominium association 
which every owner belongs to. Families 
with children may find it tough going in 
a condominium dominated by older 
couples or by swinging singles. 


"Even If you fit tho singles or couples 


mold, you should make sure that the life 
stylo ofvtho condominium Is to your Ilk- 
Ing," Sally said. "Tills is cosier to do if 
the development is well established than 
if it Is brand-new and just starting to 
sell." 


Besides checking on the life style, Sal- 


ly 'recommends a number of other pre- 
cautions you should take:

dominium law to review all the docu- 
ments pertaining to tho condominium be- 


Doherty urges reduced spending 


In n statement to President Ford at 


tho economic summit meeting here to- 
day. Joseph B. Doherty, president of the 
National Association of Realtors, urged 
that the government "reduce federal 
spending sharply with an across-the- 
board cut." 


President Doherty also participated in 


the prc-summit meeting in Atlanta car- 
tier this month. Following is the Doherty 
statement: 


Mr. President and distinguished panel- 


ists: 


I appreciate the opportunity to speak 


on behalf of the half million members of 
tho National Association of Realtors. 


During the pro-summit meeting iri At- 


lanta, the representative from the office 
of mnniiRcmcnt and budget projected 
on the screen a chart which showed that 
the federal budget has been in deficit for 
11 of tho last 13 years. Wo believe that 
the first place to attack this severe prob- 
lem of Inflation is to reduce federal 
spending sharply with an across-the- 
board cut. allowing due consideration for 
the need for administration to apply dis- 
cretionary judgment in cases of extreme 
hardship. 


We realize that tills proposal runs 


counter to the expressed judgments of 
some of our leading economists. But 
we believe the time has come to give the 
balanced budget a real test. I am sure 
you will agree that one year out of 15 Is 
not <i real test. 


We realise this is a painful remedy, 


but we cannot reduce inflation without 
experiencing pain. 


We believe that a reduction in federal 


spending should be accompanied by an 
immediate casing of tho tight monetary 
policy that has forced housing to bear an 
inordinate share of the burden of in- 
flation. We will look to you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, to use your influence to urge tho 
Federal Reserve Board to case monetary 
policy. 


We believe that these two actions will 


be followed by a reduction in interest 
rates and a return of deposits to the 
thrift institutions which arc our prime 
source of mortgage funding for real es- 
tate. 


And, 
finally, Mr. President and panel- 


ists, whatever solutions are applied to re- 
lief of the housing industry, I urge that 
you recognize the need for applying sub- 
stantial relief to the existing housing 
market. There is a direct relationship be- 
tween the sale of existing homes and the 
purchase of new homes. It is not general- 
ly understood that 2lt to 3 times as many 
existing homes arc sold annually in this 
country for every new home that is sold, 
and millions of Americans have been 
unable to sell their homes or to buy 
homes In this depressed housing market. 
In 1973, HUD recommended that the 
existing housing stock be used to the full- 
est extent by government and that exist- 
ing homes should not be discarded like 
cleansing tissue without encouraging sev- 
ere damage to the housing economy. 


fore you sign anything. The most impor- 
tant document is the declaration. Other 
Important documents are tho bylaws of 
tho association, the operating budget and 
the management agreement , 


Find out how the condominium will be 


managed. This is a point stressed by 
Money magazine. Initially, the developer 
hires o manager or retains a manage- 
ment company, but- then, as the con- 
dominium fills up, this responsibility Is 
taken over by the owners' association. 


According to Money, the association 


should confine'itself to making policy 
and hire professional managers to do the 
w o r k , which is practical in con- 
dominiums of 50 or more units. 


Beware of the developer retaining title 


to a portion of the condominium, such as 
the swimming pool or tennis court, and 
then leasing it to the owners. This has 
been a particular source of trouble in 
Florida, where many owners thought the 
.association owned everything. To their 
chagrin, they found themselves com- 
mitted to paying rent to the developer 
for a long period. 


Make sure the plan for the con- 


dominium is complete and the developer 
is legally bound to carry it out. This is 
vital in a new development. Not only 
should the developer be required to deliv- 
er what he promises, but the promised 
facilities should be adequate. For ex- 
ample, a swimming pool big enough to 
serve 200 units might be Inadequate if 
the condominium will grow to 500. 


Review the operating budget to see if

The developer may 
estimate this at a low level to attract 
buyers. The budget has more Integrity if 
it Is prepared by a third party, such as a 
professional management company or 
accounting firm which attaches its name 
to tho budget. 


Your attorney can help you evaluate 


tho figures. If you accept a low budget, 
you may find yourself getting socked 
with higher monthly assessments after 
you move in.

These are some suggestions offered by 


the University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign for homeowners who want to 
avoid costly repairs and extend the life 
of their house and its equipment. 


They are in a 48-potnt list covering 10 


areas and telling what to check in 
spring, fall, annually or as required. The 
list was compiled by the UIUC Small 
Homes Council-Building Research Coun- 
cil. 


It fills a page of an eight-page circular 


titled "Maintaining the Home." The cir- 
cular also suggests and gives a form for 
a record.of home maintenance and of 
equipment and repairs. 


These records will help planning, and 


in an emergency tell who to call, or not 
to call, for service. 


An advance study of mechanical sys- 


tems will provide information on where 
to shut off water, electricity and gas If 
trouble develops, either for the whole 
house or for a single appliance or sys- 
tem, the circular suggests. 


The check list covers foundations and 


basement, doors and windows, exterior 
walls, roof, interior surfaces, floors, elec- 


trical system, heating and cooling sys- 
tem, plumbing system and grounds and 
yard. 


Preventive maintenance ranges from 


checking the foundation for termite tubes 
to changing or cleaning filters in the 
blower unit of heating or cooling sys- 
tems, replacing putty on windows to 
shutting off outside water connections so 
they won't freeze In winter.

Traditional ranch house part of American scene 
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The ranch homo continues as one of 


our more popular architectural styles — 
considered to bo very modern. 


"Out, there Is certainly nothing new 


about this concept — It has been on tho 
American scene (or more than a centu- 
ry," observes Jackson W. Goss, presi- 
dent and chief executive officer of In- 
vestors Mortgage Insurance Company, 
Boston. 


"Tho hacienda rode an over-bur- 


gconlng groundswcll of popularity prior 
to our annexation of California In 1847. It 
had filtered down through several gener- 
ations of Hispanic missionaries and 
ranchcros," Goss says. 


Its chief characteristic was Informality 


— Its features determined by environ- 
mental as well as geographic realities. 


"Since wood for housing was some- 


thing of a luxury In those early days, 
most walls originally were built of ndobc 


bricks — unsuitcd to being stacked more 
than one story high. 


"The sprawling floor plan was made 


possible by abundant land — no founda- 
tion had to be built. One simply followed 
the natural contour of the site," Goss 
notes. 


He states it was interesting how the 


garden was Invited Into the house-proper, 
so to speak.

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Old remedies ivon't lick inflation problems 


Everybody these days Is talking about 


Inflation. Including President Ford, who 
calls It our number one domestic prob- 
lem. 


But talk alone hasn't produced any so- 


lutions yet. It's obvious that the old re- 
medics aren't working or tho experts 
would have licked Inflation long ago. 


For most Americans tho complex na- 


ture of Inflation translates to a struggle 
to stop the dollar earned and the dollar 
saved from further erosion. 


"The job has been made vastly more 


difficult by 'inflation psychology,'" notes 
Penny Scott, family financial adviser to 
Oak Park Federal Savings & Loan Asso- 
ciation, one of the leading thrift In- 
stitutions In the Chicago area. "In- 
flationary psychology makes people be- 
have as though the present extraordinary 
level of Inflation is now a permanent 
part of our lives. 


"Some people respond by buying' up 


goods they may not actually need be- 
cause they bcllve that It's better to stock- 
pile before prices rise. 


"Other families try to beat Inflation by 


stretching debt obligations to tho break- 
ing point In the belief that It's better to 
borrow heavily today and repay those 
debts with cheaper future dollars." 


While both strategics hove some merit, 


If overdone they simply feed inflation by 
distorting supply and demand. If we arc 
buying and hoarding more goods than we 
need, it creates an artificial demand that 
keeps supplies down and prices up. 


"It's tike getting caught In a revolving 


door that's turning too fast and trying to 
escape by Increasing speed Instead of 
coming to a stop," said the family ad- 
vUcr. 


Acknowledging that there Is no quick, 


magic cure for inflation, Miss Scott sug- 
gests that there arc measures available 
to most of in to try to protect the family 
fortune from the ravages of inflation. 


Balance the new budget. Make a con- 


certed effort to bring the family •budget 
into line with the realities of inflation. 


"There's no denying that there's a 


strong temptation to feed your budget to 


a paper shredder at n time like this be- 
cause It Just doesn't seem to work," said 
Miss Scott. "There's an overrun In prac- 
tically every category and there just 
doesn't seem to be enough to fund your 
foreseen needs with the cost of living ris- 
ing at (he rate of 10 to 12 per cent a 
year." She advises that rather than 
abandoning your budget, you overhaul it 
to make It work. 


Federal Reserve Board chairman to-' 


thur Burns also Is a strong supporter of 
better family budget management. He 
calls "rediscovery of the art of careful 
budgeting of family expenditures" an Im- 
portant weapon In the fight against in- 
flation. 


"Careful spending habits are not only 


In the best interest of every family; they 
could contribute powerfully to a new cm- 
basis on price competition in consumer 
markets," Burns adds. 


Miss Scott suggests that "instead of 


looking at our budget once a year, it 
might be a lot smarter to do so every 
few months and try to tune it to the real- 
ities of Inflation." 


She advises that you quickly establish 


which arc fixed costs — those that you 
have to meet -no matter what and can't 
change — and costs that arc not fixed. 


"Even though this might seem to be an 


exercise In futility, the way budgets are 
getting nickeled and dtmcd to death, fi- 
nancial control Is a necessity for most 
families and tho first step Is to dis- 
tinguish between fixed costs and those 
that arc flexible." 


Once you've monitored the current cost 


of fixed items, like food, housing and 
transportation, it's easier to find the 
handle on other items. But it doesn't sim- 
plify purchasing decisions. 


Defensive buying nf major items can 


help. Make selective purchases to beat 
rising prices where you can be reason- 
ably sure that it's cheaper to buy now 
than to wait. 


Almost ns difficult but important in 


managing an inflation budget Is trying to 
plan purchases, especially of big items 
like a car or appliance, when you have 


the option of buying now%or'waiting and 
not knowing what's happening to prices. 


Some impending prices arc already 


known. Detroit has already announced 
that 1975 model autos will cost eight to 10 
per cent more than this year's, which 
also jumped about the same from the 
prior year. This means that the sticker 
price of many autos will have jumped - 
$1,000 from 1973 to 1975. 


If the old clunker Is about to give out 


and you can't wait to see what happens 
in 1976, it might be smarter to shop fot a 
1974 model. It's particularly advisable if 
you keep a car a number of years so that 
depreciation becomes academic. And a 
'74 model made early in the year could 
cost less than one made more recently. 


The price jump in steel and other met- 


als partly responsible for higher-priced 
cars is also expected to boost the cost of 
many applicanccs by up to 15 per cent. 
Trade sources and officials of the defunct 
Cost-of-Living Council (which may soon 
bo rcsinstatcd) come up with these esti- 
mates: "Major appliances like washers 
and dryers, freezers, refrigerators, and 
ranges will rise eight to 15 per cent by 
the end nf the year; hardware and small 
hand tools may rise 15 per cent; TV and 
stereo up eight to 12 per cent; bicycles, 
sporting goods, and batteries will rise 12 
to 15 per cent on average, and furniture 
and dinncrware will rise by 15 per cent 
or more. Men's and children's clothing 
and accessories will gain from five per 
cent for suits up to 20 per cent for sports 
shirts. 


"Clearly, it might help beat Inflation 


faster if we could postpone a lot of pur- 
chases and let consumption take a 
breather. If more of us were to add to 
our savings account balances it would 
probably help a lot ot families whose ma- 
jor priority is buying a home. 


"Right now tight money is making it 


very difficult for many families to buy 
homes because they can't get _ suitable 
mortgages. But if there arc Items which 
you know you are gong to need soon and 
can no longer postpone, then It might be 
a good idea to buy quickly before prices 
go up," Miss Scott said.

Improved credit affects market 


"A slight improvement in the sav- 


ailablity and terras of credit will help to 
reverse the slide in the mobile and con- 
ventional home construction industries" 
predicted Irving Schweiger, professor of 
marketing at the University of Chicago's 
Graduate School of Business. 


Schweiger, a consulting economist for 


MHMA's marketing firm noted for his 
remarkably accurate economic forecasts 
said, "The mobile home industry will 
benefit more quickly and will increase its 
share of the housing market because of 
its large and growing cost advantages. 
The downturn In the economy that began 
last fall and has continued during 1974, Is 
chiefly the result of the tightened credit 
policy of the Federal Reserve System." 


In June, Schweiger predicted some 


credit easin would occur by October 
causing a surge in mobile home sales. 
"Thos now appears to be in the very 
earliest stages and is still in very slight 
degret. But at least a reversal has start- 


ed and credit will gradually and 'very 
slowly become more available and at 
less onerous terms," he added. 


Schweiger expects the first faint up- 


turn in the economy and in real gross 
national product to show up in the next 
three months, with a more definite up- 
turn in the early months of 197S. 


"One of the contributing factors to the 


industry's decline in sales during this pe- 
riod has been the large number of repos- 
sessions appearing on dealers' lots," said 
Eric Plane, chairman of MHMA's Mar- 
keting Committee. Plane noted that, 
"Poor economic conditions and high in- 
terest ratts resulting in an increased 
number of defaults arc reflectedin these 
respossessions." 


"Hopefully, the government will act fa- 


vorably upon the recommendations made 


' by leaders of the housing Industry at the 


various White House conferences on in- 
flation," he concluded.

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Clean humidifier before heating season 
Wood saves heating, cooling costs 


The heating seaaon la Juat around the 


corner — in aorae parti of the country it 
has already begun. 


That meana that It'a time to begin 


thinking about maintenance of adequate 
humidity in your home during the 
tnontha ahead — and that means getting 
your humldlfer in shape to provide the 
moisture vapor you and your family need 
for comfort and health. 


Authorities agree that the ideal range 


of relative humidity inside the home dur- 
ing the winter months Is between 30 and 
45 per cent, with temperatures of TO to 72 
degrees for optimum comfort — and fuel 
economy. 


Your family can stay comfortable at 


these levels, but an Inefficiently oper- 
ating humidifier may not be able to pro- 
duce the water vapor called for. 


Heating of the air reduces Its humidity 


level. For example, when outdoor air at 
15 degrees above zero, with 79 per cent 
relative humidity, Is heated to 72 de- 
grees, its relative humidity drops to 
eight per cent. 


An article In Today's Health Magazine, 


published by the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, points out that a proper level of 
relative humidity "has a lethal effect on 
nearly all infective bacteria and viruses. 
It causes germs emitted by sneezing and 
coughing to settle to the floor and die 
quickly. If the air is unusually dry, 
mucus and saliva missiles dry up and 
may float as Infectious agents for several 
weeks."

Electric heat 
more popular 


Concern over availability and cost of 


natural gas apparently has left its mark 
on new single-family home construction, 
since a sharply higher percentage of 
then homes are being heated elec- 
trically. 


Analysis by the National Association of 


Realtors Department of Economics and 
Research of data from the U.S. Census 
Bureau and Department of Housing and 
Urban Development reveals that 42 per 
cent of the homes built in 1973 were 
electrically heated, compared to 38 per 
cent in 1972. 


Gas heat is being used In 47 per cent of 


the 1973 homes, compared to 54 per cent 
of the homes built in 1972. Oil was used 
in 10 per cent of the 1973 homes, and 8 
per cent of those in 1972. (Other means 
of heating was used for 1 per cent of 1973 
homes and 1 per cent of new construction 
In 1972.) 


Percentage distributions by region fol- 


low: 


common cold, writes in the New York 
State Journal of Medicine, "Prevention 
of the common cold at present is our 
nearest approach to a cure.

If your home Is heated by a forced 


worm-air system, you probably have a 
furnace-mounted humidifier; if it's 
hooted by another type of equipment — 
hot water, electricity, or other — you 
need one or more console humidifiers, 
depending on the size of the house (or 
apartment). 


No matter what kind of residential hu- 


midifier you own, it should be cleaned 
before the heat goes on, and, for max- 
imum continued efficiency of operation, 
one or two times during the heating sea- 
son, according to Walter R. Stiles, vice 
president/general manager of Skuttle 
Manufacturing Company, a producer of 
all types of humidifiers for the homo. 


Cleaning Is no big Job, and you don't 


have to coll a service man to take care 
of It unless you've let it go too long with- 
out attention, he points out. 


The humidifier's basic function is to 


evaporate water into the indoor air 
which has been dried out in the heating 
process. This evaporation leaves in the 
humidlfer dissolved and suspended sol- 
ids, such as lime and other chemicals 
from your water supply, as well as dust 
and smoke from the air drawn through 
the device. 


Here arc some suggestions offered by 


the Skuttle company for cleaning your 
humidifier. They are usually Included in 
the owner's manual, and apply to the 
major types of furnace mounted as well 
as portable (console) models. 


First turn off the water supply and the 


electrical switch or humidlstat. If you 
have a plate type (non power) unit, the 
evaporator plates should be removed and 
replaced. The water pan, plate racks, 
and water-control valve all should be 
washed In a SO/SO solution of vinegar and 
water or a liquid humidifier cleaner of- 
fered by most manufacturers through 
dealers. 


Also available are humidifier tablets to 


be placed In the water pan while the hu- 
modifler is in operation to hold accumu-

lated mineral deposits in solution to 
make cleaning easier and also control 
some odors. 


The popular drum-type, furnace- 


mounted humidifiers use a rotating 
'drum covered by an evaporator pad to' 
produce humidity. During operation lime 
deposits accumulate on the pad. To clean 
the unit, remove the drum and evapora- 
tor pad, and either clean or replace the 
latter. If it has become too "caked" with 
hard minerals, it should be replaced. The 
water pan should be cleaned and drained 
as well. Use cither of the cleaning agents 
recommended above. 


Another furnace-mounted type is the 


atomizing spray humidifier. With this 
type the critical element is the nozzle, 
which can become clogged with mineral 
deposits and fail to atomize properly. 
"We recommend that the spray nozzle be 
replaced at the start of each heating 
season to assure trouble-free operation," 
Mr. Stiles said, "and you should watch 
during the winter for build-up of mineral 
deposits. 


Owners of portable console units can 


similarly clean their units at home with- 
out trouble — but be sure to turn off the 
electricity and the water supply if the 
water level is automatically maintained. 
Then remove the evaporator assembly, 
clean and replace pad and clean the wa- 
ter pan with the same solutions. 


In humidifiers which have an automat- 


ic water valve it is particularly impor- 
tant that toe valve be kept clean. Ex- 
cessive lime buildup can cause it to fall 
to control the water level properly. If it 
doesn't open, the humidifier won't have 
water to operate; if it can't close, the 
pan will overflow. 


During the course of your cleanup, you 


may discover that some of the ports 
need replacing — valve seats and eva- 
porator pods, for instance. If you find 
this in time, before the heating season 
starts, you can obtain the needed part 
from your dealer-contractor, or the man- 
ufacturer of your unit, and install it be- 
fore winter. 


If you feel that you need to update 


your humidification system for greater 
comfort and efficiency — such as replac- 
ing a plate-type with a drum-type or oth- 
er powered device — your dealer-con- 
tractor will be happy to show you many 
models from which to moke a choice, 
and describe the features of each type. 


Wood is a natural insulator. 
Under a microscope, one can readily 


see the thousands of hollow cells that 
make it so. These cells, miniature build- 
Ing blocks, are made up of tiny cellulose 
fibers cemented together by-a natural 
glue called Ugnta. 


Each of these cells is an airspace — 


and air is tin best insulator known. 


Scientific studies have shown that it 


would take a concrete wall five feet thick 
to equal the insulating qualities of just 
four inches fo -wood. Wood insulation is 
15 times better than concrete, and an as- 
tonishing 1,770 times better than alumi- 
num. 


This is why homes built of wood are 


really energy savers, as compared with 
any other type of building material. 
Wood keeps the heated air inside the 
home in winter; keeps it outside in the 
' not months. 


In a recent test conducted at Arizona 


State University, fuel consumption of two 
structures of identical size — one built 
with wood, the other with masonry — 
were compared. Both structures were in- 
sulated and both were exposed at the 


Central air increases in '73 


Central air conditioning was included 


in half of all single-family homes built in 
the United States during 1973, a sharp 
increase from the 43 per cent recorded in 
1972 and 36 per cent in 1971. 


Data analysis by the Department of 


Economics and Research of the National 
Association of Realtors also fevealed 
that this trend was reflected in statistics 
from all sections of the nation except the 
West. There, 41 per cent of the 1973 
homes had central air conditioning, com- 
pared to 44 per cent in 1972 and 35 per 
cent in 1971. 


As expected, the South led all areas, 


with 69 per cent of homes constructed in 
1973 having central air conditioning. This 
is up dramatically from the 57 per cent 
in 1972 and 49 per cent in the previous 
year. 


In the North Central section, 35 per 


cent of the 1973 homes, 29 per cent of 
those in 1972 and 25 per cent of homes 
built in 1971 had the air conditioning. Sta- 
tistics for the Northeast are 14 per cent 
in 1973; 11 per cent, 1972; and 10 per 
cent, 1971.

The results demonstrated that, during 


the heating season, the wood house used 
23 per cent less energy than the masonry 
house. And 30.2 per cent less during the 
air-conditioning season. 


An important factor in home insulation 


is the material used in the floors, says 
the National Oak Flooring Manufactuers* 
Association. Hardwood flooring laid over 
wooden joists provides just about the 
maximum insurance .against winter's 
cold and summer's heat Even though 
the floor may be over a crawl space or 
unheated garage, the hardwood flooring 
phis the sub floor provides adequate in- 
sulation. 


When laid over a concrete slab, which 


provides little or no insulation, hardwood 


flooring can take away the clammy fel- 
ing peculiar to concrete floors, particu- 
larly if it is separated from the slab by 
furring strips, which provide additional 
airspaces. 


The General Services Administration, 


the federal government's "housekeeper," 
says that a concrete slab floor, unless 
well insulated from an outside wall, can 
be responsible for a "massive heat loss" 
in cold weather. 


Aside from the energy saving resulting 


from use of hardwood floors and other 
wooden construction elements, the Amer- 
ican Wood Council points out that the 
"manufacture" of wood — trees growing 
in a forest — consumes only solar ener- 
gy, and when processed, wood requires 
only about 430 kilowatt hours per ton — 
compred with 2,700 for steel and 17,000 
for aluminum.

Chauvinism: 
what it 
really means 


Chauvinism, according to Dr. Shcrwyn 


Woods, started with Nicholas Chauvln, a 
soldier In the Napoleonic Wars. He was 
wounded many times and was satisfied 
with a few small military honors, but he 
had a single-minded devotion to Napo- 
leon. After 1815, Chauvln typified a cult 
of military glory among veterans of Na- 
poleon's army, and chauvinism came to 
mean any kind of ultranatlonallsm or 
blind patriotism. 


"Male chauvinism," said Woods, direc- 


tor of Graduate Education In Psychiatry 
and director of Student Psychiatric Ser- 
vices at the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, "Is a similar blind allegiance and 
simple-minded devotion to one's male- 
ness, which Is mixed with somo open, but 
more often disguised, belligerence to- 
ward females. 


"Chauvinism has to do with those atti- 


tudes that are not easily modified, that 
the Individual has a need to hang on to," 
Woods said. "All moles are chauvinistic 
to some degree because wo live in a 
chauvinistic society. Usually, if we're 
given some data to the contrary, we're 
willing to modify this attitude and 
change it. A male with true chauvinism 
will cling to it. The culturally derived 
type is modifiable." 


MALE CHAUVINISM Is manifested, 


Woods believes, by a simple outright 
dcpreclatlo of women. "Women ore view- 
ed as decorative objects," he said, "that 
are to be present to take care of a man 
and be supplicant to his superior being 
and to satisfy his sexual needs. He will 
depreciate what a woman can do and 
what her capacities are. 


"The dynamics of the true chauvinist," 


Woods explained, "may be, for instance, 
unresolved conflict about their wishes to 
be little boys and be taken care of, which 
arouses shame. The only way to avoid 
assuming a little boy to mother attitude 
toward a woman Is to depreciate that 
woman and distance oneself from her by 
being superior. Or it may be rooted In 
the way they feel about the magic of the 
way tho woman can create the child, 
where the driving force Is a hostile envy 
of females. 


"It may arise from finding out at age 4 


or 5 that the most Important woman In 
his life, his mother, belongs to his father 
and ho later Is beset by anxiety about 
being Involved with a woman for fear of 
what his father will do to him. Or It may 
derive from repressed homosexuality or 
psoudohomoscxuallty where the man 
needs to depreciate the woman to over- 
compensate for feelings of Inadequacy," 
Woods said. 


"THE 
CULTUKALLY derived type 


might persuade a man to not consider a 
woman's equal opportunity to be pro- 
moted on a job, or to pass over a woman 
student when deciding what student to 
take into training because 'she'll prob- 
ably get pregnant In a year anyway.' Or 
it may be manifested in messages given 
to their young daughters as to what their 
aspirations In life can be, that they are 
limited by their sex. And it's a manifes- 
tation of our time." Woods said, "that 
airline pilots are males, for Instance, and 
nurses are primarily women, so there's a 
certain amount of pragmatism that 
should bo used In bringing up children of 
both sexes. 


"I'm not arguing for a unisex society 


and I'm not trying to minimize the de- 
lightful differences between the male and 
tho female," Woods said. "There ore 
differences between the sexes, such as 
the obvious psylologlcal ones. I'm saying 
1 don't believe It's In the best interests of 
individual development or society to pre- 
sume and live out an attitude of male 
superiority and depreciation of women 
when there's no data for it."

What kind of individual does West Point turn out?

Young men entering the U. S. Military 


Academy at West Point, N. Y., an dif- 
ferent from the average male student en- 
tering college, say two former chiefs of 
psychiatry at West Point. 


"The most obvious difference is that 


they wont military careers," said Dr. 
Richard U'Rcn, now with the University, 
ot Oregon Medical School and author of • 
the aoon-to-be-reloucd book, "The Ivory 
Fortress: A Psychiatrist Examines West 
Point." 


"But, also, they usually come from a 


special background, 23 per cent come 
from a family affiliated in some way 
with the military. They're generally 
brighter, score higher on the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test, usually have a varsity let- 
ter, probably In football, and have more 
impressive Jeadershlp credentials." 


"WEST POINT CADETS are a highly 


select group," said Dr. Francis Conrad, 
now assistant professor of psychiatry at 
the State University of New York, Sto- 
ncybrook. "They pass through a rigorous 
screening and selection procedure which 
results In a group of very capable, in- 
telligent, bright and effective young 
men." 


"Even with these attributes," U'Rcn 


sold, "the now cadet is likely to encoun- 
ter difficulties at West Point, especially 
at first There is a myth that West Point 
is a college. Fifty per cent of the new 
cadets, on the average, don't think of 
West Point as a military training in- 
stitute, which It is. When they realize 
this, they experience disillusionment. A 
certain number become what we call 
psychiatric casualties. Most are not 
serious, but there are certain adjustment 
reactions to the harassment and psy-

"The first two months an the most 
stressful of the four years spent at West 
Point The 'Beast' Barracks (New Cadet 
Barracks) period entails more duties, 
more learning^ more training than the 
time allowed to accomplish it all. when 
the cadet gets up In the morning, he ra- 
llies there's not going to be sufficient 
time to complete all he has to do physi- 
cally, intellectually and emotionally. 
He's required to become a different kind 
of person — a military man — in eight 
weeks.

They're notvthe most 
well-rounded, highly educated,v>most in- 
tellectual or creative people, but they 
function as highly effective and capable 
leaders In military situations." 


Testicle problem 
needs repair 


My 7-year-old grandson has an unde. 


scended testicle. Ills doctor says It will 
have lo bo surgically descended Into the 
scrotum and that It should be done by 
the lime he li 8 years old. Further, he 
says that normal development depends 
upon both testicles being In place in the 
scrotum. 


My question Is. In what way Is normal 


development affected? What would be 
likely to happen If nothing were done 
about this? Is this a common situation 
among boy babies? If so. I wonder about 
the countless ones whose parents cannot 
afford surgery? 


Most doctors agree something should 


be done about the problem before puber- 
ty gets very far along, so doing it by age 
8 is quite reasonable. Some boys can be 
treated by hormones at an early age, but 
this should not delay surgical correction 
if the boy is approaching puberty. This is 
why your doctor wants it done by age 8. 


In the undescended testicle the part 


that forms sperm cells will degenerate 
and will not produce arty live sperm cells 
for reproduction. The cells that produce 
male hormone, though, still function. If 
both testicles are undescended then the 
male may have a normal male person- 
ality and appearance, but he will be ster- 
ile. With one normal testicle producing 
sperm, though, he may still be able to 
father children. 


This condition is rare, occurring in 


only about one in 200 male babies. Many 
of these will havo a spontaneous descent 
in the first year of life. After that most 
of them won't descend unless corrected. 
And, there Is an increased risk of cancer 
of the undoscended testicle If it is not 
corrected. This is a small risk but, nev- 
ertheless, an additional consideration. 
• • • 


What Is the difference between stll- 


besterol and estrogen? Are they both 
hormones? 


Actually the body forms) several differ- 


ent but chemically similar hormones that 
are estrogens. Substances that have the 
same or similar actions on the body can 
occur in nature. They can be obtained 
from petroleum, peat, lignite and even 
pussywillow. Estrogenlc substances have 
even been found in the mud at the bot- 
tom of the Dead Sea. 


In 1038 a synthetic substance was in- 


troduced called diethylstUbesterol, better 
known as stllbeoterol. It is made in the 
laboratory. It is chemically different 
from estrogen but has the same effects. 
Today this drug is used primarily to 
treat menopause symptoms. 


One very important difference Is that 


sUlbesterol can be taken in tablet form 
by mouth. Real estrogen hormones can- 
not. They are destroyed by the digestive 
action. So, you can see why stilbesterol 
has become so popular, you don't have to 
have an Injection to get results. 


THERE ARE TWO main hormones (or 


groups of hormones) produced by the 
ovaries, the estrogens and profcsteronc. 
The estrogens dominate the first part of 
the menstrual cycle, and the progeste- 
rones the latter part. The body uses two 
carbon units from any of your food and 
changes it to cholesterol, chiefly in the 
liver. Cholesterol is converted to test- 
osterone (male hormone) on the way to 
forming the estrogen group. So, It isn't 
surprising that males and females have 
both estrogen and testosterone.

Expert hints supermarkets 
Herbs enhallce 


USe meat to ItOOSt profits 
chicken flavor 


by CHERYL ARVTDSON 


It Is carefully hedged and couched in 


bureaucratic language, but the Agricul- 
ture Department *taff economist was 
•aying that supermarkets an artificially 
keeping meat price* high to increase 
their profits. 


Dawson Ahalt, director of the USDA's 


economist!, appeared before a congres- 
sional committee last week to answer the 
. question of why meat price* an staying 
up while farmer* an complaining that 
they loee money for every animal they 
sell tor slaughter. 


Price* for retailing meat have in- 


creased sharply during the first half of 
1974, he said, suggesting that what is be- 
hind it Is change* in the price spread 
between a farmer1* return for his ani- 
mals and what the consumer pay* for 
meat. 


The economist said price spreads for 


beef have increased by about 50 per cent 
between 1963 and 1973, while those for 
pork have Increased by about one-third. 


"BASED ON Tins circumstantial evi- 


dence," Ahalt said, "it appears that the 
recent increase in meat price spreads 
was caused partially by food retailer* 
changing their pricing policies to in- 
crease profits in their meat depart- 
ments." 


Although inflation has figured in the in- 


creasing price spreads, Ahalt said there 
is also an indication that retail food 
chains have taken advantage of a "dis- 
torted" economic situation —when very 
Jorge supplies of meat were available at 
the same time real consumer incomes 
were declining. 


"The fact that (be spreads are wider 


would suggest the retail food store* were 
able to take advantage of this kind of 
market relationship," he said. The farm-- 
to-retail spreads began widening sharply 
last September but had dropped off 
somewhat in July and August. 


AHALT SAID higher profits for meat 


may have been used to offset lower prof- 
its in other product line*. Also, he said, 
profits for the entire retail grocery outlet 
may have risen less steeply than In the 
meat department. 


Ahalt said meat price margins have 


widened since 1968, and inflation was re- 
sponsible for much of the increase. But, 
he said, "Inflation of prices of inputs 
used by marketing firms cannot alone 
explain the surge of meat margins." 


Ahalt said overall, profits in meat 


packing and food retailing have not been 
excessive when compared with all manu- 
facturing industries.

Short 
grain rice cooks moist and tender and 
has a tendency to cling together. This 
makes It suitable for puddings, stuffings, 
rice rings and Oriental dishes. Medium 
grain kernels are good with meat and 
seafood. Long grain kernels are light and 
fluffy and inclined to separate. They are 
good as a side dish, In salads, curries 
and stews.

Food price increases, forecast . 
Consumers seek economical anstvers 


by FRANHECKART 


Families who never gave it much 


thought before' are now starting to won- 
der where their dwindling food dollars 
are going and for'what. Traditionally, 
Americans pay well to eat well. But ra- 
pid-jumps In the cost of living, food not- 
withstanding, have centered on the high 
cost of eating. 
, 


By USDA calculations, a family of four 


with $12,000 before-tax income would 
barely be able to afford a "moderate 
cost" food plan: $43.60 a week, or just 
over $200 a month. That's more than half 
of its after-tax and after-housing spend- 
able income. 


Runaway inflation, It would seem, has 


suddenly caught middle income families 
where It hurts, their pocketbooks. With 
the current cost-price freeze, ft*, great 
many wage-earning urban dwellers face 
stalemate. The typical wage-earner can- 
not Increase his income by expanding op- 
eration nor can he cut costs by increas- 
ing efficiency as American farmers are 
advised to do. 


SECRETARY OF Agriculture Earl 


Butz, the man who has consistently pro- 
claimed a bright future for American 
food shoppers, has modified his tone. He 
recently predicted that supermarket 
shoppers can expect to see food prices 
rise another 8 to 10 per cent by the end 
of 1975. The anticipated retail increase is 
a result of grain shortages and would 
come on top of the 12 per cent food price 


hike already registered this year. 


Agriculture experts, meanwhile, be- 


lieve the food price outlook for the next 
18 months could be even worse than Butz 
predicted because of, premature frosts in 
the Midwest which will substantially re- 
duce both the quantity and quality ofthls 
year's forecasts. 


Experts and consumers alike are 


searching for answers to the obvious 
question, how can food dollars be 
stretched to cover rising costs? In gener- 
al, eating habits will shift back to basic 
foods. Already, homemakers are dusting 
off those "cheap" recipes born of the 
Depression Era, taking up-home baking 
and planning menus around cheaper 
meat cuts. However, It's interesting to 
note that in the midst of r^ these in- 
flationary times, the food industry is still 
Introducing new, for the most part ex- 
pensive, convenience products. 


CONSUMERS MIGHT DO well to boy- 


cott these items such as extra large arti- 
ficially-flavored marshmallows.and sug- 
ar-coated cereals, until the food industry 
turns their efforts to producing more nu- 
tritional, basic foods with less variety 
perhaps but at more reasonable retail 
costs. 


The best advice for cutting back food 


costs is to simply cut back eating. Buy 
only what you need, with nutrition con- 
tent a primary consideration. 


A market basket survey by The Herald 


indicates that 37 common food staples 
cost $30.19 on Monday. The prices for the 


protein foods were recorded on a one 
pound basis. 


If computed for the amount needed to 


serve a family of four, the cost would be 
increased, thus would be the total. 


A representative Jewel Food Store was 


selected for the market basket report be- 
cause a recent survey revealed it was 
the most shopped in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


THE MARKET BASKET will appear 


monthly to offer consumers an idea of 
general price trends in this area. It also 
offers an indication of where the bulk of 


the food dollars are going. 


Appearing along with the food survey 


will be a variety of suggestions for cut- 
ting costs. Included will be price com- 
parisons, reports on what Individual con- 
sumers are doing, best consumer buys 
and low-cost menu plans along with a 
variety of other economy features.

Love 'n care for houseplants

Does your dlcffenbachla have brown 


edges? Ii your dliygolhcca clogantissima 
losing loaves? Is your brossaia actl- 
nolphylla drooping? 


Then perhaps you need the services of 


the Galloping Greenhouse, a trio oC inge- 
nious women from Palatine, who arc 
capitalizing on their hobbles and the cur- 
rent rage for plants. 


Kathy Bergeron. Chris Day and Nancy 


Barktnan are neighbors In the Pop- 
pertree Subdivision. Over coffee one day 
they came up with an idea — plant par- 
ties. After two months of scouting whole- 
sale houses, having literature printed 
and getting things under control, the 
women booked their first party on Aug. 
28. 


SET UP ON A system somewhat like 


Tuppcrware, but with much more Inter- 
esting fare, the Galloping Greenhouse is 
engaged by a hostess who Invites her 
friends to her home. (At least IS persons 
should be asked.) Other than providing 
refreshments and cleaning up the house, 


tho hostess has little to plan for as the 
Greenhouse handles the rest including in- 
vitations and literature. 


Kathy, Chris and Nancy bring the 


plants, and a commonscnse approach to 
caring for them, Into the hostess' home. 
The plants, which are very healthy speci- 
mens, are hand-picked by the women at 
the wholesaler. About two hours before 
each party, when everyone else Is getting 
prettied up, tho trio have donned their 
green suspcndcrcd aprons and are load- 
ing their station wagon with plant stands, 
boxes and greenery. Each plant is 
bagged to guard against cold fall and 
winter weather. 


When tho guests have arrived, tho 


show begins. Nancy, perched on a stool 
In the middle of the room, talks Infor- 
mally about general green thumb tech- 
niques and explains each plant that is 
offered for sale and Ita needs. Then the 
floor Is open for questions — and every 
person has at least one. 


"I CAN'T FIGURE OUT what's wrong 


with my plants. I water them every 
day," lamented one perplexed woman. 


Another queried about bugs. Another 
woman said she took her huge hanging 
wandering jew outdoors.and watered It 
with the garden hose, then left It in the 
sun for a day. "It looks just sick. I've 
even cried for it," she confessed, ready 
to throw in the trowel. 


Explaining these downfalls and many 


others, Nancy stressed that most people 
kill their plants with kindness and hov- 
ering. "A green thumb is just plain old 
common sense," she said. . 


There aren't absolutes to plant care. 


What works for one person, may not 
work for another. Nancy compared it to 
rearing children. 


The pointers offered by tho Galloping 


Greenhouse will help even those with a 
natural knack for growing thriving, rob- 
ust plants. 


Plants sold at the parties range from a 


full, but delicate asparagus fem, priced 
at $G, to a three-foot weeping fig at $25. 
In between fall wandering jews, grape 
ivy, jade plant, Norfolk Island Pine, 
palm, phllodendron and many others. 


PLANTS PURCHASED at the party 


may be taken home. Orders are also tak- 
en and delivered to the home of the host- 
ess for easy pick-up. 


According to Chris, tho Galloping 


Greenhouse prices are from 50 to 200 per 
cent lower than commercial plant sell- 
ers. Grow lights, bug spray and fertilizer 
are also sold. 


What started out as an idea has now 


blossomed into a full-time job for the 
three women, each of whom has two chil- 
dren. Four parties a week means a lot of 
loading the wagon and time. The Gallop- 
ing Greenhouse is now booked straight 
through to January. Besides private par- 
ties, the women also conduct plant par- 
ties as fund-raisers for philanthropic 
groups. 


They relish their jobs. "Part of the en- 


joyment of plants is talking about them 
and sharing tips," said Nancy. What bet- 
ter way is there to dress up a room than 
with a bit of the out-of-doors? 


Their final plea: "Never give up on a 


plant. Review what you have been doing 
to your plant. It's a great feeling to bring 
back a struggling scraggier." ~ 


Broker optimistic on stock market

When Muriel Slebert became the first 


woman to purchase a scat on the New 
York Stock Exchange, she forked over 
$445.000 for the trading privileges It of- 
fered. 


That was December 28, 1067. In 1068, 


by her own account, she earned $1.2 mil- 
lion in sales commissions. In I960, com- 
missions were up to $1.5 million. 


Then the stock market began 1(5 steady 


glide down and further down, except for 
brief rallies. 


Today Muriel Slebert still has the ex- 


change scat, is the only woman holder, 
but now she could buy one for $65,000 to 
$75,000. 


As for commissions, she said a guess 


of a 50 per cent drop "won't even touch" 
what's happened to her firm which han- 
dles blocks of stocks in tho hundreds of 
thousands and millions of dollars. 


She built her broker staff to eight coun- 


ting herself. About two years ago, she 
cut staff in half "because I wanted to 
keep the business small anyway." 


"WE'RE STILL In the black," said 


Miss Siebert (pronounced sco-bort), "but 
I feel like someone took my lollipop. 


"I still take my clients to lunch, I still 


have the apartment on Sutton Place (an 
elegant residential area in mid-Manhat- 
tan), I still drive my Mercedes. 


"But when I go to Paris on business I 


don't stay at the Plaza Athenee. For $105 
a night, who needs it? My humility has 
Increased considerably this year." 


Miss Siebert speaks with candor so far 


as her business is concerned. But what 
about the plight of other women, with 
less sensational earnings, when broker- 
ago bouses arc trading fewer stocks, 
prices on some of them are at all-time 
lows, and as a result commissions are 
way off too? 


I talked with various sources at the ex- 


change, individual brokerage houses 
large and small, and with women bro- 
kers. 


THE CONSENSUS IS that there are 


fewer women brokers hi what always has 
been a masculine world anyway. Their 
numbers dwindle as exchange members 
merge, consolidate or fold. And the 


young business types, in their 20s, seek 
other careers. 


This attrition is happening to both 


sexes, said a spokesman for Merrill, 
Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & Smith, tho 
world's largest brokerage house with of- 
fices in 280 dtlcs. 


I found no case of women brokers 


moonlighting for extra income, as some 
men are. "I haven't heard of any desti- 
tute cases," said Myma Liebowitz, of 
Herzfeld & Stern and president of the 
W o m e n ' s Stockbrokers Association, 
which has a membership of 60 to 70. 


Miss Liebowitz, a registered broker 


since 1964, said the experienced women 
can hang in there if they wish. And for 
many, work is just for additional family 
income and there's the husband's salary 
to fall back on in case they get so frus- 
trated they just quit. 


SOME WOMEN WILL last out the 


slump because they're handling all sorts 
of investments — like Barbara Epstein, 
five years with L. F. Rothschild, or Jane 
Blackmore, with Paine, Webber, Jackson 
& Curtis, in finance for 25 years. 


The women all expressed optimism for 


the market's recovery. 


"I see a new wave of mutimillion- 


aires," said Miss Siebert. "There are a 
lot of good companies out there, solidly 
financed, yielding 10 per cent or more. 
When the economy comes back, those 
who didn't invest will say, 'Why didn't 
I . . .' " 


Miss Slebert wasn't detailing names of 


companies -to create the new generation 
of moneyed. Just start reading every- 
thing you can about a company that in- 
terests you, she said.

Katharine Graham: 


Is she most powerful 


woman in America?

Katharine Graham is "the most 


powerful woman in America," says 
MS. magazine in its October issue. 


Mrs. Graham cringes at the label, 


saying "it makes me think of a fe- 
male weight lifter." 


Mrs. Graham, publisher of the 


Washington Post in the nation's capi- 
tal, is responsible for a $247 million 
communications conglomerate, says 
Jane Howard, who wrote the MS. 
cover story. 


Mrs. Graham is head of the Post 


Co., which owns six broadcasting sta- 
tions, Newsweek and its several sub- 
sidiaries, a news service shared with 
the Los Angeles Times, part of the 
International Herald Tribune and 
The Trenton Times in New Jersey. 


What made MS. feature Mrs. Gra- 


ham? Among other reasons, Mrs. 
Graham led her newspaper in break- 
ing the Watergate coverup — an 
event that led to the downfall of 
Richard M. Nixon as President of the 
United States. 


IN VERY TINY footnote letters, it 


is noted in the cover story that Mrs. 
Graham put up $20,000 in seed money 
for the magazine. That means she 
helped get it off the drawing board 
when it was in the blueprint stage. 


In keeping with her status as the 


current MS. magazine cover subject, 
Mrs. Graham came to breakfast at 
Rockefeller Center's Rainbow Room 
the other morning. She had to endure 
one of those "This is Your Life" pre- 
sentations. It turned out to be much 
to her amusement, including what 
Gibson McCabe "told on Kay." He is 
the head of Newsweek. 


At a sales meeting once, Mrs. Gra- 


ham wanted to know why Newsweek 
didn't have more women in that 
meeting. She was told by a male ex- 
ecutive that there was enough 
trouble without adding more women. 


The only woman there, Mrs. Gra- 


ham, reached for an ashtray and 
sailed it across the room. She cried 
"sexist" and other words as the ash- 
tray crashed. 


McCABE SAID after that incident 


more women came to the sales meet- 
ings. 


MS. magazine describes Mrs. Gra- 


ham as "a multi-faceted woman with 
many powerful friends as well as 
enemies." 


Some enemies don't even know her 


right name. Mrs. Graham gave an 
instance of that fact, recounting what 
some of her Newsweek colleagues 
heard in a New York bar the day 
Richard Nixon announced his deci- 
sion to resign the presidency. 


"That Martha Graham — it's her 


fault," this man at the bar said. 


"And everyone knows she's had an 


affair with Alger Hiss." 


No one laughed harder than Kath- 


arine Graham after she told that sto- 
ry at the breakfast.

Mrs. Graham supports some fe- 


minist causes such as able women 
advancing through the corporate hi- 
erarachy. She demonstrated that by 
hurling the ashtray at Newsweek. 
But she does not go for being called 
or addressed as Ms. Graham. 


THE ARTICLE on Mrs. Graham is 


titled "Katharine Graham: The Pow- 
er That Didn't Corrupt." 


Her decision to publish the Water- 


gate cover-up findings of two Post 
reporters, Carl Bernstein and Bob 
Woodward, resulted in what MS. 
magazine calls "the story of the cen- 
tury — the resignation of a Presi- 
dent." It also led to a Pulitzer Prize, 
journalism's most coveted award. 


From the start, as MS. magazine 


noted, Mrs. Graham knew she was 
risking the wrath of the White House. 
Of that journalistic feat, unfolded in 
episodes as the bits and pieces were 
smoked out, Mrs. Graham said at the 
breakfast that she is proud of her 
staffers but that the role of the press 
in the Watergate affair has become 
far too prominent. 


"Our role was important in the be- 


ginning ... but in the long run, mi- 
nor," she said. 


"Judges, juries, the Congress and 


irate citizens — including Republi- 
cans — who just could not stomach 
what they saw played subsequent 
major roles." After Watergate, Mrs. 
Graham said she would like to see 
the press concentrate on three big 
problems — the economy, the food 
supply, and peace.

Any kind of stain on concrete is unpre- 


dictable — not being the worst. It ell 
depends on how porous the cement Is. 
Hove experimented with MOM of the 
home methods myself without any re- 
sults, but it's a challenge to try them, 
since one never knows what will or won't 
work. 


Some have tried pouring on vinegar, 


scrubbing, then rinsing off. A chlorine 
bleach solution left on for a short while, 
then rinsed off, is another widely recom- 
mended remedy. An emery board 
worked on a small stain for one reader. 
I bate to recommend using • solution 


of oxalic scid crystals, as It is not only 
poisonous but an additional hazard is 
that it looks like granulated sugar. How- 
ever, you might try either the soap or 
cleanser which contain small amounts of 
oxalic add. These must be used accord- 
Ing to the directions. If none of these re- 
medies work, I can reassure you a little 
weathering will finally do the trick.

How much simpler, cheaper, safer, 
and more fun the engine would have 
been if it had had a pull-string instead of 
a battery. 


Child B, on the other hand, seemed 


quite content for the first several months 
of his life with one or two small stuffed 
animals in his crib and a homemade mo- 
bile suspended above. (Despite the fact 
that an acquaintance of his mother ac- 
cused her of depriving the child.) 


As Child B progressed in age and per- 


ception, his mother encouraged his natu- 
ral curiosity and fascination with things 
around him. His room contains some of 
his parents' brightly-Jacketed, books, 
which began to catch his eye during 
feedings. 


From time to time his parents pre-' 


sented him with various interesting ob- 
jects in their possession, which he exam- 
ines for awhile, and when he gets bored 
with one "toy," there is always some- 
thing new and different for him to dis- 
cover. 


BY AND BY, is parents will probably 


be purchasing things for his very own, at 
a rate at which he can appreciate them 
rather than be overwhelmed and bored 
by them. 


But there will probably be little ques- 


tion of safety involved with most of the 
things they will buy. Because his toys 
will not be scaled-down versions of our 
materialistic, dare-devil, violent adult 
world. 


And if any particular plaything does 


Involve any danger, his parents will un- 
doubtedly be there to supervise his play 
until he learns how to handle the object 
safely. 


But most important for a callous con- 


sumer reporter, the toys these parents 
select for their child'will not depend at 
all on high-pressure ad campaigns that 
begin Sept. 1. Thus, these parents will 
not need an equally lengthy and high- 
pressure consumer campaign to "edu- 
cate" them about all the hazards of all 
those new toys being marketed.

Do you have a mess of tomatoes and 


cucumbers lining your window sills, cof- 
fco tables, refrigerator, catch-all nooks 
and crannies duo to "El Whappo" (my 
name for the killer frost). 


If thera over was one, this is the year 


for home canning and freezing. Here are 
some recipes to help you "squirrel up" 
and save money: 


GREEN TOMATO RELISH 


10 pounds green tomatoes 
6 green pappcrs 
6 red peppers 
5 largo onions 
2 cups yellow prepared mustard 
Vi cup salt 
4 cups boiling water 
6 cups sugar 
5 tablespoons flour 
4 cups elder vinegar 
Put first four ingredients through a 


fold chopper. Drain off as much juice as 
possible. Add the salt and boiling water. 
Let stand overnight at room tempera- 
two. Drain thoroughly In the morning. 
Mix sugar, flour, mustard and vinegar 
into the chopped relish. Bring to a boll 
and boll 10 minutes, stirring constantly. 
Pack into hot jars and seal. Makes 12-14 
pints. 


Canning lip: Do not try to reuse jars 


which contained commercial products. 
They do not have proper lids for sealing 
your canned goods.

The executive secretary of the Men's 


Garden dub of America favors this one: 


CUCUMBER MARMALADE 


4 large cucumbers 
7 cups sugar 
tt cup lemon juice 
8 Bounce jelly 


glasses and lids, 
paraffin 


Vi cup shredded 


lemon peel 


4 drops green food 


color 


1 6-ounce bottle 


fruit pectin 
Prepare glasses and lids and melt 


paraffin. Peel cucumbers; cut lengthwise 
in half; remove seeds. Coarsely shred 
cucumbers to make four cups. In a sev- 
en-quart saucepot, mix well cucumbers, 
augur, lemon juice, peel and food color. 
Over high heat, heat mixture to boiling; 
boll rapidly one minute, stirring con- 
stantly. Remove from heat; stir in fruit 
pectin. With metal spoon, stir and skim 


mixture for five minutes to cool slightly 
to prevent cucumbers from floating. 
Ladle mixture into glasses and seal with 
paraffin. When cold, cover glasses with 
lids. Makes about eight 8-ounce glasses. 


Because of sterilization needed for can- 


ning, freezing is faster. In most parts of 
the country, tomatoes, both as juice and 
stewed, are the most popular vegetable 
for canning or freezing. Applesauce is a 
close second. 


IF YOU TAKE a survey if your "El 


Whappo" — ravaged garden,-you'll find 
that most of the cole crops, if you grow 
them — like brussels sprouts, kohlrabi, 
cauliflower, cabbage — are relatively 
unaffected.-Kate in fact, tastes better af- 
ter the touch of frost.-If you are inter- 
ested in a recipe for homemade sauer- 
kraut from your home-grown cabbages, 
drop me a line, enclosing a stamped, 
self-addressed envelope. 


Carrots, potatoes and turnips can re- 


main in the ground to be used at will 
until the ground completely freezes, at 
which time they can be kept for many 
months without canning or freezing by 
simply storing them in a cool, dark 
place. In that garden of yours, you might 
even find you've got some lettuce and 
spinach left. 


After you get the reamlns of vege- 


tables out of the plot, throw on the com- 
post, straw, leaves or manure, turn the 
soil, and you'll be all set for nezt year's 
garden.

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Consumers rushing to form co-ops to reduce food cos 


Team-buying organizations gain popularity as inflation-weary shoppers look for strength in numbers 


by DARKY SIGALE 


A major backlash by shoppers opposed 


to paying higher prices for store-bought 
food probably will result In the formafton 
of several new food cooperative organi- 
zations In the Northwest suburbs. 


Responding in large numbers to a sto- 


ry in Monday's edition of The Herald de- 
tailing the activities of the DCS Plalncs- 
battd Good People's co-op, area con- 
sumers have expressed a willingness to 
organize against the high cost of eating. 


And the coordinators of the GP Co-op, 


boasting of saving their members 20 per 
cent in food bills, said Wednesday they 
would meet the apparent demand to set 
up other co-ops patterned after their 
own. 


CO-OP OFFICIALS have received 


more than 100 telephone queries since 
Monday morning from individuals and 
representatives of smaller cooperatives 
asking how they can Join their organiza- 
tion or form new ones. 


Some of the callers — representing 


dozens and even hundreds more persons 
in groups such as women's clubs and 
teacher's organizations — had to wait 
several hours to get through to GP mem- 
bership chairman Fran Lapldes or co- 
coordinators Tonya Keaton and Arlcne 
Margowsky. 


The groundswcll of support for the food 


cooperative venture began with the as- 
sertion that the GP Co-Op was saving its 
members money by bypassing the food 
stores and going directly to the supply 
house. Its members also claimed they arc 
purchasing better quality meat, cheese 
and produce than they could get at the 
supermarket. 


"Ninety per cent of the calls I took 


were from people who sold they were so 
happy to hear somebody is doing some- 
thing positive about the cost of food," said 
Mrs. Keaton. "They said, 'Oh, my God, 
I'm so happy something like this is going 
on.'" 


THE GP CO-OP leaders have been 


asked to appear before various organiza- 
tions to explain their operation and how 
the format can result in a savings In the 
pocketbook. They're even going on a lo- 
cal radio show to tell of their success. 


"We're capable of starting unlimited 


numbers of co-ops," said Mrs. Mar- 
gowsky, who added that the response to 
their organized efforts to save money is 
"snowballing." She said five or six large 
member organizations have expressed 
the desire to unite. "These people are 
dissatisfied," she said. 


The GP Co-op was begun in March. All 


86-mcmber families have at least one 
representative working once a month as 
part of a team effort. 


To get the products at the best possible 


price, a member buyer calls directly to a 
supplier on South Water Market Street 
and elsewhere in Chicago. An order tak- 
er relays the prices to the families, calls 
in their orders to a central order taker 


who passes the information to a central 
buyer who makes the purchases (the co- 
op spends about $7,000 a month on food). 
The food is delivered every Friday to a 
kitchen area the co-op maintains at 
Maryville Academy in Des Plaines 
where the families pick up their orders. 


SINCE THE GP Co-op is seeking only 


six new members (just enough people to 
handle all the Jabs necessary to keep the 
organization, functioning smoothly) per- 
sons Inquiring about joining will have to 
look to a new co-op for salvation. That's 
where the GP officials come In. 


Though organizing other co-ops was 


not their original intent they are willing 
to help organizations and individual con- 
sumers get started for what they call a 
small fee, probably about $10 per family. 


Mrs. Keaton said the success of any 


co-op depends on all members pitching in 
to do a job, whether it's taking orders, 
unloading trucks, keeping books or baby-

Mill Creek access ready in 2 weeks 


Access to the Crotton Lane entrance lo 


Mill Creek subdivision will be restored in 
about two weeks when paving of the ac- 
cess way is complete, a contractor for 
the project said Wednesday. 


At the present time, the western end of 


the access way is closed to traffic while 
concrete Is being poured leading up to 
Dundee Road and the newly poured 
pavement will require three to four days 
to set, according to Joseph Greco, of 
Greco Contractors. 


Sometime next week, that side will be 


reopened and the eastern half will be 
closed for paving, he said. 


There was some concern earlier this 


week by residents in the subdivision over 
lack of space on the open side of the 
driveway that hampered motorists enter- 
ing and leaving Mill Creek, said Al Ja- 
cobson, president of the Mill Creek 
Homeowner's Assn. 


JACODSON SAID motorists were hav- 


ing difficulty driving to and from Dundee 
Road. The temporary gravel drive is not 
wide enough, he said. 


The Crofton Lane driveway is the only 


access point to Mill Creek on Dundee 
Road. Three other access streets, Miller 
Lane, Thornton Lane and Mill Creek 
Drive, can be reached by way of Arling- 
ton Heights Road. 


The overall Dundee Road project is a 


$1 million venture calling for the widen- 
ing of Dundee to four lanes between 
Elmhurst Road and 111. Rtc. 53 through 
Buffalo Grove, Wheeling and Arlington 
Heights. 


Police and fire officials doubted the 


possibility of any problems over the next 
two weeks with emergency vehicles hav- 
ing access to Mill Creek while half the 
Crofton Lane entrance Is closed. 


"I don't think it's that acute," said Po- 


lice Chief Harry J. Walsh. He said Greco

Ban on police radio monitors latest proposal 
Wheeling officials 
seek to halt news 'leaks'

A News Analysis 


A proposal to ban monitoring of police 


radio broadcasts In Wheeling Is appar- 
ently the latest move in a campaign by 
key village officials to prevent informa- 
tion from getting out of village hall and 
the police department. 


Leaks resulting In newspaper stories In 


recent weeks have enraged Village Mgr. 
George Passolt and Pollco Chief Peter 
Guttllla, prompting a drive to locate tho 
persons In village government who arc 
passing along information to the press. 


Though they deny it, the officials 


apparently believe that preventing out- 
siders from listening to police radio 
broadcasts would help reduce the 
amount of Inside Information about po- 
lice activities that becomes public. 


The proposal, made by Trustee Wil- 


liam Hem, is of questionable legality and 
may not be enacted. But the thinking be- 
hind it has taken firm hold at village 
hall. 


THE FLAP OVER news leaks was set 


off two weeks ago when The Herald dis- 
closed that Patrolman Larry Parks had 
filed a departmental grievance because 
he was passed over as a candidate for 
police traffic school. 


Instead of Parks, Guttilla chose a po- 


liceman with less seniority and a record 
of recent suspension to attend the school. 
Under village rules, Parks could push his 
grievance by demanding a public hear- 
ing at which Guttllla presumably would 
bo asked to explain why Parks was not 
chosen. 


Parks has refused to comment on the 


dispute. Passolt also will not comment 
but has vowed to firo anyone In the po- 
lice department who Is leaking Informa- 
tion. 


Also apparently contributing to the of- 


ficial anti-leak campaign was a Herald 
disclosure Sept. 20 that Guttllla's name 
and telephone number were listed In a 
hoodlum's address book seized in a 1961 
Franklin Park gambling raid. 


GUTTILLA, A detective for Sheriff 


Frank Sain at the time, has refused to 
provide on explanation for his name 
being listed along with those of several 
powerful politicians and crime syndicate 
figures. 


But both Guttilla and Passolt say they 


have discussed the matter and that the 
police chief has provided Passolt with an 
explanation. 


Tho disclosure may have added to con- 


cern over leaks because some members 
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of tho village administration had infor- 
mation about the address book — in the 
form of a 1961 newspaper story naming 
Guttllla as one of those listed — before 
tho Herald story appeared. 


After the Parks disclosure, Passolt re- 


fused to talk to Herald reporters andibe- 
gan an effort to end news leaks. Since 
then, police department members have 
been reminded of a police rule prohibit- 
ing them from discussing official matters 
with newsmen. 


One patrolman believed by police 


brass to be leaking information to the 
press, according to department sources, 


has been charged with harassing a vil- 
lage resident as a result of a meeting 
among the resident, Guttilla and Lt. 
Thomas Conte. 


The patrolman, Bruce Batka, had 


charged the resident in a traffic citation 
with displaying fictitious license plates 
on his auto after'warning him several 
days earlier that the plates were illegal. 


AFTER THE MEETING, Guttilla told 


Batka to return the license plates, which 
had been seized as evidence, and re- 
leased the resident. Batka was later ac- 
cused of harassment. 


When a reporter tried to examine the 


police report of the incident, Conte de- 
nied that any report existed and said the 
dispute was an internal matter. "The 
press had better learn to distinguish be- 
tween public information and internal 
matters," he said. 


Heln said his proposed ban on police- 


radio monitors has nothing to do with 
news leaks. "Let me assure you that 
this was not tho reason for my request- 
ing this ordinance. It is not my intention 
to stop these leaks. I have proposed this 
strictly for the safety of our policemen," 
he said. 


But the timing of Hein's move in- 


dicates otherwise. Taken with the cur- 
rent anti-leak efforts by Passolt and Gut- 
tilla, it adds up to a campaign to pre- 
vent those outside village hall from find- 
ing out what goes on inside. 


Batka, citing the department rule 


against talking to reporters, has refused 
to comment.

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Consumers rushing to form co-ops to cut food costs 


Team-buying organizations snowball as inflation-weary shoppers look for strength in numbers 


by BARKY SICALE 


A major backlash by shoppers opposed 


to paying higher prices (or store-bought 
food probably will result In the formation 
of several new food cooperative organi- 
zations In the Northwest suburbs. 


Responding In large numbers to a sto- 


ry In Monday's edition of The Herald de- 
tailing the activities of the DCS Plaines- 
based Good People's co-op, area con- 
sumers hove expressed a willingness to 
organize against the high cost of eating. 


And the coordinators of the GP Co-op, 


boasting of saving their members 20 per 
cent in food bills, said Wednesday they 
\sould meet the apparent demand to set 
up other co-ops patterned after their 
own. 


CO-OP 
OFFICIALS have received 


marc than 100 telephone queries since 
Monday morning from individuals and. 
representatives of smaller cooperatives 
asking how they can join their organiza- 
tion or form new ones. 


Some of the callers — representing 


dozens and even hundreds more persons 
in groups such as women's clubs and 
teacher's organizations — had to wait 
several hours to get through to GP mem- 
bership chairman Fran Lapldes or co- 
coordinators Tonya Keaton and Arlene 
Margowsky. 


The groundswell of support for the food 


cooperative venture began with the as- 
sertion that the GP Co-Op was saving its 
members money by bypassing the food 
stores and going directly to the supply 
home. Its members also claimed they arc 
purchasing better quality meat, cheese 
and produce than they could get at the 
supermarket. 


"Ninety per cent of the calls I took 


were from people who said they were so 
happy to hear somebody is doing some- 
thing positive about the cost of food," said 
Mrs. Keaton. "They said, 'Oh, my God, 
I'm so happy something like this is going 
on.'" 


THE GP CO-OP leaders have been 


asked to appear before various organiza- 
tions to explain their operation and how 
the format can result in a savings In the 
pockeibook. They're even going on a lo- 
cal radio show to tell of their success. 


"We're capable of starting unlimited 


numbers of co-ops," said Mrs. Mar- 
gowsky, who added that the response to 
their organized efforts to save money is 
"snowballing." She said five or six large 
member organizations have expressed 
the desire to unite. "These people arc 
dissatisfied," she said. 


The GP Co-op was begun in March. All 


86-member families have at least one 
representative working once a month as 
part of a team effort. 


To get the products at the best possible 


price, a member buyer calls directly to a 
supplier on South Water Market Street 
and elsewhere In Chicago. An order tak- 
er relays the prices to the families, calls 
in their orders to a central order taker 


who passes the information to a central 
buyer who makes the purchases (the co- 
op spends about $7,000 a month on food). 
The food is delivered every Friday to a 
kitchen area' the co-op maintains at 
Maryville Academy hi DCS Plaines 
where the families pick up their orders. 


SINCE THE GP Co-op is seeking only 


iix new members (just enough people to 
handle all the jobs necessary to keep the 
organization functioning smoothly) per- 
sons inquiring about joining will have to 
look to a new co-op for salvation. That's 
where the GP officials come in. 


Though organizing other co-ops was 


not their original intent they are willing 
to help organizations and individual con- 
sumers get started for what they call a 
small fee, probably about $10 per family. 


Mrs. Keaton said the success of any 


co-op depends on all members pitching in 
to do a job, whether It's taking orders, 
unloading trucks, keeping books or baby-

Volunteer firemen 
—now they belong 
to city's history

Local businessmen rushing out of their 


shops, jumping on a flrctruck and work- 
ing together to save someone's property 
became a memory today in DCS Plnlncs. 


Wednesday night marked the end of an

before them laid the foundation for the 
fire service we have here today," said 
Fire Chief Donald Corey. 


"We had a lot of fun and a few heart- 


aches, but It's a whole now ballgamc to- 
day, these guys are real pros," added 
Kinder, who has completed 21 years of 
service as a volunteer. 


As in many volunteer departments, 


Kinder said there was some socializing 
among the men. Many represented the 
second or third generation of Des Plaines 
families who had become volunteers. The 
volunteers held fund-raising events to ob- 
tain money to purchase new equipment 
for many years. 


"I got the bug by following my father 


to the fires," Kinder said. 


COKEY NOTED that the training and

From being one of the first Illinois de- 


partments to have radio equipped vehicles 
to today when highly trained paramedics 
offer sophisticated rescue service, the 
fire department has changed dramatical-

Corey had great praise for the volun- 


teers who retired last night and the men 
who had served the city before them. 


"They were very capable men and the 


city was well known from having one of 
the best volunteer departments in' the 
area," Corey added.

"We hope to get a reliable picture of 


the revenue-sharing situation and the 
problems involved with administering 
the programs," said Thomas Juster, pro- 
gram director for the University of Mich- 
igan Research Survey Center. The center 
is conducting the study with a $400,000 
National Science Foundation grant. 


TOWNSHIP SUPERVISOR James J. 


Dowd and Auditor Margaret Wirsen were 
interviewed recently in connection with 
the survey. 


Juster said interviews are being con- 


ducted with more than 2,000 state and 
local government officials throughout the 
country. 


He said that researchers are about 75 


per cent completed with the project and 
a series of reports will be issued on our 
findings later tills year and early next 
year. 


"We are trying to get judgments and 


perceptions on the impact the revenue 
sharing programs has had on local com- 
munities," Juster explained. 


He indicated the results of the survey 


will probably be made available to feder- 
al officials next year for congressional 
hearings on the revenue sharing pro- 
gram. 


IN ADDITION TO the interviews with 


local officials across the country, Juster 
said, contacts have been made with the 
50 state governors to obtain information. 


The survey team has also established 


an advisory board of representatives 
from the various municipal government 
organizations to help analyze data. 


Juster said he believes the study is the 


most comprehensive ever undertaken of 
the revenue-sharing program. 


Final reports on the projects will prob- 


ably include regional .analysis of the use 
of the funds plus a breakdown on how 
communities and other local government 
units of a certain population have put the 
funds to use, he said. 


It is aliio expected that a report will be 


issued, contrasting the views of mayors 
and finance officers on the successes and 
problems connected with the program.

fires in city trucks, and eliminate the 


traffic hazard that is sometimes 
created by smoke from leaf fires. 


Schwab asked that residents at- 


tempt to keep parked cars off the 
street during the days when the 
leaf-collection program will be in 
their neighborhoods. 


"It Is imperative that residents do 


not put branches or other foreign 
matter out with the leaves because 
this can damage the sweepers and 
vacuum machines," Schwab said. 


Schwab added that the leaves can 


cither be raked into a pile on the 
parkways for collection by the vacu- 
um machine or bagged and placed 
out for collection along with the nor- 
mal trash pickup. 


"The city is going through consid- 


erable expense for this program and 
we certainly would appreciate the co- 
operation of all property owners," he 
added.

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Consumers rushing to form co-ops to reduce food costs 


Team-buying organizations gain popularity as inflation-weary shoppers look for strength in numbers

A major backlash by shoppers opposed 


(o paying higher prices for store-bought 
food probably will result In the formation 
of several new food cooperative organi- 
zations in the Northwest suburbs. 


Responding in large numbers to a sto- 


ry In Monday's edition of The Herald de- 
tailing the activities of the DCS Plalncs- 
boscd Good People's co-op, nroa con- 
sumers have expressed a willingness to 
organize against the high cost of eating. 


And the coordinators of the GP Co-op, 


boasting of saving their members 20 per 
cent In food bills, said Wednesday they 
would meet the apparent demand to set 
up other co-ops patterned after their 
own. 


CO-OP OFFICIALS have received 


more than 100 telephone queries since 
Monday morning from Individuals and 
representatives of smaller cooperatives 
asking how they can Join their organiza- 
tion or form new ones. 


Some of the callers — representing 


dozens and even hundreds more persons 
In groups such as women's clubs and 
teacher's organizations — had to .wait 
several hours to get through to GP mem- 
bership chairman Fran Lapides or co- 
coordinators Tonya Keaton.and Arlcne 
Mnrgowsky. 
: < , 


The groundswcll of support for'the food 


cooperative venture began with the as- 
sertion that the GP Co-Op was saving Its 
members money by bypassing the food 
stares and going directly to the supply 
house. Its members also claimed they arc 
purchasing better quality meat, cheese 
and produce than they could get at the 
supermarket. 


"Ninety per cent of the calls I took 


were from people who said they were so 
happy to hear somebody is doing some- 
thing positive about the cost of food," said 
Mrs. Keaton, "They sold, 'Oh, my God, 
I'm so happy something like this Is going 
on.'" 


THE GP CO-OP leaders have been 


asked to appear before various organiza- 
tions to explain their operation and how 
the format can result in a savings .in the 
pocketbook. They're even going on a lo- 
' cat radio show to tell of their success.. 


"We're capable of starting unlimited 


numbers,of co-ops," said Mrs. Mar- 
gowsky, who added that the response to 
their organized efforts to save money is 
"snowballing," She said five or six large 
member organizations have expressed 
the desire to unite. "These people arc 
dissatisfied," she said. 


The GP Co-op was begun In March. All 


OS-member families have at least one 
representative working once a month as 
part of a team effort. 


To gel the products at the best possible 


price, a member buyer calls directly to a 
supplier on South Water Market Street 
and elsewhere in Chicago. An order tak- 
er relays the prices to the families, calls 
in their orders to a central order taker 


who passes the information to a central 
buyer who makes the purchases (the co- 
op spends about $7,000 a month on food). 
The food Is delivered every Friday to a 
kitchen area the co-op maintains at 
Maryvllle Academy in Des Plaines 
where the families pick up their orders. 


SINCE THE GP Co-op is seeking only 


six new members (just enough people to 
handle all the Jobs necessary to keep the 
organization functioning smoothly) yer- 
sons inquiring about joining will have to 
look to a new co-op for salvation. That's 
where the GP officials come in. 


Though organizing other co-ops was 


not their original intent they are willing, 
to help organizations and individual con- 
sumers get started for what they call a 
small fee, probably about $10 per family. 


Mrs. Keaton.said the success of any 


co-op depends on all members pitching in 
to do a job, whether it's taking orders, 
unloading trucks, keeping books or baby-

ior federal order lo clean creek

While state and federal bureaucrats 


ponder multl-mllllon-dollar programs to 
restore and Improve Salt Creek, a group 
of Elk Grove Village youngsters decided 
to wade right In and do part of the job 
themselves. 


Six 12-ond 13-year-old girls waded up to 


their knees in the creek near their homes 
on Cypress Street to tug waterlogged 
branches and debris from the gutted por- 
tion of the stream that had been dam- 
med with rubbish. 


So far, the job, which began last week- 


end, has Included the burial of a neigh- 
bor's pet that had apparently wandered 
into the water and drowned after being 
caught In the debris. 


"IT'S A HEAL YUCKY Job, but the 


creek area looked so awful we decided 
we had to clean It up ourselves so we 
could enjoy It," said 12-year-old Debbie 
Gray. 


The cleanup operation began last 


weekend and will continue after school 
hours until it's finished, according to 
Debbie. 


"We called the village hall first to 


make sure it was all right for us to be 
doing It, because we don't own the creek, 
but It didn't look like whoever did own it 
was keeping 11 nice so we didn't think 
anybody would mind," said Debbie. 


Debbie, and her friends, Mary, 13, and 


Ann Mulhollond, 12, and Cynthia Vns- 
qucz, Kathy Wcntzcl and Sue Dawlsch, 
who arc all 13, said they figured the 
cleanup operation wouldn't be all fun. 


"But we never counted on it being as 


sad as part of it turned out to be," said 
Debbie. 


"When we started to pull out the big 


branches we found the body of a dog tan- 
gled In them," sold Debbie. "We figured 
the best thing to do was bury it, so we 
did and then took Its identification tags 
and collar and leash to Its owners," said 
Debbie. 


Debbie said at first the incident almost 


ended the cleanup operation. 


"Out wo started to talk about it and 


figured that maybe the dog drowned be- 
cause of the stuff in'the creek and if we 
could clean it up it would be a safer 
place," sho said. 


Piles of rusty cans and other discarded 


debris that have been thrown or floated 
to that portion of the creek bed have 
been pulled out and piled on the creek's 
banks by the volunteer crew. 


"We dragged the big branches and logs 


away from the creek into the empty 
field at the dead end of Placid Way so 
they can rot Into the ground," said 
Debbie. 


"We plan to put the other stuff we 


pulled out In plastic garbage bogs and 
take them home and put them out with 
our own garbage," sho added. 


The girls said they didn't ask for any 


help from their parents or village offi- 
cials. "They (village officials) told us it 
was perfectly all right and said it was a 
good idea," said Debbie. 


"Maybe It will be a little hard for us to 


get the bags to our houses, but see, we 
wanted this to be our job and besides, we 
figured that a truck to haul It away could 
cost a lot," she sold. 


When asked how people could'help, 


Debbie said, "Maybe If everybody who 
lives around the creek cleaned out the 
part by them, then we could Ice skate 
farther this winter."

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Village board ivrapup 
Nursery school 
gets village OK 


Elk Grovo Village officials Tuesday approved operation ot a 


nursery school In the Prince of Peace Methodist Church, 1400 
S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


Trustees concurred with the plan commission's recommen- 


dation to allow the Britannlca Preschool to operate the nur- 
sery In the church. BritUnlca Preschool, a state-licensed pre- 
school run by the Encyclopedia Britannica Educational Divi- 
sion, will begin operation Immediately under a special ar- 
rangement with the village. 


The preschool was expected to begin operation In Septem- 


ber, but opening was delayed when It was learned a special 
permit had to bo obtained, said Ken Ruff, Britannica director. 


Another opening delay was avoided when officials decided 


the school could operate while village attorneys prepare the 
necessary ordinances (or board action. 


The school Is licensed by the Illinois Dept. of Children and 


Family Services and meets village ordinance requirements 
governing nurseries. 


Morning and afternoon sessions with classes of approxi- 


mately 20 children arc planned. Persons Interested in further 
information about the school, which will accept students be- 
tween 2tt and 5 years old, may contact Ruff at 482-3850. 


Billboard approved 


Village officials arc disturbed by a local developer's adver- 


tising methods, but granted a builder a sign variation to allow 
an oversize 576 square foot billboard at Bicstcrflcld Road and 
Wellington Avenue. 


Trustee Edward Kcnna was critical of United Development 


Co.'s practice of advertising houses it was soiling in Elk 
Grove Village as, "in the Mount Prospect-Schaumburg area." 


"Perhaps If their ads said the houses they were selling 


were really In Elk Grove Village, they wouldn't need the sign. 
Why don't we tell them to go to Mount Prospect and Schaum- 
burg for the special consideration?" said Kcnna. He voted 
against the request as did Trustee Nancl Vandcrwecl. 


Other board members agreed they didn't like the builder's 


advertising methods, but voted to allow the request. They 
noted the area was landscaped and other developers have 
received the same consideration until the development Is sold 
out. The United Development project is 40 per cent occupied. 


78 driveway aprons defective 


Elk Grove Village officials have asked Centex Homes Corp. 


to replace 78 driveway aprons Instead* of 38 originally sus- 
pected as defective in an area south of Bicstcrfiold Road, 
west of Wellington Street and north of Devon Avenue. 


Trustee Michael Tosto, after a walking inspection of the 


streets and drives, 113 decided 78 were defective and must be 
replaced. One other must be repaired. 


The acceptance of streets in the area has been pending for 


several years. Normally the village inspects sidewalks, 
streets and driveways and aprons shortly after construction 
and lists repairs that must be made before It will accept the 
public Improvements. Once these arc accepted it is the vil- 
lage's responsibility to provide maintenance. 


When the area in question was first inspected in 1070 the 


builder repaired some deficiencies cited by the village, but 
argued that some driveway aprons village engineers termed 
defective did not merit replacement. 


Several rcinspcctions were made In the past four years with 


the builder relenting and replacing many aprons, but refusing 
to replace 38 the village maintained were bad. 


Lost week's walking Inspection was to determine if those 


remaining 38 were bad and to expedite street acceptance but 
Instead has turned up additional defective aprons. 


Trustees decided to postpone street acceptance until the 


final repairs are made and have agreed to allow the builder 
until next summer to complete the repairs. 


Post office 
interested in 
'hospital' site 


The U.S. Postal Service Is interested In 


building a post office on the 20-acre site 
northeast of Schaumburg Road and Illi- 
nois Blvd. to be left vacant in the change 
of locations by the planned branch of 
Rush-Prcsbyterlan-St. Luke's Hospital. 


"The post office has taken the step of 


having the design for the building made 
for that site. Renderings are now being 
made," Waller Dyer, U.S. Postal Service 
spokesman, said Wednesday. 


The site still belongs to the hospital, he 


added. It is expected to revert back to 
the Village of Schaumburg once plans 
are completed by hospital officials to 
build on a new 40-acre site at Schaum- 
burg and Harrington Roads. 


Two reasons for the site change are 


soil conditions and traffic patterns In the 
area, hospital officials said In announc- 
ing the change last week. 


"Traffic would not bo a problem for 


us," said Dyer, who added that no soil 
borings have yet been taken to determine 
if the land is feasible to construction of a 
post office. 


REPORTS LAST July Indicated the 


postal facility could be a 42,000 square 
foot building to cost about $1.5 million. 
Carrol Sipes, postal manager of analysis 
and design for the central region, said 
"we'd be pleased If we could get under 
construction this spring." 


The post office was originally planned 


for the site where the village's new po- 
lice station is" under construction on 
Schaumburg Road east of Schaumburg 
High School. 


Village Pres. Robert 0. Atcher said 


putting both facilities on the site would 
cause over-crowding. He recommended 
the hospital site be considered by postal 
officials because he knew at the time 
that hospital officials were negotiating 
the move announced last week.

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Consumers rushing to form co-ops to reduce food costs 


Team-buying organizations gain popularity as inflation-weary shoppers look for strength in numbers 


by BARRY S1GALE 


A major backlash by shoppers opposed 


to paying higher prices for store-bought 
food probably will result In the formation 
of several now food cooperative organi- 
zations in the Northwest suburbs. 


Responding In large numbers to a sto- 


ry in Monday's edition of The Herald de- 
tailing the activities of the DCS Plalncs- 
bascd Good People's co-op, area con- 
sumers have expressed a willingness to 
organize against the high cost of eating. 


And the coordinators of the GP Co-op, 


boasting of saving their members 20 per 
cent In food bills, said Wednesday they 
would meet the apparent demand to set 
up other co-ops patterned after their 
own. 


CO-OP OFFICIALS have received 


more than 100 telephone queries since 
Monday morning from individuals and 
representatives of smaller cooperatives 
asking how they can join their organiza- 
tion or form new ones. 


Some of the callers — representing 


dozens and even hundreds more persons 
In groups such as women's clubs and 
teacher's organizations — had to wait 
several hours to get through to GP mem- 
bership chairman Fran Lapldes or co- 
coordinators Tonya Koaton and Arlene 
Morgowsky. 


The groundswcll of support for the food 


cooperative venture began with the as- 
sertion that the GP Co-Op was saving'its 
members money by bypassing the food 
stores and going directly to the supply 
house. Its members also claimed they arc 
purchasing better quality meat, cheese 
and produce than they could get at the 
supermarket. 


"Ninety per cent of the calls I took 


were from people who said they were so 
happy to hear somebody is doing some- 
thing positive about the cost of food," said 
Mrs. Kcaton. "They said, 'Oh, my God, 
I'm so happy something like this is going 
on.1" 


THE GP CO-OP leaders have been 


asked to appear before various organiza- 
tions to explain their operation and how . 
the format can result in a savings in the 
pocketbook. They're even going on a lo- 
cal radio show to tell of their success. 


"We're capable of starting-unlimited 


numbers of co-ops," said Mrs. Mar- 
gowsky, who added that the response to 
their organized efforts to|save money is. 
"snowballing." She said five or six large 
member organizations have expressed 
the desire to unite. "These people are 
dissatisfied," she said. 


The GP Co-op was begun in March. All 


H6-mcmber families have at'least one' 
representative working once a month as 
part of a team effort. 


To get the products at the best possible 


price, a member buyer calls directlyto a 
supplier on South Water Market Street 
and elsewhere In Chicago. An order tak- 
er relays the prices to the families, calls 
in their orders to a central order taker 


who passes the information to a central 
buyer who makes the purchases (the co- 
op spends about $7,000 a month on food). 
The food is delivered every Friday to a 
kitchen area the co-op maintains at 
Maryville Academy in Des Plaines 
where the families pick up their orders. 


SINCE THE GP Co-op Is seeking only 


six,new members (just enough people to 
handle all ,the Jobs necessary to keep the 
organization functioning smoothly) per- 
sons Inquiring about joining will have to 
look to a new co-op for salvation. That's 
where the GP officials come in. 


Though organizing other co-ops was 


not their original intent they are willing 
to help organizations and individual con- 
sumers get started for what they call a 
small fee, probably about $10 per family. 


Mrs. Keaton said the success of any 


co-op, depends on all members pitching in 
to do a job, whether it's taking orders,

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Common-sense approach 


Teachers of high school freshman English are using 


new method to help students comprehend what they read 


by KATIIEIUNE BOYCE 


"There's no fancy gimmick that's go- 


ing to toach a kid how to read," assorts 
Gary Anderson, English department 
chairman at Hoffman Estates High 
School. 


Last summer Anderson and a group of 


High School Dist 211 teachers reviewed 
the freshman English curriculum at the 
school in an attempt to beef up student 
reading skills. 


They carao up with what Anderson de- 


scribes as a "common sense approach" 
to teaching reading, which is being used 
this year by teachers of freshman Eng- 


lish at Hoffman Estates High School. 


If the program Is successful Anderson 


said it may bo used next year at other 
grade levels. 


THE IDEA OF the program is simple: 


English teachers are given sample ques- 
tions to ask students on the material they 
road in class. The questions arc designed 
to help students get more from what they 
read. Students arc tested at the begin- 
ning and end of each semester to deter- 
mine whether their reading com- 
prehension skills Improve. 


The sample questions wore written this 


summer by Anderson, Sue McCord, read- 
ing specialist at the school, and a group

Anderson said there is no magic solu- 


tion to reading more effectively. "It's 
just something that has to be constantly 
worked at." Anderson became aware 
that students are not getting enough 
from what they read when he noticed a 
slight drop in the reading score on fresh- 
men entrance tests. 


"Each year it seems the scores drop a 


llttlo bit," said Anderson. He blames 
television for taking students away from 
books. "People don't read as much as 
they used to," he said. 


Anderson said most students' biggest 


weakness In reading is in com- 
prehension. The sample questions are di- 
rected at improving a student's com- 
prehension skills. Most study questions 
that come with textbooks are not di- 
rected toward a specific skill, he said. 


THERE ARE FOUR comprehension 


r,kllls In reading, said Anderson. The lit- 
eral skill — gleaning facts from written 
material — is used most often by stu- 
dents in school and is a skill most often 
tested by teachers. 


But other comprehension skills are just

as important, said Anderson. The infer- 
ential skill is "reading between the 
lines" or drawing conclusions from a sto- 
ry. The sample questions, "Why did the 
author write the story? What is the mor- 
al of the story?" tests inferential skill. 


The evalutive skill is making a judg- 


ment about the material that is read, for 
example, the story "Gift of the Magi," 
by 0. Henry, is about a poor, newly-mar- 
ried couple in which the wife, Delia, sells 
her long hair to a wigmaker to buy a gift 
for her husband. An example of an eval- 
uative question is "Should Delia have 
sold her hair?" 


THE FOURTH SKILL, the appreciat- 


ive skill, is an understanding or emotion- 
al reaction to the characters or writer's 
style, said Anderson. The sample ques- 
tion, "Would you have sold your hair if 
you had been Delia?" tests appreciation. 


Anderson stressed that the new ap- 


proach to teaching reading skills is not a 
remedial program. It's not for slower 
students and it's not for accelerated stu- 
dents, he said. 


The program is being used in regular 


English classes for average students. 
"Often it's the average student that is 
neglected," he said. 


Teachers will not be able to determine 


if the new approach helps students until 
they are tested at the end of the semes- 
ter. But Anderson is optimistic. "I don't 
see how they can help but Improve."

"I got 100 
per cent cooperation from them this time 
and they were very courteous." 


BOYCE SAID WORKMEN from Scar- 


let Glow completed repair of a pipe from 
the hot-water heater to the furnace, the 
apparent source of the problem. He said 
damaged duct work, which workmen had 
inspected previously also was replaced 
and loose electrical wires connected to a 
humidifier that Boyco had installed also 
were fixed. 


"As far as I'm concerned they did ev-

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Consumers rushing to form co-ops to reduce food costs 


Team-buying organizations gain popularity as inflation-weary shoppers look for strength in numbers 


by BARRY S1GALE 


A major backlash by shoppers opposed 


to paying higher prices (or store-bought 
food probably will result In the formation 
of several new food cooperative organi- 
zations In the Northwest suburbs. 


Responding in largo numbers to a sto- 


ry In Monday's edition of The Herald de- 
tailing the activities of the DCS Plnlncs- 
boscd Good People's co-op, area con- 
sumers have expressed a willingness to 
organize against the high cost of eating. 


And the coordinators of the GP Co-op, 


boasting of saving their members 20 per 
cent In food bills, said Wednesday they 
would meet the apparent demand to set 
up other co-ops patterned after their 
own. 


CO-OP OFFICIALS have received 


more than 100 telephone queries since 
Monday morning from individuals and 
representatives of smaller cooperatives 
asking how they can Join their organiza- 
tion or form new ones. 


Some of the callers — representing 


dozens and even hundreds more persons 
in groups such as women's clubs and 
teacher's organizations — had to wait 
several hours to get through to GP mem- 
bership chairman Fran Laptdes or co- 
coordinators Tonya Keaton and Arlcnc 
Morgowsky. 


The groundswcll of support for the food 


cooperative venture began with the as- 
sertion that the GP Co-Op was saving its 
members money by bypassing the food 
stores and going directly to the supply 
house. Its members also claimed they arc 
purchasing better quality meat, cheese 
and produce than they could get at the 
supermarket. 


"Ninety per cent of the calls I took 


were from people who sold they were so 
happy to hear somebody is doing some* 
thing positive about the cost of food," said 
Mrs. Keaton. "They said, 'Oh, my God, 
I'm so happy something like this is going 
on.'" 


THE GP CO-OP leaders have been 


asked to appear before various organiza- 
tions to explain their operation and how 
the format can result in a savings in the 
pocketbook. They're even going on a lo- 
cal radio show to tell of their success, 


"We're' capable of starting unlimited 


numbers of co-ops," said Mrs. Mar- 
gowsky, who added that the response to 
their organized efforts to save money is 
"snowballing." She said five or six large 
member organizations have expressed 
the desire to unite. "These people are 
dissatisfied," she said. 


The GP Co-op was begun in March. All 


06-member families have at least one 
representative working once a month as 
part of a team effort. 


To get the products at the best possible 


price, a member buyer calls directly to a 
supplier on South Water Market Street 
and elsewherejn Chicago. An order tak- 
er relays the prices to the families, calls 
in their orders to a central order taker 


who passes the information to a central 
buyer who makes the purchases (the co- 
op spends about $7,000 a month on food). 
The food is delivered every Friday to a 
kitchen area the co-op maintains at 
Maryvllle Academy In Des Plaines 
where the families pick up their orders. 


SINCE THE GP Co-op' is seeking only 


six new members (just enough people to 
handle all the Jobs necessary to keep the 
organization functioning smoothly) per- 
sons Inquiring about joining will have to 
look to a new co-op for salvation. That's 
where the GP officials come in. 


Though organizing other co-ops was 


not their original intent they are willing 
to help organizations and individual con- 
sumers got started for what they call a 
small fee, probably about $10 per family. 


Mrs. Keaton said the success of any 


co-op depends on all members pitching in 
to do a job, whether it's taking orders, 
unloading trucks, keeping books or baby-

"I'm just an ordinary, everyday work- , 


Ing man. I've paid my way all my life. 
It's been a rough road but I made It, and 
I don't intend to pay for some silly 
lights!" 


That is Otto Mcers' frank reaction to 


the Village of Arlington Heights' plan to 
light up Northwest Highway in front of 
his house with new, sodium-vapor lights. 


Meers, who lives at 1204 W. Northwest 


Hwy., 11 other residential property own- 
ers and all the businesses along the 1%- 
mile stretch of highway from Highland 
Avenue to Wilkc Road, face special as- 
sessment proceedings as the result of an 
ordinance passed Monday night by tho 
Arlington Heights Village Board. 


The special assessment process will 


determine, In court, how the $174,000 esti- 
mated cost of the street-lighting project 
will be shared between the village and 
the property owners. 


THE RESIDENTS' assessment will be 


based on whatever amount the court de- 
cides is being added to the value of their 
property as a result of Installation of the 
lights. 


But Meers and the other homeowners 


already have made up their minds on the 
street lights' value, and they say it Is 
nothing. 


"Why should I pay for a light on rail- 


road property, lighting up the highway 
for a guy from Wisconsin who wants to 
go to O'Hare Airport," Meers says. 


"These lights are for the (commuter) 


parking lots," says Paul J. Dollnajec Jr., 
316 W. Northwest Hwy. 


Dolinajec says his 84-year-old father Is 


living on a fixed income and cannot af- 
ford the several hundred dollars the new 
street lights arc apt to cost each home- 
owner. 


"When the state has given senior citi- 


zens a break on their real estate taxes, 
how can you Impose this kind of ex- 
pense?" he asks. 


"Is this the penalty a person gets for 


living in town since 1926 as I have," de- 
mands Meers. 


OTHER RESIDENTS say they are still 


paying for a special assessment three 
years ago when Patton, Princeton and 
Harvard avenues were Improved to 
Northwest Highway. 


"Many property owners think this is 


not an improvement to their property 
and should not be done by special assess- 
ment," says Dorothy Adams, 1120 W. 
Northwest Hwy. 


The 48 Ughte and aluminum standards 


might make driving along Northwest 
Highway safer and easier, residents con- 
cede. 


The brighter lights also should aid the 


Chicago and North Western Ry. which 
likes to switch freight cars along the 
stretch of track that parallels west 
Northwest Highway. But even though the 
lights will stand on C&NW property, the 
railroad, by law, cannot be charged for 
the improvement. 


The lights may also benefit the various 


businesses along Northwest Highway, the 
residents say, pointing to the absence of 
business objections to the project. 


BUT THE HOMEOWNERS are bound 


and determined to show the court that, 
with nothing to gain, they should have 
nothing to pay. 


Two trustees, J. Burton Thompson and 


0. V. Anderson, apparently were per- 
suaded by their arguments. The two men 
Monday night cost the only votes against 


the motion to pass the special assess- 
ment ordinance. 


Thompson proposed that the 12 resi- 


dential property owners be dropped from 
the special assessment project, with 
their portion of the cost picked up as 
public benefit by the village. But this 
kind of select exemption simply is not 
possible under law, said Village Atty. 
Jack M. Siegel. 


As a result, Meers and the other home- 


ownes will have to tell their story to the 
judge. And, although he voted in favor of 
the special assessment ordinance, 
Trustee Frank Palmatler admitted they 
may be able to make a pretty cogent 
argument. 


DAVID PATTERSON, president of the 


village's board of local Improvements 
which Initiated the street light project, 
says the new lights are necessary for the 
safety of motorists, pedestrians and resi- 
dents alike. 


"The entire community has benefited 


from the street lights that we do require 
in the Village of Arlington Heights. And 
we arc operating on the principle that 


each property owner pays for the im- 
provements in front of his own home," 
he said. 


The street lights from Highland Ave- 


nue to Wilkc Road will complete a North- 
west Highway lighting program that was 
started several years ago with the illumi- 
nation of the eastern half of the highway. 


Patterson points out that the dozen 


homeowners affected by the project take 
up only two blocks of west Northwest 
Highway, and, he says, their assessment 
is likely to be half of what will be 
charged to the commercial properties. 


"We know the lights are going to go 


In," says Carl F. Hart, 1216 W. Northwest 
Hwy. "We just don't think we should 
have to pay for them." 


A COURT-APPOINTED special assess- 


ment commissioner will make a judg- 
ment as to what each property owner 
should pay, over the next 10 years, to- 
ward the cost of the project. 


The property owners then have the 


right to object to their assessment and 
ask for a trial, by jury if they wish, to 
present their case.

Consumers rushing to form co-ops to reduce food costs 


Team-buying organizations gain popularity as inflation-weary shoppers lopk for strength in numbers 


by BARRY SIGALE 


A major backlash by shoppers opposed 


to paying higher prices for store-bought 
food probably will result In the formation 
of several new food cooperative organi- 
zations In the Northwest suburbs. 


Responding In large numbers to a sto- 


ry In Monday's edition of The Herald de- 
tailing the activities of the Des Plainer- 
based Good People's co-op, aroa con- 
sumers have expressed a willingness to 
organize against the high cost of eating. 


And the coordinators of the GP Co-op, 


boasting of saving their members 20 per 
cent In food bills, said Wednesday they 
would meet the apparent demand to set 
up other co-ops patterned after their 
own. 


CO-OP OFFICIALS have received 


more than 100 telephone queries since 
Monday morning from Individuals and 
representatives of smaller cooperatives 
asking how they can join their organiza- 
tion or form new ones. 


Some of the callers — representing 


dozens and even hundreds more persons 
in groups such as women's clubs and 
teacher's organizations — had to wait 
several hours to get through to GP mem- 
bership chairman Fran Lapldes or co- 
coordinators Tonya Kcaton and, Arlcne 
Mnrgowsky! 


The groundswell of support for the food 


cooperative venture began with the as- 
sertion that the GP Co-Op was saving its 
members money by bypassing the food 
stares and going directly to the supply 
house. Its members also claimed they arc 
purchasing better quality meat, cheese 
and produce than they could got at the 
supermarket. 


"Ninety per cent of the calls I took 


were from people who said they were so 
happy to hear somebody is doing some- 
thing positive about the cost of food," said 
Mrs. Kcaton. "They said, 'Oh, my God, 
I'm so happy something like this Is going 
on.'" 


THE GP CO-OP leaders have been 


asked to appear before various organiza- 
tions to explain their operation and how, 
the format can result in a savings in the 
pocketbook. They're even going on a lo- 
cal radio show to tell of their success. ' 


"We're capable of.starting unlimited 


numbers of co-ops," said Mrs. Mar- 
gowsky, who added that the response to 
their organized efforts to save money is 
"snowballing." She said five or six large 
member organizations have expressed 
the desire to unite'. "These people are 
dissatisfied," she said. 


The GP Co-op was begun in March. All 


afrmember families have at least one . 
representative working once a month as 
part of a team effort. 


To get the products at the best possible 


price, a member buyer calls directly to a 
supplier on South Water Market Street 
and elsewhere in Chicago. An order tak- 
er relays the prices to the families, calls 
in their orders to a central order taker 


who passes the information to a central 
buyer who makes the purchases (the co- 
op spends about $7,000 a month on food). 
The food Is delivered every Friday to a 
kitchen area the co-op maintains at 
Maryville Academy In Des* Plaines 
where the families pick up their orders. 


SINCE THE GP Co-op is seeking only 


six new members (just enough people to 
handle all the jobs necessary to keep the 
organization functioning smoothly) per- 
sons inquiring about joining will have to 
look to a new co-op for salvation. That's 
where the GP officials come in. 


Though organizing other co-ops .was 


not their original intent they are willing 
to help organizations and Individual con- 
sumers get started for what they call a 
small fee, probably about $10 per family. 


Mrs. .Keaton said the success of any 


co-op depends on all members pitching In 
to do a. job, whether it's taking orders, 
unloading trucks, keeping books or baby-

The freeze on Palatine village employe 


job classifications — which has meant 
smaller salary increases for some em- 
ployes — will bo lifted soon with the 
completion of a pay classification study.

Richard Miller, who teaches sociology 


at Forest View, originated the student 
volunteer Idea at Clearbrook after being 
Involved In a volunteer program at Hor- 
sey High School while student teaching 
there. 


STUDENTS ARE CHOSEN for their 


empathy and sensitivity to those less for- 
tunate than themselves, Miller said. 
Once assigned to Clearbrook, the stu- 
dents arc given jobs according to the day 
school's needs. Some arc needed to help 
supervise children on the buses; others 
arc needed in the classroom. Right now, 
Mary Walters, 17, a Forest View volun- 
teer. Is a temporary replacement for the 
day school's vacationing secretary. 


The day school staff can't say enough 


about its student helpers. "The students 
are outstanding young people. They show 
great sensitivity," said Barbara Levy, a 
social worker at the day school. "Things 
can get a little hairy around here, but 
they've been Just marvelous." 


Forest View volunteers also arc work- 


Ing at Clearbrook House, a living facility 
for moderately retarded adults In Arling- 
ton Heights. Miller said these students 
spend several hours In the evening at the 
house, serving as companions to the resi- 
dents.

Assn. ulll open for one year starting 
Dec. 1 in a temporary facility In the cast 
end of the Topps National parking lot, 
Klrchoff Road and Meadow Drive In 
Rolling Meadows.

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Consumers rushing to form co-ops to reduce food costs 


Team-buying organizations gain popularity as inflation-weary shoppers look for strength in numbers 


by BARRY SIGALE 


A major backlash by shoppers opposed 


to paying higher prices for store-bought 
food probably will result In the formation 
of several new food cooperative organi- 
zations in the Northwest suburbs. 


Responding In largo numbers to a sto- 


ry In Monday's edition of The Herald de- 
tailing the activities of the DCS Plalnes- 
based Good People's co-op, area con- 
sumers have expressed a willingness to 
organize against the high cost of eating. 


And the coordinators of the GP Co-op, 


boasting of saving their members 20 per 
cent In food bills, sold Wednesday they 
would meet the apparent demand to set 
up other co-ops patterned after their 
own. 


CO-OP OFFICIALS have received 


more than 100 telephone queries since 
Monday morning from individuals and 
representatives of smaller cooperatives 
asking how they con Join their organiza- 
tion or form new ones. 


Some of the callers — representing 


dozens and even hundreds more persons 
in groups such as women's clubs and 
teacher's organizations — had to wait 
several hours to get through to GP mem- 
bership chairman Fran Lapldes or co- 
coordinators Tonya Kcnton and Arlene 
Margowsky. 


The groundswcll of support for the food 


cooperative venture began with the as- 
sertion that the GP Co-Op was saving its 
members money by bypassing the food 
stores and going directly to the supply 
house. Its members also claimed they arc 
purchasing better quality meat, cheese 
and produce than they could get at the 
supermarket. 


"Ninety per cent of the calls I took 


were from people who said they were so 
happy to hear somebody is doing some- 
thing positive about the cost of food," said 
Mrs. Kcaton. "They sold, 'Oh, my God, 
I'm so happy something like this is going 
on.1" 


THE GP CO-OP leaders have been 


asked to appear before various organiza- 
tions to explain their operation and how 
the format can result in a savings in the 
pocketbook. They're even going on a lo- 
cal radio show to tell of their success., 


"We're capable of starting unlimited 


numbers of co-ops," .said Mrs. Mar- 
gowsky, who added that the response to 
their organized efforts to save money is 
"snowballing." She said five or six large 
member organizations have expressed 
the desire to unite. "These people are 
dissatisfied," she said. 


The GP Co-op was begun in March. All 


OS-member families have at least one 
representative working once a month as 
part of a team effort. 


To get the products at the best possible 


price, a member buyer calls directly'to a 
supplier on South Water Market Street: 
and elsewhere in Chicago. An order tak- 
er relays the prices to the families, calls, 
in their orders to a central order.taker 


who passes the information to a central . 
buyer who makes the purchases (the co- 
op spends about $7,000 a month on food). 
The food is delivered every Friday, to a 
kitchen area the, co-op maintains at 
Maryvllle Academy In Des Plaines 
where the families pick up their orders.' , 


SINCE THE GP Co-op is seeking only 


six new members (Just enough people to 
handle all the Jobs necessary to keep the 
organization functioning smoothly) per- 
sons Inquiring about joining will have to 
look to a new co-op for salvation. That's 
where the GP officials come in. 


Though organizing other co-ops was 


not their original intent they are willing 
to help organizations -and individual con- 
sumers got started for what they call a 
small fee, probably about $10 per family. 


Mrs. Keaton said the success of any 


co-op depends on all members pitching In 
to do a Job, whether it's taking orders, 
•unloading trucks, keeping books or baby-

Residents like services, survey shows 


by LUISA GINNETTI 


Mount Prospect residents are general- 


ly satisfied with services provided in the 
village and see very few problems with 
their local government, according to a 
Community Action Plan survey. 


Richard Bachhuber, CAP president, 


said Wednesday results of the survey are 
being tabulated and should be completed 
in about two weeks. 


Bachhuber said he has formulated 


some generalizations based on tabulation 
of questionnaires he has received. He 
said his findings seem to be consistent 
with reports of survey results from other 
tabulators. 


Preliminary findings show between 60 


and 70 per cent of residents surveyed be- 
lieve communication with the village is 
good, Bachhuber said. Ninety per cent 
of those surveyed said they feel safe in 
the'village and indicated their biggest 
crime worries arc vandalism, burglar- 
ies and high speed traffic on residential 
streets. 


BACHHUBER SAID the police depart- 


ment is viewed very highly by residents 
with almost 80 per cent of those ques- 
tioned giving the department a rating of 


excellent and the rest listing the depart- 
ment as no less than satisfactory. 


Views on subsidized housing In the vil- 


lage presented Interesting distinctions, 
Bachhuber said. About 75 per cent of 
residents surveyed indicated they would 
support subsidized housing for the elder- 
ly but an overwhelming number (95 per 
cent) stating they are opposed to any 
other form of general subsidized housing. 


Bachhuber said the early tabulations of 


questionnaires Indicate the village is not 
a transient community with the length of 
residency averaging 10 to 15 years. 


Income levels also seem to be in the 


middle brackets, Bachhuber said, with 
about 60 per cent of those surveyed say- 
ing their household incomes range be- 
tween $10,000 and $20,000 annually. 


THE CAP PRESIDENT said another 


interesting aspect of the survey is the 
number of pets, especially dogs, reported 
in the community. More than 60 per cent 
of those surveyed, according to the early 
results, Indicated they have dogs while 
only about 5 per cent said they have 
cats. 


Residents were almost evenly split in 


their views on the cost to live in the vil- 


lage with about 50 per cent saying prices 
are high and about 50 per cent saying 
prices arc competitive. 


Village services such as snow removal 


and garbage collection were rated satis- 
factory, Bachhuber said. 


"By and large the people appear to be 


satisfied with the community and they 
see only a few problems," Bachhuber 
said. He added that the survey repre- 
sents a good sampling of the area and 
once results arc completely tabulated, 
the findings will offer a good indication 
of how residents feel about Mount Pros- 
pect. 


Bachhuber said he hopes the results 


will be completed in time for the group's 
Oct. 24 executive committee meeting.

for partially blind 


Membership In a "mini-cooperative program" for visually 


handicapped children was approved by the Mount Prospect 
Dlst. 57 Board of Education Tuesday night. 


The cooperative will provide a program for partially sight- 


ed youngsters In four school districts of the Northwest Subur- 
ban Special Education Organization. Other districts in the 
cooperative are Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21, Prospect 
Heights Dist. 23 and River Trails Dlst. 26. 


Most school districts in NSSEO are large enough to provide 


their own program for visually handicapped children, said 
Shirley Gunderson, special educator director. She said the 
four districts in the cooperative do not have enough students 
with this handicap to establish such a program for their 
schools. The cooperative may be set up sometime this year. 


Currently Dlst. 21 has five visually handicapped students, 


Dlst. 23 has two students and Dist. 26 and 57 have none. Miss 
Gunderson said Dist. 57 has a three-year-old student Involved 
in the preschool program who will need these services. 


The cost for the program will be divided between the dis- 


tricts based on their average dally attendance. The room for 
the program will bo rented from Dlst. 57 by the Northwest 
Education Cooperative at a cost of $4,000 per year. 


All four districts will be partially reimbursed the following 


year through state aid. 


VD curriculum weighed 


A health education curriculum providing more instruction in 


sex education and venereal diseases Is being considered by 
the Mount Prospect Diit. 57 board of education. 


The curriculum was developed by the Health Education 


Steering Committee that includes teachers, administrators, 
PTA representatives and clergy and community leaders. 


The board will discuss the curriculum at its Oct. 21 meet- 


ing. The curriculum covers 12 categories of health education 
including dental hygiene, nutrition, human growth and devel- 
opment and drugs. A course outline for kindergarten through 
eighth grade was developed showing the sequence of material 
covered In each of the 12 categories. 


Dwight Hall, assistant superintendent in charge of instruc- 


tion, said the category on human growth and development 
would bo started this year if the board approves It. 


Physical education teachers will be responsible for the ju- 


nior high Instruction and elementary teachers who would be 
comfortable teaching the topics will teach students at their 
school. 


Sex education will be given at the junior high level only, 


with some information being presented by parents and the 
churches. Formal instruction on venereal disease is planned 
only for tho junior high level but teachers in fifth and sixth 
grade will bo prepared to answer questions. 


The committee report states that birth control information 


will not be included In the curriculum. Children will also bo 
referred to their parents and clergymen on questions on abor- 
tion. 


PTAs will bo asked to sponsor sessions to educate parents 


on the new curriculum. Parents will have tho option ta re- 
move their children from instruction by written request.

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Consumers rushing to form co-ops to reduce food costs 


Team-buying organizations gain popularity as inflation-weary shoppers look for strength in numbers 


by BARRY S1GALE 


A major backlash by shoppers opposed 


to paying higher prices (or store-bought 
food probably will result In the formation 
of several new food cooperative organi- 
zations In the Northwest suburbs. 


Responding In large numbers to a sto- 


ry In Monday's edition of The Herald de- 
tailing the activities of the DCS Plalncs- 
bosed Good People's co-op, area con- 
sumers have expressed a willingness to 
organize against the high cost of eating. 


And the coordinators of the GP Co-op, 


boasting of saving their members 20 per 
cent In food bills, said Wednesday they 
would meet the apparent demand to set 
up other co-ops patterned after their 
own. 


CO-OP OFFICIALS have received 


more than 100 telephone queries since 
Monday morning from Individuals and 
representatives of smaller cooperatives 
asking how they can join their organiza- 
tion or form new ones. 


Some of the callers — representing 


dozens and even hundreds more persons 
In groups such as women's clubs and 
teacher's organizations — had to wait 
several hours to get through to GP mem- 
bership chairman Fran .Lapldes or co- 
coordinators Tonya Keaton and Arlene 
Mnrgowsky. 


The groundswcll of support for the food 


cooperative venture began with the as- 
sertion that the GP Co-Op was saving its 
members money by bypassing the food 
stores and going directly to the supply 
house. Its members also claimed they arc 
purchasing better quality meat, cheese 
and produce than they could get at the 
supermarket. 


"Ninety per cent of the calls I took 


were from people who said they were so 
happy to hear somebody Is doing some- 
thing positive about the cost of food," said 
Mrs. Keaton. "They said, 'Oh, my God, 
I'm so happy something like this is going 
on.'" 


THE GP CO-OP leaders have been 


asked to appear before various organiza- 
tions to explain their operation and how 
the format can result In a savings in the 
packetbook. They're even going on a lo- 
cal radio show to tell of their success. 


"We're capable of starting unlimited 


numbers of co-ops," said Mrs. Mar- 
gowsky, who added that the response to 
their organized efforts to save money is 
"snowballing." She said five or six large 
member organizations have expressed 
the desire to unite. "These people are 
dissatisfied," she said. 


The GP Co-op was begun In March. All 


86-member families have at least one 
representative working once a month as 
part of a team effort. 


To get the products at the best possible 


price, a member buyer calls directly to a 
supplier on South Water Market Street 
and elsewhere in Chicago. An order tak- 
er relays the prices to the families, calls 
in their orders to a central order taker 


who passes the'information to a central 
buyer'who makes the purchases (the co- 
op spends about $7,000 a month on food). 
The food is delivered every Friday to a 
kitchen area the co-op maintains at 
Maryville Academy in Des Plaines 
where the families pick up their orders. 


SINCE THE GP Co-op Is seeking only 


six new members (just enough people to 
handle all the jabs necessary to keep the 
organization functioning smoothly) per- 
sons Inquiring about joining will have to 
look to a new co-op for salvation. That's 
where the GP officials come in. 


Though organizing other co-ops was' 


not their original Intent they are willing 
to help .organizations and individual con- 
sumers get started for what they call a 
small fee, probably about $10 per family. 


Mrs. Keaton said the success of any 


co-op depends on all members pitching In 
to do a job, whether It's taking orders, 
unloading trucks, keeping books or baby-

Food store robber 
gets 11-30 years 


An Arlington Heights man was sen- 


tenced to 11 to 30 years In prison after 
pleading guilty to charges stemming 
from a 1973 armed robbery of a DCS 
Plalncs food store. 


Roy Stover pleaded guilty Tuesday to 


armed robbery and aggravated battery 
charges In Circuit Court. 


The charges stem from the armed rob- 


bery, kidnaping and sexual assault ol a 
16-year-old clerk at the store. 


The sentencing also Involves a charge 


stemming from the holdup of a Mount 
Prospect clothing store In March 1073. 


In both Incidents and a third robbery 


of another DCS Plaines food store, Stover 
assaulted employes In the stores. 


be added to the contract giving the vil- 
lage manager the authority to permit 
less frequent pickups where no health 
hazard exists and, with the approval of 
the scavenger company, to alter rates to 
alleviate hardship cases. 


"This legalizes what has, In fact, al- 


ways been Laseke's practice. He's carry- 
ing a number of hardship cases right 
now," said Frank Charlton, village 
health director.

the legal committee, said the amend- 
ment "humanized the garbage contract 
to some extent," but ho proposed addi- 
tional modifications to reduce further the 
cost of garbage service for elderly and 
disabled residents. 


The present contract permits Uiosc 


over 65 half-price service. 


Ryan proposed extending the reduced 


rate to Include persons 62 years of age 
who arc receiving Social Security in- 
come, and who arc living alone, with a 
spouse, or with another individual older 
than 65. 


CHARLTON PREDICTED that this 


change would not be accepted readily by 
Lasckc unless tho loss in income to the 
company were made up by adding sev- 
eral cents to the regular rate. 


"I think tills Is something we should 


try to do for persons who today can be 
just as retired at 62 as at 65; even if it 
means the rest of us in the village have 
to pay a few more pennies," Ryan said. 


If accepted by the village board, 


Ryan's suggestion to extend the reduced 
rate to 62 year olds on Social Security 
will be negotiated with Lascke later this 
fall when the company will present a 
request for a 5 per cent rate increase.

Residents take dim view of plan to charge 


them for cost of illuminating Northwest Hwy.

"I'm just an ordinary,,everyday work- 


ing man. I've paid my way all my life. 
It's been a rough road but I made it, and 
I don't intend to pay for some silly 
lights!" 


That'is Otto Mecrs' frank reaction to 


the Village of Arlington Heights' plan to 
light up Northwest Highway in front of 
his house with new, sodium-vapor lights. 


Mccrs, who lives at 1204 W. Northwest 


Hwy., 11 other residential property own- 
ers and all the businesses along the l^- 
mile stretch of highway from Highland 
Avenue to Wilke Road, face special as- 
sessment proceedings as the result of an 
ordinance passed Monday night by tho 
Arlington Heights Village Board. 


The special assessment process will 


determine, In court, how the $174,000 esti- 
mated cost of the street-lighting project 
will be shared between the village and 
the property owners. 


TUB RESIDENTS' assessment will be 


based on whatever amount the court de- 
cides is being added to the value of their 
property as a result of installation of the 
lights. 


But Mcers and the other homeowners 


already have made up their minds on the 
street lights' value, and they say it is 
nothing. 


"Why should I pay for a light on rail- 


road property, lighting up the highway 
for a guy from Wisconsin who wants to 
go to O'Hare Airport," Meers says. 


"These lights arc for the (commuter) 


parking lots," says Paul J. Dolinajec Jr., 
316 W. Northwest Hwy. 


Dolinajec says his 84-year-old father is 


living on a fixed Income and cannot af- 
ford the several hundred dollars the new 
street lights arc apt to cost each home- 
owner. 


"When the state has given senior citi- 


zens a break on their real estate taxes, 
how can you impose this kind of ex- 
pense?" he asks. 


"Is this the penalty a person gets for 


living in town since 1926 as I have," de- 
mands Mccrs. 


OTHER RESIDENTS say they are still 


paying for a special assessment three 
years ago when P,atton, Princeton and 
Harvard avenues were improved to 
Northwest Highway. 


"Many property owners think this,is 


not an improvement to their property 
and should not be done by special assess- 
ment," says Dorothy Adams, 1120 W. 
Northwest Hwy. 


The 48 lights and aluminum standards 


might make driving along Northwest 
Highway safer and easier, residents con- 
cede. 


The brighter lights also should aid the 


Chicago and North Western Ry. which 
likes to switch freight cars along the 
stretch of track that parallels west 
Northwest Highway. But even though the 
lights will stand on C&NW property, the 
railroad, by law, cannot be charged for 
the Improvement. 


The lights may also benefit the various 


businesses along Northwest Highway, the 
residents say, pointing to the absence of 
business objections to the project. 


BUT THE HOMEOWNERS are bound 


and determined to show the court that, 
with nothing to gain, they should have 
nothing to pay. 


Two trustees, J. Burton Thompson and 


0. V. Anderson, apparently were per- 
suaded by their arguments. The two men 
Monday night cast the only votes against 
the motion to pass the special assess- 
ment ordinance. 


Thompson proposed that the 12 resi- 


dential property owners be dropped from 
the special assessment project, with 
their portion of the cost picked up as 
public benefit by the village. But this 
kind of select exemption simply is not 
possible under law, said Village Atty. 
Jack M. Siegcl. 


As a result, Meers and the other home- 


owncs will have to tell their story to the 
judge. And, although he voted In favor of 
the s p e c i a l assessment ordinance, 
Trustee Frank Palmatier admitted they 
may be able to make a pretty cogent 
argument. 


DAVID PATTERSON, president of the 


village's board of local improvements 
which initiated the street light project, 
says the new lights arc necessary for the 
safety of motorists, pedestrians and resi- 
dents alike. 


- "The entire community has benefited 


from the street lights that we do require 
in the Village of Arlington Heights. And 


we are operating on the principle that 
each property owner pays for the im- 
provements in front of .his own home," 
ho said. 


The street lights from Highland Ave- 


nue to Wilke Road will complete a North- 
west Highway lighting program that was 
started several years ago with the illumi- 
nation of the eastern half of the highway. 


Patterson points out that the dozen 


homeowners affected by the project take 
up only two blocks of west Northwest 
Highway, and, he says, their assessment 
is likely to be half of what will be 
charged to the commercial properties. 


"We know the lights are going to go 


in," says Carl F. Hart, 1216 W. Northwest 
Hwy. "We just don't think we should 
have to pay for them." 


A COURT-APPOINTED special assess- 


ment commissioner will make a judg- 
ment as to what each property owner 
should pay, over the next 10 years, to- 
ward the cost of the project. 


The property owners then have the 


right to object to their assessment and 
ask for a trial, by jury if they wish, to 
present their case. 


Once the final cost split has been de- 


termined in court, thu village will accept 
bids for the new lights, award the con- 
tract to install them, and finally throw 
the switch that will light up the street in 
front of Otto Meers' house. 


Cultural center dreams 
'down the drain 'for now

Arlington Heights Memorial Library's 


expansion plans likely will ring down the 
final curtain on a 12-year effort to build a 
cultural center in the village. 
.The library board will meet with the 
village board sometime in the next 
month to discuss expansion of the librar> 
to the south onto a site at 400 N. Dunton 
Ave. which has been tagged for many 
years as the future cultural center loca- 
tion. 


Although the cultural commission is 


engaged in a fund-raising effort to pay 
for preliminary architect's plans, its 
treasury has not grown in three months, 
said Commission Chairman Sidney Rosen 
nfeld. With a goal of $25,000 for the archi- 
tectural plans and a further need of $3 
million for the center's construction, the 
commission has only $11,000. 


"I WOULD AGREE that we're running 


out of time, but it's not because of the 
library. We bad no intention of tying up 
the property indefinitely," 
Rosenfeld 


said. He said the commission planned to 
make a decision before the end of the 
year whether to proceed with its efforts 
to build a cultural center. "We should 
show progress,or change our way of 
thinking," he said. 


"I think it's down the drain for now," 


said Robert Hawley, cultural commission 


member. "I'm a five-year member of the 
commission and it's sort of sad to see it 
all go down the drain when we're so 
close," he said, noting the many meet- 
ings and plans made over the past 12 
years. 


"Arlington Heights is not ready for a 


cultural center," he concluded, saying 
tiip latest effort to attract the money of 
wealthy individuals and companies to the 
project is "ths last test." 


Another commission member, Donald 


Everhart, expressed similar thoughts. 
"Obviously we've recognized this is no 
time at all to put on a drive for several 
million dollars," he said, noting that 
people are reluctant to spend money on 
higher priority village Improvements in 
this .time of inflation. Everhart was still 
hopeful the library would seriously con- 
sider westward expansion over its pre- 
sent parking lot, so the commission's site 
could be preserved. 


SINCE 1972, THE cultural commission 


has obtained a plan far the center from 
Yale University theater expert George C. 
Izenour. With a village site available to 
them, the commission was hoping to ob- 
tain architectural plans from Don M. Hi- 
saka & Assn. of Cleveland and from 
there, continue fund-raising drives.

responsibilities. 


"I am sure the committee would rath- 


er recommend a combination of long- 
term approaches to tltc problem that 
would prove successful, rather than re- 
sorting to a merger of the park district 
with the village," Woods said.

meeting at 7:30 p.m. today at the Forest 
View Tennis Club, 800 E. Falcon Dr. 
Committee members will continue dis- 
cussing alternatives and will make a tour 
of the park district's administrative fa- 
cilities at the tennis club. 


The committee toured the district's

will be touring the remaining paik dis- 
trict facilities Saturday "in order to ac- 
quire a broad scope of what the district 
Is responsible for developing and main- 
taining," Woods said.

Newly appointed Arlington Heights 


Park Board Comr. Arthur GoUberg 
hopes "to develop some meaningful,and ' 
effective communication programs for 
the park district." 


Gollberg, 319 S. Yale Ave., Arlington 


Heights, was appornted to the board 
Tuesday night to succeed Bruce Everly 
whose resignation was announced last 
month. 


Gollberg, 35, is the president of Arthur 
Gollberg and Associates, a communi- 


cations research and counseling firm in 
Arlington Heights. He has bad extensive 
education and experience in the area of 
communications. 


"THE PARK DISTRICT is ex- 


pcritncing a critical time during which it 
should maintain good communications 
with its residents. It should explain its 
problems, situations and attitudes to 
them so they can fully understand what's 
going on," GoUberg said. 


Gollberg hopes to work on "beefing up 


some of the already existing channels for 
communications" and hopes to encour- 
age more residents to attend the dis- 
trict's meetings, he said. 


Gollberg was one of nine persons who

applied for the park board vacancy. He 
said he was promoted to apply for .the 
position when he heard a park board 
member say too few people were inter- 
ested in the position or in park district 
affairs. 


"I suppose I was like a lot of people. I 


had always given consideration to run- 
ning for the board, but had never really 


done anything about it. I suddenly real- 
ized that someone has to volunteer to do 
the job, that you have to be actively con- 
cerned," Gollberg said. 


GOLLBERG HAD identified the apathy 


of residents concerning the park district 
as the No. 1 problem the board contin- 
ually faces. He feels there is a "need to 
increase revenues and land for park use, 
and a better working relationship with 
the village government," he said. 


Gollberg has been the immediate past 


chairman of the football committee of 
th? Arlington Heights Boys' Baseball 
Inc., has coached village athletic games 
and has frequently attended park board 
meetings.

Cultural center dreams 
'down the drain 'for now

and Edward Jacobs were less pessimis- 
tic about tho library's expansion plans. 
"If the library can use tho planned site 
and tho cultural center can't be built, we 
hope they'll use it. I sec no reason to be 
upset about It. We've tried and we're dis- 
appointed that no couldn't do some- 
thing," Mrs. Maricr said. 


Jacobs said he did not wish to soy too 


much until he had had time to think 
about the library's plans, but he thougl* 
the now situation might spell the end of 
the cultural commission's efforts. "I 
don't have any strong feelings, as long as 


the land is put to some good village use," 
he said. 


SEVERAL 
MEMBERS 
commented 


that a lecture hall and theater in- 
corporated Into tho third phase of the li- 
brary's present plans for the Dunton site 
would be "delightful" in terms of accom- 
plishing a part of what a cultural center 
would have done. 


When asked what the village trustees' 


reaction might bo to the library's request 
to use the Dunton site for expansion, Vil- 
lage Pros. Ralph Clarbour said, "All I 
can say is that the library board is as 
much a part of the village as is the cul- 
tural commission and it deserves a good 
looking at, and we'll consider it." 


Trustee questions utility tax use 


Trustee Alice Harms has raised the Is- 


sue of Arlington Heights 5 per cent utility 
tax. and questioned its use to build a 
planned $600,000 public works garage. 


"We can't continue to tack projects 


onto our utility tax budget," Mrs. Harms 
said Monday night when the village 
board voted to hire Knoeppcl Associates, 
1633 N. Arlington Heights Rd., as archi- 
tect for tho garage. 


The architect Is to be paid 5.73 per cent 


of the total cost of the building, with 
money to come from the utility tax. 


"This Is a long-term facility and what 


concerns me is that we've never had suf- 
ficient justification for its need, the num- 
ber of people who will work there, or any 
of the other things wo would have to 
know if we were going to build this with 
general obligation bonds," Mrs. Harms 
said. 


VILLAGE MGH. L. A. Hanson has said 


that the garage, which would be used to 
service village vehicles, Is needed now 
and that the need will become greater in 
the future. Ho said he has offered to give 
any village board member a tour of the 
public works center to prove his point. 


"If It's a necessary facility, we're go- 


ing to have to start convincing people," 
Mrs. Harms said. 


Other trustees generally supported the 


need for the garage. 


"In the past, the administration has 


proven correct on the need for these 


buildings," Trustee Dave Griffin said. 
"There is an Implication here that this is 
some kind of reckless spending on the 
part of the village which I don't think is 
the case. You can't continue to have 
growth in the village without growth of 
your public works." 


Trustee Richard J. Durava called the 


utility tax "abhorrent to all of us, me 
Included." 


And Trustee Prank Palmntier said 


that, while the board had voted to hire 
Knoeppcl Associates to design the build- 
ing, It had not approved cither construc- 
tion of the garage or using utility tax 
money to pay for it.
